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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


Nineteen  ninety  three  was  an  eventful  year  and  a  year  of  change  for  the  Ply- 
mouth Board  of  Selectmen.  A  special  election  was  held  in  January  to  elect  a  mem- 
ber to  fulfill  the  unexpired  term  created  by  the  departure  of  George  Cameron.  At 
that  election,  William  Nolan,  a  former  board  member,  was  elected  and  was  subse- 
quently elected  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

In  May,  we  said  good-bye  to  Sam  Butterfield  and  Linda  SAM  Lenox  who  left 
the  Board  and  welcomed  Joseph  "Skip"  Anusewicz  and  Linda  Teagan  who  were 
elected  at  that  time.  We  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  contributions  and  service 
of  Sam  and  Linda  SAM.  Their  dedication  to  the  community  and  the  Board  of  Select- 
men will  be  missed. 

Many  issues  faced  the  Board  during  1 993.  Paramount  of  these  was  the  waste- 
water treatment  issue.  How  and  at  what  cost  will  the  town  treat  its  wastewater  over 
the  next  decades  continues  to  be  an  actively  debated  issue  involving  department 
heads,  consultants,  lawyers  and  citizens  alike.  Phase  II  of  the  study  was  completed 
and  the  scope  of  services  for  Phase  III  was  reviewed.  The  town  will  continue  to 
explore  all  options. 

The  Board  also  worked  diligently  on  issues  surrounding  county  and  town  fa- 
cilities on  the  county-owned  land  at  Exit  5.  The  design  for  the  new  police  station 
has  been  started  following  extensive  study  of  the  site  at  Exit  5.  The  Board  also 
worked  hard  to  maintain  the  presence  of  the  county  courthouse  in  the  town  though 
a  decision  by  the  state  had  not  been  made  by  year's  end. 

The  long-awaited  Route  44  reconstruction  project  finally  got  under  way  in  the 
fall.  The  area  around  Exit  6  was  transformed  and  we  expect  great  improvement  in 
traffic  flow  and  safety  when  the  project  is  completed. 

In  July,  Chairman  Nolan,  Town  Manager  Bill  Griffin,  former  selectman  Alba 
Thompson,  Town  Clerk  Larry  Pizer,  School  Committee  chairman  Jim  Sorensen 
and  others  represented  the  town  at  the  dedication  of  the  cultural  center  in  our  "sis- 
ter city"  of  Shishigahama,  Japan.  It  was  a  moving  experience  for  all  who  attended. 

Based  upon  the  continuous  improvement  goal  of  Total  Quality  Management, 
the  Town  Manager  and  his  team  continued  to  implement  initiatives  to  meet  the 
Board's  1992  goals: 

A  citizen  survey  was  developed  and  distributed.  Results  are  expected  soon. 

Budgets  for  Departments  of  Finance  as  well  as  Planning  and  Development 

were  consolidated. 
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The  town  received  a  grant  from  the  state  Executive  Office  of  Communities 
and  Development  for  strategic  planning  for  economic  development  and  is 
currently  being  implemented. 

A  promotions  fund  provided  by  a  portion  of  the  room  tax  receipts  was  created 
and  plans  are  being  formulated  for  use  of  those  funds  for  tourism  related 
activities. 

The  partnership  with  the  Downtown  Harbor  Corporation  has  resulted  in  money 
to  the  town  for  revitalization  of  the  downtown  and  waterfront  areas,  including 
beautiful  new  lighting,  directional  signage,  benches  and  trash  receptacles. 

A  prioritization  process  for  "major  capital  projects"  was  implemented. 

There  was  continuation  and  growth  of  the  town's  recycling  effort  with  much 
assistance  from  a  growing  number  of  committed  volunteers. 

There  were  land  acquisition  and  disposal  initiatives  that  brought  628  acres  of 
potentially  developable  land  known  as  Forges  Field,  forty  acres  of  recreational 
land  in  West  Plymouth  and  4.75  acres  of  land  containing  a  brand  new  vehicle 
maintenance  facility  at  Camelot  Park  owned  by  Ryder  Truck  Rental  to  the 
town  as  well  as  the  first  auction  of  tax  title  land  held  in  April. 

The  Board  adopted  a  new  set  of  goals  during  this  year.  They  include: 

To  produce  an  operating  and  capital  budget  that  provides  effective  and  effi- 
cient municipal  services,  reflects  sound  financial  policies  and  practices  and 
does  not  place  an  undue  burden  on  the  taxpayer. 

To  facilitate  the  implementation  of  the  Water  Master  Plan,  the  Solid  Waste 
Master  Plan  and  the  Wastewater  Facilities  Plan  with  emphasis  on  cost  effec- 
tive solutions  and  compliance  with  environmental  regulations. 

To  implement  Town  Meeting  approved  recommendations  of  the  Consolidated 
Services  Task  Force  and  to  improve  the  quality  and  efficiency  of  town  ser- 
vices through  continuous  organizational  review  and  improvement. 

To  continue  to  expand  and  diversify  the  town's  economic  and  employment 
base  through  retention  and  attraction  of  compatible  business  and  industry. 

To  further  define  and  coordinate  the  town's  visitor  services  program. 

To  promote  user-friendly  town  services  through  customer-focused  continu- 
ous improvement. 
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To  improve  employee  morale  through  the  expansion  of  employee  participc: 
tion  in  total  quality  management  activities  and  the  implementation  of  the  err 
ployee  recognition  program. 

To  attract  a  four-year  institute  of  higher  education  to  Plymouth. 

The  Board  would  like  to  express  its  thanks  to  Town  Manager  Bill  Griffin  anj 
his  talented  staff  as  well  as  all  town  employees  and  volunteers  for  their  continue  I 
contribution  of  time  and  talent  toward  the  betterment  of  the  town.  It  is  through  a' 
these  efforts  that  the  town  will  continue  to  move  forward.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  this  report  of  the  Town  Manager's  Office  for 
calendar  1993.  You  will  note  that  the  report  of  each  town  department  for  1993  be- 
gins, as  this  one  does,  with  the  mission  statement  of  that  department.  I  would  urge 
each  citizen  to  read  those  mission  statements  carefully.  The  mission  statements 
were  developed  by  departments  at  the  request  of  the  Town  Manager  as  a  means  of 
communicating  the  key  responsibilities  of  each  department  and,  most  importantly, 
the  principles  that  govern  the  operations  of  those  departments  on  a  daily  basis.  It 
was  our  hope  that  the  development  of  the  mission  statements  would  allow  the 
employees  of  each  department  to  develop  a  shared  vision  of  their  role  and  impor- 
tance in  town  government.  The  statements  would  also  provide  to  citizens  a  better 
understanding  of  the  responsibilities  of  our  departments  and  employees. 

As  our  mission  statement  indicates,  the  staff  of  the  Town  Manager/Board  of 
Selectmen's  Office  is  dedicated  to  implementing  the  various  provisions  of  the  home 
rule  charter  and  for  being  a  vital  resource  for  citizens,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
departments  alike.  The  department's  employees  place  great  emphasis  on  customer 
service  and  ethical  administration,  and  for  serving  as  an  example  for  other  depart- 
ments of  the  town  to  emulate. 

There  were  a  number  of  important  events  and  decisions  made  in  1993  that 
deserve  mention.  In  the  area  of  personnel,  several  key  department  heads  left  our 
employ,  including  Personnel  Director  Peg  Fedrini,  Library  Director  Thelma  Kruse, 
Community  Development  Administrator  Judi  Barrett,  and  Saving  Lives  Coordinator 
Teresa  Boyea.  We  will  surely  miss  the  dedication  and  professional  expertise  of 
each  and  every  one  of  these  individuals.  Fortunately,  we  have  been  able  to  attract 
equally  talented  and  committed  individuals  to  replace  those  listed.  During  1993, 
Eleanor  McGonagle  was  appointed  as  Personnel  Director,  Dinah  Smith  as  Library 
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Director,  Richard  Farris  as  Community  Development  Coordinator,  and  Sharo 
Connolly  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Saving  Lives  Coordinator. 

During  1993,  the  Town  Manager  and  his  staff  devoted  considerable  time  am) 
effort  to  such  critical  issues  as  wastewater  facilities  planning,  labor  negotiations: 
and  the  new  Education  Reform  Act.  This  office  worked  closely  with  our  engineering 
consultant  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee,  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee,  Board  ci 
Selectmen  and  many  interested  citizens  of  Plymouth  as  Phase  II  of  the  wastewater 
facilities  plan  was  undertaken.  In  June  of  1993,  we  reached  settlement  with  sifl 
municipal  unions  on  new  collective  bargaining  agreements  through  Fiscal  1995P 
including  a  reduction  in  town  participation  in  health  insurance  premiums  from  99°/\ 
to  90%.  In  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Finance,  this  office  reviewed  and  pn> 
jected  the  short  and  long  term  impact  of  the  new  Education  Reform  Act,  culminat, 
ing  in  a  lengthy  November  special  town  meeting. 

The  implementation  of  total  quality  management  in  Plymouth  town  govern} 
ment  continued  unabated  in  1993.  Through  a  state  grant  and  a  modest  appropria 
tion  of  town  funds,  extensive  training  of  department  heads  and  middle  managers  ir 
the  principles  and  practices  of  quality  improvement  took  place.  Out  of  that  training 
three  new  quality  improvement  teams  were  formed  to  study  and  improve  importanj 
local  government  processes,  including  dump  sticker  issuance,  the  purchase  ancl 
disposal  of  property,  and  the  availability  of  assessing  information  for  citizens,  ap[ 
praisers  and  real  estate  agents.  Employee  teams  already  in  place  prior  to  1993 
continued  their  efforts  to  improve  employee  morale,  institute  employee  training1 
undertake  a  citizen  survey,  and  improve  the  billing  and  collection  system  for  wate'; 
and  sewer  enterprises. 

Also  in  1993  the  Town  Manager  and  his  staff  said  goodby  to  Selectmen  Sarrf 
Butterfield  and  Linda  SAM  Lenox,  and  welcomed  new  board  members  Linda  Teagar 
and  Joseph  "Skip"  Anusewicz.  The  employees  of  the  Town  Manager's  Office  wisr 
to  thank  both  Sam  Butterfield  and  SAM  Lenox  for  their  support  and  vital  contribu 
tion  during  their  term  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Finally,  the  Towr 
Manager's  Office  experienced  the  retirement  of  long  time  employee  Elaine  Thurbe 
in  1993.  We  will  forever  miss  Elaine's  dedication  to  public  service,  her  smile  ancs 
her  devotion  to  teamwork.

$j|em  to  appropriate  offices  within  town  government  through  the  switchboard 
id  mail  services.  It  works  closely  with  the  Board  of  Voting  Registrars  to 
aintain  lists  of  town  residents  and  to  conduct  elections. 


The  Clerk's  office  seeks  to  combine  honesty,  efficiency,  and  a  pleasant 
jmeanor  in  conducting  its  work  to  serve  constituencies  in  the  present  and 
rmer  citizens  of  Plymouth,  the  other  offices  of  town  government,  offices  in 
>unty,  state  and  national  government,  and  researchers  around  the  world. 

The  accomplishments  of  1993  were  tempered  by  sadness.  Lorraine  Loring, 
io  oversaw  vital  records  for  over  two  decades,  died  in  July.  She  left  a  lasting 
gacy  not  only  from  her  work  but  from  her  training  of  the  rest  of  the  office.  Follow- 
g  Lorraine  Loring's  death,  Kathleen  DiSalvatore  moved  from  the  switchboard  to 
e  position  of  secretary  in  the  Clerk's  office. 

Many  of  the  major  advances  were  electronic.  All  vital  records  moved  from 
iper  indexing  to  computers.  Staff  entered  marriage  intention  data  became  imme- 
ately  onto  computers  allowing  automatic  generation  of  marriage  certificates  and 
'irtified  copies.  The  town  accepted  the  state's  Mass.  LASER  program  for  births, 
iving  hours  of  work  in  data  entry.  The  public  received  more  accurate  documents, 
id  the  town  gained  greater  efficiency.  Even  dog  licenses  became  fully  computer- 
3d,  allowing  quicker  access  for  inquiries  about  lost  dogs. 

The  state  accepted  the  town's  new  precincts  following  the  1990  federal  cen- 
is.  After  several  drafts,  the  town  printed  a  new  street  map  reflecting  dozens  of 
iw  streets.  The  staff  and  a  consultant  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  bringing  the 
reet  list  program  up  to  date,  preparing  for  the  mailing  of  announcements  of  pre- 
ict  changes  to  voters  and  the  production  of  an  accurate  street  list. 


Even  the  archives  received  attention.  The  state  sent  staff  from  the  public 
cords  office  to  advise  on  disposal  plans  and  retention  schedules.  A  multi-year 
an  to  bring  improved  order  to  storage  facilities  received  efforts. 

The  Town  Clerk's  service  as  liaison  for  foreign  visitors  received  great  atten- 
n  during  the  summer  and  early  fall.  A  delegation  of  four  town  officials  and  six 
ner  residents  visited  Plymouth's  sister  town  of  Shichigahama  during  a  whirlwind 
sekend  in  July.  A  women's  delegation  with  the  Mayor  and  some  town  officials  of 
lichigahama  reciprocated  at  the  end  of  September.  The  Clerk  and  his  office  were 
charge  of  coordination  of  both  trips.

MISSION  STATEMENT 

The  Plymouth  Department  of  Finance  is  a  network  of  specialized  finsL 
cial  units  staffed  by  professionals  who  simultaneously  provide  an  arrayj* 
fiscal  services  to  a  broadly  diverse  group  of  individuals  and  organization;;. 
The  Fiance  Department's  mission  is  to  create  an  environment  that  proves  j 
the  vision,  unity  and  spirit  which  is  necessary  to  allow  each  unique  memtr 
of  every  division  to  surpass  the  professional  and  personal  boundaries  esters 
lished  within  both  their  respective  units'  mission  statement  and  the  overjlli 
mission  of  the  town. 

As  you  will  see  from  the  following  reports,  the  Department  of  Finance  rs; 
completed  a  year  during  which  each  of  our  five  unique  divisions  has  experienc  j 
new  levels  of  achievement  in  the  pursuit  of  their  individual  missions. 

In  addition  to  the  many  accomplishments  achieved  by  the  divisions;  over  tp 
past  year,  the  Department  of  Finance  has  been  able  to  bring  the  energies  of  Vcf- 
ous  divisions  together  in  order  to  complete  several  major  projects. 

During  the  year,  the  Department  of  Finance  continued  to  improve  our  me  - 
ods  of  collecting  revenues  due  to  the  town.  The  department  sought  proposals  a  j 
a  new  Deputy  Tax  Collector  was  appointed.  We  sought  and  obtained  Town  Meetinls 
acceptance  of  a  state  law  that  will  allow  town  departments,  boards  and  committeis 
to  revoke  and/or  withhold  licenses  and  permits  from  those  individuals  that  owe  t b 
town  money.  The  combined  efforts  of  the  Collection  Division,  the  Data  Process^ 
Division  and  the  Treasury  Division  resulted  in  a  Fiscal  '93  year  end  revenue  surpf's 
(Free  Cash)  that  was  in  excess  of  $3,000,000.  Additionally,  both  the  water  a\i 
sewer  operations  posted  revenues  in  excess  of  expenditures  for  the  first  time  sinfj 
the  special  revenue  record  keeping  system  was  implemented  in  FY  1990. 

In  addition  to  improved  collections,  the  Department  of  Finance  organized  a  i 
held  an  auction  to  sell  off  surplus  property  that  the  town  has  obtained  through  1 3 
tax  foreclosure  process.  The  auction  resulted  in  ten  (10)  properties  being  returnlJ 
to  the  tax  roles  and  netted  the  town  over  $  132,000.  The  combined  efforts  of  t(? 
Assessing  Division,  Data  Processing  Division  and  Treasury  Division  were  used!) 
accomplish  this  project.  Additionally,  the  department  was  fortunate  to  have  hacu 
University  of  Massachusetts  work  study  student  assisting  us  with  this  project. 

This  last  year  saw  the  dissolution  of  the  Plymouth-Carver  Regional  Schcl 
District.  This  action  resulted  in  the  merging  of  two  former  governmental  units  id) 
one.  The  Accounting  Division  in  conjunction  with  the  Treasury  Division  continue  > 
work  on  the  transition  from  two  corporate  identities  into  one. 
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Over  the  past  several  years,  the  Town  Meeting  has  authorized  the  use  of 
xided  indebtedness  for  several  large  capital  projects.  This  past  year  the  Depart- 
ent  of  Finance  issued  two  bonds.  In  order  to  finance  two  sewer  projects,  the  town 
irticipated  in  the  first  bond  issued  to  municipalities  by  the  Massachusetts  Water 
Dilution  Abatement  Trust.  The  use  of  this  new  state  funding  agency  resulted  in  a 
incipal  and  interest  savings  in  excess  of  $2,500,000  to  the  Plymouth  taxpayers 
yjid  the  sewer  rate  payers.  The  Accounting  and  Treasury  Divisions  come  together 
5r  order  to  complete  this  unprecedented  transaction. 
idr 

The  town's  second  bond  was  sold  through  conventional  municipal  finance 
Methods.  Within  this  bond,  the  town  financed  several  water  projects,  a  sewer  project 
nd  the  new  police  facility.  Given  the  favorable  interest  rate  environment,  the  de- 
irtment  changed  our  plans.  The  bond  sale  date  was  rescheduled  from  the  winter 
1994  to  the  fall  of  1993.  In  addition  to  all  of  the  work  normally  performed  during 
e  summer  which  is  mainly  work  associated  with  the  conclusion  of  one  fiscal  year 
lcfid  the  commencement  of  a  new  fiscal  year;  the  extra  efforts  of  the  Accounting 
ivision  and  the  Treasury  Division  allowed  the  town  to  borrow  at  a  point  in  time 
hen  interest  rates  were  at  a  30  year  historical  low.  The  interest  rate  the  town 
)tained  was  less  than  4.3%  over  the  15  year  life  of  the  bond. 

Presently,  the  Department  of  Finance  looks  forward  to  another  new  year.  We 
ithusiastically  anticipate  achieving  new  levels  of  excellence  and  we  wish  to  thank 
i  of  those  individuals  and  organizations  that  have  helped  us  carry  out  our  mission 
'er  the  past  year.

The  revaluation  in  1992  appeared  to  make  1993  less  eventful,  but  noneth; 
less  a  very  productive  year. 

The  4th  quarter  FY93  tax  bills  were  mailed  on  April  1,  1993.  The  payment

William  A.  Burke,  Chai 
man,  resigned  in  January.  His  two  year  appointment  was  filled  by  Nancy  Cole  Eidsvii' 

The  first  quarter  FY94  tax  bill  was  sent  on  July  1,  1993.  The  payments  wei 
due  on  August  2,  1993. 

In  June,  the  Assessing  Division  started  a  four  month  Total  Quality  analysis  < 
their  customer  service.  We  sent  out  a  survey  to  real  estate  professionals  and  to  e 
the  departments  within  town  government.  Some  of  the  tools  used  were  a  Woi 
Place  Diagram,  Work  Flow  Process  and  Work  Distribution  Chart.  The  entire  sta 
was  interviewed  on  recommendations  for  improvements. 

Several  suggestions  have  been  implemented.  A  copy  of  the  property  recor 
for  each  valid  single-family  sale  in  1992  and  1993  is  available  at  the  counter.  Cus 
tomers  can  call  in  for  information  during  all  working  hours.  The  street  listing  book? 
have  been  updated  to  help  with  abutters  lists. 

The  division  also  embarked  on  an  outreach  program  to  verify  the  quality  d 
our  residential  property  data.  A  letter  is  sent  out  to  all  residential  property  owner 
within  a  certain  map  informing  them  that  someone  from  the  Assessing  Division  wi 
be  doing  inspections  in  the  area.  This  person  has  an  identification  card  and  the 
appointments  can  be  scheduled. 
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In  the  future  we  hope  to  make  information  more  readily  available.  Possibly  a 
terminal  at  the  counter  for  the  customer  to  access  certain  data. 

The  second  quarter  FY94  tax  bill  was  sent  on  October  1 , 1 993.  The  payments 
were  due  on  November  1,  1993. 

On  November  22, 1 993  the  Assessing  Division,  under  the  direction  of  Michael 
Daley,  Finance  Director,  held  a  Classification  Workshop  with  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. The  purpose  of  this  was  to  present  data  concerning  the  effects  of  the  tax 
lassification  on  residential  and  commercial  taxpayers. 

The  Classification  Hearing  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  on  December  1 , 
1993.  At  this  public  hearing  the  Board  voted  4  - 1  for  a  uniform  tax  rate. 

Professionally,  the  staff  continued  to  increase  its  expertise  in  the  Assessing 
field.  Anne  Dunn  was  awarded  the  Massachusetts  Accredited  Assessor  #689  des- 
gnation  from  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Assessing  Officers.  Carolyn  Colligan 
and  Ellen  Blanchard  passed  The  Principles  of  Assessing  Procedures  course  given 
oy  the  M.A.A.O.  Marcia  Britto  passed  the  Department  of  Revenue's  Course  101- 
tesessment  Administration:  Law,  Procedures,  Valuation.  Diane  Brophy  and  Cheryl 
'ierce  passed  the  Department  of  Revenue's  Course  100-  Assessment  Office  Pro- 
edures.

The  Collection  Division  is  responsible  for  collecting  real  estate,  persor 
property  and  excise  taxes  as  well  as  fees  for  water  and  sewer  use,  trailer  pa 
usage,  municipal  lien  certificates  and  in  lieu  of  tax  payments  due  the  To 
The  office  is  also  responsible  for  the  sale  of  all  municipal  stickers.  It  is  t 
mission  of  this  office  to  serve  the  public  in  a  professional  manner  while  main- 
taining the  important  cash  flow  to  the  town.  This  office  tries  to  understand 
the  problems  that  confront  the  taxpayer  and  offers  solutions  to  help  theii  | 
cope  with  these  problems.  Through  the  use  of  total  quality  management  too  , 
the  division  tries  to  minimize  stress  in  the  office  and  provide  a  friendly  atmo- 
sphere to  the  Plymouth  taxpayer. 

The  Collection  Division  continued  to  implement  more  automation  into  our  pa 
ment  processing  systems  during  the  last  year.  The  expanded  use  of  lockbox  tec 
nology  has  allowed  us  to  begin  posting  payments  in  a  more  prompt  manner.  Throw 
the  use  of  a  modem  attached  to  the  town's  computer  system,  we  now  receive  pa 
ment  information  from  our  lockbox  each  evening.  The  following  morning  the  data 
reviewed  and  all  payments  made  at  the  lockbox  yesterday  are  posted  to  the  prop 
accounts  on  our  computer.  We  anticipate  future  additional  improvements  in  pa 
ment  posting  through  the  use  of  optical  scanning  equipment  in  the  Town  House 

The  Collection  Division  is  pleased  to  report  that  improvements  within  the  o 
eration  have  allowed  the  current  year  tax  collection  ratio  to  move  from  a  rate 
90%  of  taxes  billed  being  collected  in  Fiscal  1991  to  96%  of  taxes  billed  in  Fisc' 
1993  being  collected.  These  improved  collection  systems  have  allowed  the  town 
move  from  a  negative  free  cash  position  to  one  of  the  highest  free  cash  balances 
the  town's  history. 

Over  the  past  year,  the  Collection  Division  was  fortunate  enough  to  have  or 
of  its  many  processes  reviewed  by  a  TQM  team.  The  dump  sticker  issuance  pr 
cess  was  examined  for  several  months  by  a  team  made  up  of  town  employees  fro 
many  different  departments.  The  end  result  of  this  work  is  a  new  issuance  syste 
that  will  both  meet  the  needs  of  the  individuals  who  obtain  stickers  and  the  sW: 
who  are  involved  in  the  sale  of  the  stickers.  We  are  grateful  for  the  opportunity  | 
improve  one  of  our  systems  using  TQM.  We  wish  to  thank  the  team  members  f] 
their  hard  work,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  support  and  the  general  public  fl 
responding  to  our  user  surveys.

The  collection  process  has  been  improved  through  the  use  of  the  automate'} 
lockbox  posting  method  which  saves  the  Collector's  office  hours  of  manual  posting 
This  results  in  a  more  expedient  posting  of  payments  considering  Quarterly  billing 
for  both  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Property  total  some  100,000  bills  processed 
each  year. 

At  Spring  Annual  Town  Meeting,  this  division  will  be  requesting  support  for  I 
major  upgrade  of  our  present  hardware  and  conversion  of  our  software.  Thes«| 
additional  funds  will  be  added  to  funds  obtained  at  last  years  Town  Meeting.  M 
upgrade  is  critical  in  order  to  keep  up  with  the  state  of  the  art  computer  industry 
and  provide  us  with  better  technical  service.  In  turn,  we  can  offer  improved  service! 
to  our  customer  base,  as  well  as  our  users.

MISSION  STATEMENT 


itl  The  Treasury  Division  of  the  Department  of  Finance  receives  and  pro- 
in  vides  for  the  custody  of  the  Town's  cash  with  strict  consideration  to  safety, 
gtjliquidity  and  earnings.  The  Treasury  banks  and  reports  cash  receipts  and 
rtjreleases  properly  authorized  funds  in  a  timely  manner.  The  Treasury  borrows 

funds  for  authorized  projects  only  as  needed  and  at  the  least  possible  cost  to 
Jlitthe  Town.  The  Treasury  maintains  and  pursues  the  collection  of  delinquent 

taxes  in  a  manner  that  is  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the  individual  and  the 

community  as  a  whole.  The  mission  of  the  Treasury  staff  is  to  seek  the  public's 

respect  through  its  actions  and  deeds. 

Treasury's  most  significant  occurrence  was  the  ability  to  support  the  opera- 
tion of  the  town  with  a  greatly  enhanced  cash  flow  position.  Treasury  recorded  a 
total  of  $101,012,779.79  of  receipts  and  $99,126,230.08  of  disbursements.  With 
nc  he  billing  of  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  on  a  quarterly  basis  and  an 
ifiijaggressive  collection  policy  the  need  for  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  tax  revenue 
;ec|/vas  eliminated  for  the  entire  fiscal  year  and  is  not  expected  to  be  needed  in  the 
future.  There  was  no  need  to  utilize  any  interest  expense  for  that  purpose  and 
|>1 00,000.00  in  the  interest  budget  for  fiscal  1994  was  eliminated. 


3si      Increased  cash  balances  allowed  for  greater  investment  opportunities.  The 
larger  cash  balances  were  able  to  help  offset  the  lower  earnings  potential  currently 
tffpffered  in  the  financial  market  due  to  lower  interest  rates  and  the  cost  of  collateralizing 
Recount  balances.  The  collateralizing  of  account  balances  provides  the  level  of 
jiafety  required  of  the  town's  cash.  The  Treasury  continues  to  consider  yield  on 
investment  only  after  safety  and  liquidity  have  been  adequately  satisfied.  Unless 
estricted  by  statute  all  cash  of  the  town  is  continually  invested.

In  1993,  the  Personnel  Department  reviewed,  consolidated  reclassified  and 
Established  job  descriptions  for  the  positions  in  the  Community  Development  office 
ind  the  Saving  Lives  office.  The  Personnel  Department  is  facilitating  a  labor-  man- 
tgement  committee  whose  task  is  to  conduct  a  clerical  classification  and  compen- 
ation  study.  New  job  descriptions  for  the  clerical  series  are  being  developed. 


EMPLOYMENT 

During  1993,  26  permanent  new  employees  were  hired  to  replace  employees 
i/ho  either  terminated  or  retired  from  their  employment  with  the  Town.  Additionally, 
5  employees  were  either  promoted  or  transferred  within  the  organization  and  10 
easonal  employees  were  hired.  The  Personnel  Department  was  involved  in  the 
dvertising,  screening,  selection,  reference  check  and  benefits  review  for  these 
ositions. 
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HEALTH  INSURANCE 

Agreements  reached  with  five  of  the  town  unions,  as  well  as  the  S  group  I  ; 
employees  included  an  increase  share  of  health  insurance  costs  from  1%  to  10°N 
This  will  help  offset  the  ever  increasing  cost  of  health  insurance.  A  Section  Ml  | 
Plan  was  instituted  to  provide  savings  to  employees  through  the  use  of  pre-t<  j 
dollars  for  health  insurance  expenses. 

During  the  year,  every  step  was  taken  to  reduce  costs  and  carefully  scrutiniij 
claims  under  our  existing  medical  plan  design.  Despite  significant  constraints  st 
forth  by  Massachusetts  General  Law  Chapter  32B,  collective  bargaining  agren 
ments  and  the  existing  health  insurance  plan,  we  continue  to  monitor  claims  ver 
closely  and  at  the  same  time  look  for  innovative  ways  to  reduce  health  care  cost! 
Some  examples  of  cost  savings  through  monitoring  include: 

—  Personnel  staff  monitoring  identified  incorrect  billing  by  Blue  Cross  j] 
the  Town  account  that  resulted  in  a  correction  of  $168,000.

—  Group  Benefits  Strategies'  claims  monitoring  has  identified  $60,537.  ft 
third  party  liability  recovery;  $147,027  for  billing  to  Plymouth  Carv<j 
Regional;  $59,605  exception  recovery;  and  $78,965  stop  loss  recover* 

PREVENTIVE  HEALTH  CARE  PROGRAMS 

The  town  has  continued  its  efforts  in  the  area  of  providing  preventive  heal  I*' 
care  programs  to  employees  through  CURA  and  the  Plymouth  Board  of  Health:  j 

—  At  a  recent  flu  clinic,  over  1 70  employees  were  inoculated  with  flu  vaf  | 

cine. 

—  The  Hepatitis  B  inoculation  program  is  ongoing  for  new  fire  fighters,  p<| 
lice  officers  and  other  personnel  whose  jobs  have  a  high  potential  ft 
exposure  to  infectious  disease.  Over  200  employees  have  been  inoc 
lated  since  the  program  began. 

—  Employees  are  given  an  opportunity  on  an  annual  basis  to  join  the  Pll 
mouth  Athletic  Club  without  an  enrollment  fee.  -Ninety-seven  employee! 
and  their  families  participate  in  this  benefit. 

INJURED-ON-DUTY  (111 F)  CLAIMS  AND  DISABLED 
RETIREE  (100B)  CLAIMS 

Massachusetts  General  Laws  require  the  Town  to  pay  directly  for  all  11l|j 
(police  and  fire  injured-on-duty)  and  100B  (police  and  fire  injured-on-duty  retire 
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claims.  The  Personnel  Department  continues  to  closely  monitor  the  injured-on-duty 
claims  with  the  Police  Chief  and  Fire  Chief.  Partnerships  with  many  medical  provid- 
3(jers  continue  to  expand.  All  medical  claims  for  injured  on  duty  and  retired  disabled 
J°  police  and  firefighters  are  sent  to  AccuMed  for  review  and  discounting  appropriate 
12  to  workers'  compensation  rates.  Last  year,  the  average  reduction  was  51.6%  re- 
tajsulting  in  a  cost  savings  to  the  Town  of  $11,829.  In  addition,  many  health  care 
providers  are  automatically  reducing  their  claims  to  the  worker's  compensation  rate.

WORKERS'  COMPENSATION 

The  town  works  with  the  Massachusetts  Interlocal  Insurance  Agency  (MIIA) 
:o  provide  a  comprehensive  program  to  reduce  on  the  job  injury  and  to  increase 
smployee  safety  awareness.  In  1993,  safety  reviews  have  been  conducted  at  the 
Highway  Barn  offices  and  at  the  Library.  The  town  continues  to  provide  modified 
pjj/vork  programs  to  employees  injured  on  the  job.  Working  with  the  occupational 
I  (Health  nurse  at  MIIA,  4  DPW  workers  were  assigned  modified  work  programs  com- 
mensurate with  the  restrictions  set  forth  by  their  physician  until  they  were  physically 
it  to  perform  the  full  scope  of  their  job  responsibilities.  The  Executive  Safety  Com- 
nittee  reviews  the  lost  time  claims  and  accident  reports  on  a  quarterly  basis  to 
preterm ine  strategies  to  prevent  similar  accidents.  They  are  finalizing  a  safety  hand- 
)ook  for  all  employees  which  is  expected  to  be  ready  in  the  Spring. 


-ABOR  RELATIONS 


In  1 993,  agreements  were  reached  with  six  of  the  eight  unions,  including  Su- 
)erior  Officers,  Clerical,  Dispatchers,  Crossing  Guards,  DPW,  and  Library.  Police 
11  ind  Fire  negotiations  are  involved  in  the  factfinding  process.  The  Personnel  De- 
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partment  assists  through  advice,  research,  and  participation  as  a  member  of  th< 
management  team. 

A  number  of  labor  management  subcommittees  have  been  formed  as  a  resu 
of  collective  bargaining:  Clerical  Bereavement  Leave  Study  Committee,  Sick  Leavi:

The  mission  of  the  consolidated  Department  of  Planning  and  Develop- 
3  nent  is  to  coordinate  all  planning,  community,  and  economic  development 
activities  of  all  Town  government  agencies.  This  Department  is  to  provide  a 
comprehensive  vision  of  the  Town's  long  range  goals,  and  to  administer  lo- 
cal development  controls  in  a  fair  and  equitable  manner  consistent  with  these 
joals.  Specific  programs  are  to  be  designed  and  implemented  to  achieve 
hese  ends. 

This  Department  seeks  to  balance  the  overall  public  good  with  individual 
ights  and  interests.  As  professional  support  staff,  reliable  guidance  and  as- 
sistance is  to  be  provided  to  boards,  agencies,  citizens,  and  other  Town  de- 
partments. 

The  year  1993  was  the  second  full  year  of  operation  for  this  department.  Re- 
;ponsibility  includes  supervision  and  coordination  of  town  agencies  related  to  sub- 
livision  control,  land  acquisition,  conservation,  redevelopment  and  revitalization, 
oning  appeals,  design  review,  historic  preservation,  affordable  housing  and  eco- 
nomic development.  For  the  first  time,  a  consolidated  operating  budget  was  pre- 
ented  and  approved  by  Town  Meeting. 

Working  under  the  direction  of  the  Director  of  Planning  and  Development, 
idividual  boards  and  agencies  are  working  more  closely  together.  A  major  initia- 
ve  was  undertaken  this  year  through  the  Total  Quality  Management  program  to 
etter  organize  the  Town's  land  acquisition  process.  While  significant  redefinition  is 
nticipated  for  1994,  the  extraordinary  630  acre  Forges  Field  purchase  finalized 
jst  before  the  new  year  is  unlikely  to  be  duplicated. 

The  new  organizational  structure  continues  to  change  and  adapt  to  new  chal- 
jnges.  The  following  boards  and  agencies  present  individual  reports  as  to  1993 
ctivities,  however,  many  are  shared  tasks  and  accomplishments. 

Cedarville  Steering  Committee 

The  Cedarville  Steering  Committee  accomplished  its  first  major  goal  in  1993 
y  having  a  portion  of  town-owned  land  placed  into  conservation  land;  Cedarville 
illage  will  now  have  a  permanent  green  space  and  the  town  will  still  have  use  of 
erimeter  for  various  town  needed  projects. 
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The  Committee  has  met  with  the  Fire  Station  Study  Committee  since  a  largejf 
fire  station  is  needed  in  Cedarville.  The  town  owned  land  in  the  village  seems  to  b<|f 
an  ideal  and  economical  location  for  the  new  fire  station.  Both  committees  will  b< If-  - 
working  to  accomplish  this  goal. 

The  committee  met  several  times  with  the  DEM  and  submitted  a  report  on  trvP^ 
future  of  the  Ellisville  State  Park.  The  committee  attended  the  public  meeting  an#/J 
the  dedication  and  made  the  recommendation  that  a  Friends  of  Ellisville  State  Par'jfr 
be  set  up  since  the  State  had  very  little  resources  to  do  any  work  at  the  Park.  j| 

On  June  20,  1993,  the  Cedarville  Steering  Committee  sponsored  a  success*-" 
ful  Cedarville  Beautification  Day.  The  participants  cleaned  and  swept  the  villag<l'r 
center.  The  committee  is  grateful  to  Linda  Teagan  and  son,  Paul  and  Rosemarl^ 
Smith,  Inge  Kelleher,  the  DPW  and  Mike  Swift,  Kay  and  Armand  Gendreau  cm"-- 
Geoffreys,  Jim  Watson  and  the  Star  Market  for  their  assistance.  It  also  thanks  Doujjl^' 
Gray  of  the  Park  Department  for  Cedarville's  new  Christmas  tree. 

On  October  14,  1993  the  committee  welcomed  Ingeborg  Kelleher  and  Vinnw 
de  Macedo  as  new  members.  The  committee  set  the  main  goal  as  safety  in  th«r^ 
village  center.  Some  of  the  projects  to  be  worked  on  include  the  50  miles  an  hou 
speed  limit,  the  need  for  pedestrian  access  in  the  center  and  to  the  playgrounc  ita 
some  street  lighting  in  the  village  center,  the  location  of  parking  lots  for  better  ac  r: 
cessibility,  improved  signage  and  possibly  less  signage.  The  committee  has  me 
with  safety  Officer  Webb  and  will  be  meeting  with  someone  from  the  state  before  < 
final  report  is  ready. 

Individual  members  are  addressing  topics  such  as  the  need  for  public  trans?  ■■" 
portation,  changing  some  of  the  zoning  by-laws  so  that  they  conform  to  the  Mastel 
Plan,  recreation  and  tax  lands.  The  committee  is  still  seeking  any  available  bead  '< : 
access  for  Cedarville.

administer  state  and  federal  grants  which  will  further  the  Town's  planninj 
and  development  objectives.  To  accomplish  this  mission,  OCD  must  seel 
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::  tut  and  coordinate  town  department,  outside  agency  and  public  participa- 
)n  ion  in  the  process  by  which  grand-funded  programs  and  projects  are  identi- 
o^ied,  developed  and  implemented,  including  the  leveraging  of  Town  and  pri- 
ate  dollars  wherever  required  or  appropriate;  achieve  technical  proficiency 
md  creativity  among  staff;  increase  internal  awareness  of  and  respect  for 
ih^liscretionary  grant  dollars  and  their  benefits  to  the  community  at  large;  and 
and  ensure  that  Plymouth's  community  development  programs  are  the  most  com- 
2i  >rehensive  and  best  managed  among  Massachusetts  cities  and  towns. 


The  year  1993  was  a  highly  successful  one  for  the  Office  of  Community  De- 
elopment.  Grants  totaling  over  $1 .2  million  were  awarded  to  the  Town  as  a  result 
f  the  office's  efforts.  The  grants  will  allow  the  office  and  sub-recipients  to  provide  a 
nap,  'ariety  of  services  to  Town  residents  in  the  areas  of  housing  rehabilitation,  first-time 
yo  lome  buyer  assistance,  rental  production,  tenant  based  rental  assistance,  small 
ouc  )usiness  assistance,  commercial  property  improvements,  park  improvements,  re- 
noval  of  architectural  barriers  to  the  disabled  and  public  social  services. 


The  activities  to  be  carried  out  during  1994  with  these  grant  funds  represent 
i  most  respects  a  continuation  of  the  OCD  program  for  1993.  During  the  past  year 
Community  Development  loaned  over  $300,000  to  lower-income  families  who  quali- 
ied  for  assistance  in  improving  their  homes  through  the  elimination  of  code  viola- 
ions. 

In  keeping  with  its  charge  to  coordinate  implementation  of  the  Plymouth  Cen- 
er/Waterfront  Area  Master  Plan,  Community  Development  administered  several 
)rograms  in  conjunction  with  the  Plymouth  Downtown/Harbor  Corporation  (PDHC). 
yommercial  property  improvement  grants,  matched  with  private  investments,  funded 
he  rehabilitation  of  six  downtown/harbor  district  buildings  and  new  signs  for  12 
mall  businesses.  Streetscape  improvements,  which  included  lighting,  benches, 
rash  receptacles,  sidewalk  upgrading  and  landscaping,  were  accomplished  with 
own  and  grant  funds  and  the  invaluable  assistance  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Vorks. 

In  North  Plymouth  OCD  administered  a  pilot  program  of  commercial  facade 
ind  signage  improvements  modeled  after  the  successful  downtown/harbor  district 
)rogram.  Upon  completion  of  this  program  the  office  will  have  accomplished  three 
ign  and  three  facade  projects. 

Community  Development  administered  $98,500.00  in  town  and  grant  funds 
armarked  for  social  services.  Services  were  offered  to  Plymouth  residents  in  the 
ireas  of  violence  prevention  training  and  assistance  to  landlords  and  tenants.  These 
iervices  were  offered  through  the  South  Shore  Women's  Center,  High  Point  Be- 
havioral Health  Programs  and  the  Plymouth  Housing  Authority.  They  were  collec- 
Jnj  ively  a  part  of  an  overall  North  Plymouth  Neighborhood  Stabilization  Program. 
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Town  funds  financed  High  Point  Behavioral  Health  Program  efforts  to  provide  coun 
seling  and  education  relative  to  substance  abuse  to  residents  of  housing  for  thi 
elderly  and  support  to  the  Plymouth  Literacy  Program  in  carrying  out  their  adul 
educational  efforts.  The  YMCA  received  Town  funds  to  provide  youth  services  t<( 
children  of  Algonquin  Heights  residents. 


The  final  task  of  OCD  during  1993  has  been  to  provide  administrative  anc, 
technical  support  to  the  Community  Development  Advisory  Council  (CDAC).  Tht 
council's  members  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Planninc 
Board  and  are  charged  by  those  bodies  to  identify  needs  within  the  community 
which  may  best  be  addressed  with  grant  funds  or  any  combination  of  grant,  Towrt 
and  private  resources.  CDAC  develops  recommendations  for  the  selectmen  to  con 
sider  in  evaluating  requests  for  Town  and  grant  funds.  In  carrying  out  its  mission 
the  council  appreciates  suggestions  from  local  residents,  businesses,  non-prof 
organizations  and  town  officials. 

During  1993  CDAC  met  throughout  the  year  to  meet  its  charge.  The  counci 
reviewed  and  advised  on  requests  from  local  residents  seeking  home  rehabilitatior 
loans,  screened  and  recommended  agencies  to  provide  social  services,  held  c 
series  of  public  meetings  to  gain  public  input  to  the  process  of  identifying  commu 
nity  needs,  and  gave  crucial  support  to  development  of  the  Community  Action  State- 
ment and  successful  Small  Cities  grant  application  submitted  in  the  fall. 


Conservation  Commission

The  mission  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  the  land 
wetlands  and  resources  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  through  acquisition,  man- 
agement, education  and  regulations;  to  act  as  a  liaison  between  the  public! 
and  other  governmental  agencies  in  protecting  our  natural  resources  and  to 
become  an  environmental  (educational)  resource  for  the  public  and  town 
agencies,  both  through  a  library  of  literature  and  through  the  collective  knowl 
edge  of  the  conservation  members. 

The  Conservation  Commission  consists  of  seven  volunteer  members,  who! 
are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Assisted  by  a  Conservation  Administra 
tor,  they  are  charged  with  several  duties  including  the  acquisition  of  land  for  the* 
purpose  of  management  and  promotion  of  unspoiled  natural  resource  areas  and 
the  protection  of  inland  and  coastal  natural  resources.  The  protecting  of  these  natural 
resources  benefits  the  Town  by  providing  flood  control,  protection  from  storm  dam-l 
age,  protection  of  clean  water  supplies,  promotion  of  wildlife  diversity  and  recre- 
ation.  In  an  effort  to  increase  everyone's  knowledge  about  the  environmental  laws 
pollution  and  resource/wetlands  protection,  the  commission  is  available  for  presen- 
tations to  schools,  boards,  clubs  or  groups. 
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Pursuant  to  its  mandate  under  the  Town  of  Plymouth's  Wetlands  By-law  and 
Beneral  Laws,  Chapter  131,  S40,  et  seq.,  the  Conservation  Commission  acted  on 
JO  Notices  of  Intent  (permit  requests)  for  activity  taking  place  within  areas  subject 
o  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Conservation  Commission.  Additionally,  76  Requests  for 
betermination  (of  whether  proposed  activity  was  taking  place  within  a  conservation 
irea)  were  filed. 

If  you  plan  to  do  any  bank  stabilization,  stone  moving,  earthmoving,  construc- 
ion  or  even  tree  or  shrub  cutting  projects  within  100  ft.  of  a  wetland,  please  check 
vith  the  Conservation  office  beforehand.  A  permit  may  be  required.  The  office  an- 
;wering  machine  (508)  830-4060  is  on  24  hours  a  day,  taking  messages  while  the 
;taff  is  out  of  the  office. 

Many  of  the  projects  dealt  with  in  1993  were  the  result  of  storm  damage  suf- 
ered  by  coastal  dwellers  from  the  ocean  storm  of  December  1 2, 1 992.  It  should  be 
loted  that  almost  a  year  to  the  date,  December  13,14,15  and  1 6, 1 993,  significant 
;torm  damage  has  occurred  which  once  again  blocked  Eel  River,  removed  a  house 
'om  its  foundation  on  White  Horse  Beach  and  clogged  Bartlett  Brook.  The  Manomet 
Muffs  suffered  the  continuing  substantial  erosion  that  has  come  to  be  expected 
/ith  these  increasing  ocean  storms. 

Once  again,  Nelson  and  White  Horse  Beaches  were  cleaned  at  the  6th  An- 
ual  Massachusetts  Coastal  Zone  Beach  Sweep  which  had  the  largest  number  of 
articipants  to  date.  Special  thanks  to  Sheila  Petrocelli  who  organized  approxi- 
mately 50  Plymouth  South  High  School  students  to  clean  White  Horse  Beach. 


Scout  Troop  51  deserves  a  special  thank  you  as  does  Scout  Master  Charlie 
)aniels  for  their  work  in  beautifying  the  Island  Pond  conservation  area  during  the 
toy  Scout  weekend.  Additionally,  congratulations  are  extended  to  Kevin  Smith  of 


Hfroop  51  for  his  Eagle  Scout  project  involving  the  removal  of  storm  debris  from 
lelson  Beach. 

Two  new  Commissioners,  William  Doyle  of  Center  Hill  Road  and  Michael 
lason  of  Pond  View  Circle,  were  appointed  to  the  Commission  this  year.  They

residents  and  businesses  through  a  pro-active  approach  and  team  effort. 

The  Office  of  Economic  Development  employs  the  team  approach  to  brini 
opportunity  and  create  wealth  within  our  community.  Collaboration  and  cooperatio|j  l 
with  outside  organizations  such  as  the  Plymouth  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce,  th<| 
North  Plymouth  Business  Association,  the  Plymouth  Industrial  Development  Col 
poration  (PIDC)  and  other  organizations  that  have  an  interest  in  the  community') L 
economic  development  efforts  have  allowed  this  office  to  expand  programs  an<||„ 
initiatives.  Such  collaborations  and  cooperative  programs  bring  together  resource]], 
and  knowledge  which  result  in  improved  service  to  our  community. 
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Operating  within  the  Office  of  Economic  Development  are  two  volunteer  groups, 
he  Plymouth  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  (PDIC)  and  the  Visitor  Ser- 
vices Board  (VSB).  The  Visitor  Services  Board  was  reassigned  to  this  office  during 
n|  he  reorganization  of  the  Department  of  Planning  and  Development  during  1993. 
sg  "he  PDIC  continues  to  operate  under  General  Law  of  Massachusetts  (Chapter  40 
jub-section  8A),  and  acts  as  an  advisory  board  to  the  Office  of  Economic  Develop- 
nent  as  well. 

During  1993,  this  Office  worked  with  local  employers  KAO  Infosystems  and 
M  yiIJA  Industries  in  order  to  strengthen  their  Plymouth  operations  through  expanded 
facilities.  MIJA  unveiled  plans  and  began  construction  of  a  new  45,000  square  foot 
|  manufacturing  facility  to  be  opened  in  early  1 994.  KAO  acquired  the  former  Foxboro 
Company  facility  which  will  increase  their  World  Headquarters  in  Plymouth  to  more 
|han  330,000  square  feet. 

This  office  also  was  involved  with  the  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Ad- 
J ninistration  in  the  siting  of  their  Stellwagen  Bank  Ocean  Sanctuary  Headquarters, 
o  j'he  Plymouth  Marine  building  will  serve  as  the  office  headquarters  beginning  early 
3«994.  The  Town  of  Plymouth  was  selected  by  NOAA  as  the  site  for  the  headquar- 
jpts  after  and  intensely  competitive  process  involving  Plymouth,  Provincetown, 
Scituate,  Gloucester,  Boston  and  Duxbury. 

During  1993  this  office  continued  to  work  with  retailers  such  as  Staples  and 
&M  Sporting  Goods  in  establishing  a  Plymouth  site  or  developing  plans  for  major 
)xpansions. 

Boston  Edison  Company  completed  their  new  Engineering  and  Plant  Support 
)uilding  which  is  located  on  a  site  adjacent  to  the  Pilgrim  One  Power  Plant. 

Jordan  Hospital  continued  with  their  expansion  project  with  an  early  1994 
Completion  date  as  their  goal.  The  expansion  will  result  in  improved  emergency, 
"jjiiagnostic,  cardiology,  oncology  and  rehabilitation  services  to  area  and  regional 
Residents.  This  office  works  with  the  Jordan  Hospital  to  attract  new  physicians  and 
•health  care  professionals  to  the  area. 

The  Office  of  Economic  Development  assisted  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
nd  the  North  Plymouth  Business  Association  to  plan  and  conduct  special  events 
itended  to  bring  visitors  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

During  1 993  this  office  continued  its  Village  Center  Programs  by  working  with 
KG  Associates  in  order  to  develop  a  Strategic  Economic  Development  Plan  for 
e  North  Plymouth  Area.  Said  Plan  will  act  as  a  cornerstone  for  a  town  wide  eco- 
omic  development  strategic  plan  to  be  conducted  by  this  office  in  1994,  and  a 
New  Route  44  Corridor  Economic  Development  Strategy"  to  be  developed  in  co- 
>peration  with  the  Towns  of  Kingston,  Carver,  Plympton  and  Middleborough. 
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At  year's  end  plans  were  announced  by  Casino  Magic  of  Mississippi  for  a  2j 
acre  multi  use  project  at  the  Cordage  Park  site  in  North  Plymouth.  The  developeij 
are  working  with  this  Office  as  well  as  other  Town  departments  to  formulate  specif 
plans  for  a  hotel/conference  facility,  an  education  and  entertainment  center,  and 
floating  gaming  facility.  In  addition  the  developers  are  exploring  ways  to  pay  tribui 
to  the  ethnic  populations  that  contributed  to  the  North  Plymouth  society  during  thj 
Twentieth  Century. 

Once  again  as  in  1992,  the  Office  of  Economic  Development  participated  in 
training  program  of  Plymouth  High  School  students  sponsored  by  the  Plymout 
School  Department.  This  Office  as  privileged  to  have  Shanna  Garrett  as  the  sti 
dent  intern  during  the  summer  months. 

A  pilot  program  jointly  developed  by  Quincy  College  and  this  office  for  a  Tou. 
ism  Studies  Program  was  established  in  1993.  Said  program  is  intended  to  er 
hance  the  competitive  ability  of  businesses  and  individuals  involved  in  the  locjj 
tourism  industry. 

Early  in  1993,  Michael  A.  Gallerani,  Director  of  the  Office  of  Economic  Devej 
opment  received  the  Certified  Economic  Developer  (CED)  designation.  He  become; 
one  of  but  five  professionals  so  designated  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  M^ 
Gallerani  was  also  selected  for  Who's  Who  of  Global  Business  Leaders. 

The  Office  of  Economic  Development  continues  to  work  with  the  Plymoutl 
Industrial  Development  Corporation  (PIDC)  and  private  developers  and  businessej 
in  order  to  expand  the  Town's  commercial  and  industrial  base  and  thusly  increas<| 
the  tax  base,  create  opportunities,  and  to  provide  for  a  stronger  overall  econonrr' 
through  business  attraction,  retention,  and  expansion. 

The  professional  staff  of  the  Office  of  Economic  Development,  the  PDIC,  an<( 
the  Visitor  Services  Board  are  appreciative  of  the  support  received  from  town,  state 
and  federal  officials,  residents  and  the  business  community. 

Plymouth  Historic  District  Commission 
Plymouth  Historical  Commission 

1993  was  a  year  of  accomplishment  for  the  Historical  and  Historic  Distric; 
Commissions.  The  hard  work  of  previous  years  showed  results. 

Town  Meeting  agreed  with  the  importance  of  the  survey  and  planning  pro1 
gram  of  the  Historical  Commission  as  it  voted  to  match  a  grant  from  the  Massachu 1 
setts  Historical  Commission.  The  state  acknowledged  the  quality  of  the  Plymoutl-1 
work  by  awarding  the  maximum  for  the  grant.  1 993  work  surveyed  the  Town  Greer' 
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irea  on  a  property  by  property  basis.  The  1 994  grant  begins  looking  at  properties  in 
vlorth  Plymouth,  Manomet,  Cedarville,  and  a  portion  of  the  area  south  of  Town

In  1993  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  completed  a  series  of  forums  on  the 
eiDpic  of  Regionalism  which  were  presented  in  response  to  an  increased  interest  in 
l|itermunicipal  cooperation  by  local  officials  and  driven  by  the  difficult  financial  con- 
ditions at  the  local  community  level.

There  is  also  responsibility  for 
ibviewing  development  plans  to  assure  that  they  comply  with  the  Town  s  land 
I  se  regulations  and  are  consistent  with  the  long  range  vision  of  the  Town. 
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The  Office  of  Community  Planning  is  a  community  resource  for  inforl 
mation  on  many  issues.  The  office  through  the  master  plan  process  is  re|j 
sponsible  for  creating  a  coordinated  long  range  vision  of  the  community  an< 
functions  as  liaison  between  various  public  and  private  entities  and  to  miti- 
gate conflicts. 

Customers  include  the  Planning  Board,  various  other  local,  state,  rel^ 
gional,  and  federal,  boards,  departments,  and  agencies,  neighborhood  groups' 
developers,  and  ordinary  citizens. 

A  primary  obligation  is  to  advocate  for  needs  of  the  residents  of  Plyt 
mouth.  The  office  also  promotes  innovative  measures  to  manage  growth  antfl 
protect  the  environment.  In  addition,  we  are  obligated  to  remind  the  commu 
nity  of  the  long  range  consequences  of  decisions  made  today. 


The  year  1 993  was  a  turning  point  for  the  local  economy  as  evidenced  by  th< 
level  of  development  activity  experienced  by  the  Planning  Board  and  staff.  Th( 
considerable  time  and  effort  given  to  the  long  range  planning  over  the  past  five 
years  is  beginning  to  demonstrate  its  value.

Subdivision  Control 

In  administering  its  duties  under  the  Massachusetts  Subdivision  Control  Law| 
the  Planning  Board  reviewed  40  Approval  Not  Required  Plans.  For  the  first  time  irj 
several  years  the  Board  was  presented  with  significantly  sized  new  subdivision 
proposals,  including  the  Indian  Brook  Woods  (30  Lots)  off  Kathleen  Drive,  Farnharri 
Estates  (10  Lots)  off  Beaver  Dam  Road,  and  Seaside  Estates  at  Cedar  Bushes  (31  |b 
Lots),  located  off  State  Road  in  Manomet.

MISSION  STATEMENT 

Since  its  establishment  in  1959,  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authorit 
has  worked  with  the  citizens  and  governing  body  of  the  Town  for  the  better! 
ment  of  home  and  community.  This  has  been  done  by  seeking  out  and  bring* 
ing  to  Plymouth  the  best  possible  loan  and  grant  programs  to  accomplish 
this  task.  In  executing  this  goal,  the  Authority  has  always  kept  the  citizens 
the  governing  body,  and  all  other  applicable  town  departments  informed  c 
its  activities. 

In  retrospect,  the  Authority  feels  that  it  has  succeeded  in  this  task.  It 
therefore  the  intent  of  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  to  continue  t< 
be  a  people-oriented  agency,  to  continue  to  seek  out  the  best  possible  pre 
grams  that  will  enable  families  and  individuals  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  t< 
acquire,  and  or  through  housing  rehabilitation  programs,  live  in  decent,  saf 
and  sanitary  housing. 

1 993  was  another  banner  year  for  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  i 
being  able  to  provide  a  series  of  low  interest  loan  programs  to  the  citizens  of  th 
Town  of  Plymouth  to  be  used  for  purchasing  or  rehabilitating  a  home.  Over  the  pas 
twelve  months,  the  Authority  has  processed  loans  in  excess  of  $580,000.00. 

Programs  of  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency  (MHFA)  continu 
to  be  popular  and  most  sought  after  by  the  townspeople.  The  5%  Home  Improve' 
ment  Loan  Program  (HILP)  is  by  far  the  most  popular  MHFA  Program  offered  b| 
the  Authority.  The  bulk  of  inquires  and  applications  were  for  the  HILP  Program 


In  last  year's  Annual  Report,  the  Authority  mentioned  a  new  MHFA  Horn 
Counseling  Program  for  First  Time  Homebuyers,  a  series  of  classes  geared  to  firs 
time  potential  homebuyers.  Next  to  the  HILP  Program,  this  has  become  our  most  r- 
popular  service.  Graduates  of  the  required  8  hours  of  instruction  on  buying  an  fe 
financing  a  first  home  are  granted  a  certificate  which  entitles  them  to  a  low  fixe 
rate  30  year  mortgage. 


In  October,  MHFA  established  a  5.25%  interest  rate  for  graduates  of  the  cour 
seling  program.  The  low  interest  rate  spurred  an  increased  demand  for  the  course  toiti 
and  as  of  December  31 ,  the  Authority  graduated  1 60  families  and  individuals  fror! 
the  program.  We  look  forward  to  continuing  to  offer  this  program  to  the  citizens  c!  hit 

the  town. 

In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  programs,  the  Authority  is  actively  involve 
in  a  number  of  other  MHFA  programs  intended  to  help  Plymouth  citizens  to  acquir  to 

safe,  decent  sanitary  housing. 
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Summer  High  Street  Urban  Renewal  Area:  The  Authority  continues  to  moni- 
:j conditions  in  the  Summer  High  Street  Urban  Renewal  Area  by  making  periodic 
idshield  inspections  of  the  properties  within  the  32-acre  project  area.  The  Au- 
jrity  was  delighted  to  receive  correspondence  from  Leighton  F.  Peck  Jr.,  Director 
jjpe  Department  of  Public  Works,  which  showed  that  Summer  Street  is  scheduled 
Jpaying  and  new  sidewalks  in  the  spring  of  1994. 

1  The  on-street  parking  arrangement  allowed  in  the  newly  laid  out  Sandwich 
Jeet  in  front  of  Friendly's  Restaurant  continues  to  generate  complaints  from  the 
|>lic  as  being  extremely  dangerous.  The  Authority  concurs  with  this  finding,  and 
t  written  to  Safety  Officer  Webb  of  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  for  opinions. 
|ne  has  been  forthcoming. 

Spring  Hill  Apartment  Complex:  This  complex  has  been  a  major  concern  to 
Authority,  which  has  prompted  a  series  of  meetings  between  the  PRA  and  the 
lers  of  the  complex,  the  purpose  being  to  obtain  a  schedule  of  dates  when  the 
dings  will  be  rehabilitated.  The  Summer  High  Street  Renewal  Plan  mandates 
:  any  refusal  by  an  owner  to  keep  property  in  good  repair  could  lead  to  a  taking 
eminent  domain  by  the  Redevelopment  AuthorityATown  of  Plymouth.  The  plan 
her  directs  the  Authority  to  dispose  of  the  property  to  ready  and  willing  buyers 
)  agree  to  rehabilitate  the  property  to  Massachusetts  Sanitary  and  Building  Code 
ndards.

The  Authority  is  continuously  pursuing  Spring  Hill  for  proposals  on  some  form 
iwner-occupied  ownership  of  at  least  part  of  the  complex,  one  idea  being  to 
ate  a  cooperative  form  of  ownership  where  all  the  residents  own  a  share  of  their 
ding.  Research  reveals  that  this  form  of  ownership  usually  results  in  good  build- 
Imaintenance  and  a  pride  in  ownership. 

Other  properties  in  the  area  are  beginning  to  show  signs  of  disrepair.  It  is  the 
lority's  intent  to  meet  with  the  property  owners  and  advise  them  of  controls  in 
ct  which  make  it  mandatory  that  each  property  be  kept  in  good  repair.  The 
lority  is  prepared  to  offer  low-interest  loans  to  those  persons  who  are  qualified 
illation  to  income. 

Town  Brook/Jenney  Pond  Park:  In  December,  1992,  the  PRA  executed  a 
tract  with  a  consultant  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  a  report  on  the  various  mills 
mill  sites,  the  products  produced,  and  the  types  of  machinery  that  might  have 
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been  used  to  produce  a  product.  The  report  was  completed  in  October,  and 
now  being  reviewed  to  see  if  the  recreation  of  some  of  the  mills  which  once  spani 
the  brook  is  a  feasible  idea. 

Visitor  Services  Board 

The  Plymouth  Visitor  Services  Board  is  responsible  for  the  town's  Tourj 
Promotion  budget  and  for  coordinating  promotional  strategies.  This  seven  mem 
committee  was  established  as  a  recommendation  of  the  Plymouth  Center/Wa| 
front  Area  Master  Plan  and  is  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  the  fa^ 
1993,  the  Board  began  receiving  staff  assistance  from  the  Office  of  Economic  i 
velopment.  We  look  forward  to  a  productive  relationship. 

During  this  year,  the  Visitor  Services  Board  continued  to  encourage  crea> 
and  expanding  programs  and  projects  which  benefit  the  town's  visitor  industry,  "j 
marketing  of  the  town  as  a  tourist  destination  is  funded  in  part  through  the  Touri 
Promotions  budget.  Nineteen  ninety  three  marked  the  second  year  of  the  thj 
year  contract  for  promotional  services,  with  Destination  Plymouth.  A  public/priy 
initiative  has  resulted  in  an  expanding  program  that  reaches  potential  visitors  wii 
the  expanded  northeast  region,  Canada,  and  the  southeastern  United  States.  /; 
managed  by  the  Destination  Plymouth  was  the  Visitor  Information  Center  on  W< 
Street  which  enjoyed  its  first  full  year  of  operation. 

The  Mini  Grant  Program  proved  to  be  a  foundation  for  creative  special  eve' 
and  as  a  support  for  established  programs  that  serve  to  attract  visitors.  The  T 
Grant  funds  were  utilized  in  programs  such  as  Pilgrim's  Progress,  July  4  Plymof 
The  Summer  Blast  Off  (waterfront  festival),  and  the  Festival  of  Northern  Lid 
Holiday  parade. 

An  important  community  accomplishment  was  the  implementation  of  a  ri 
directional  signage  system  in  Plymouth,  with  the  initial  Plymouth  Center  porj 
being  coordinated  through  the  Downtown/Harbor  Corporation  and  the  Office 
Community  Development.  Complementary  signage  improvements  in  other  ari 
remain  as  a  goal. 

Finally,  1993  brought  the  Governor's  signature  on  the  "Plymouth  Promote 
Fund."  This  house  rule  legislation  earmarks  a  percentage  of  each  year's  roomij 
cupancy  tax  receipts  for  tourism.  A  strategy  is  being  developed  to  make  optii 
use  of  these  funds  beginning  in  FY95. 

The  Visitor  Services  Board  thanks  the  Office  of  Community  Development 
its  past  support  as  well  as  the  Office  of  Economic  Development  for  its  ongci 
assistance,  the  support  and  involvement  of  town  and  state  officials,  residents »il 
businesses,  is  also  much  appreciated. 
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Zoning  Board  of  Appeals 


The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  (ZBA)  is  a  voluntary  board  that  meets  bi-monthly 
rihe  Town  Hall.  The  Board  considers  petitions  from  applicants  filed  under  the 
!  mouth  Zoning  By-laws  and  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  40A  of  the 
| ping  Act.  The  Board  then  renders  a  decision  based  on  the  information  presented 
ill  the  facts  discussed.  A  decision  may  be  appealed  to  Superior  Court  after  it  has 
lin  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk,  at  which  time  the  decision  may  not  be  exercised 
lil  a  final  decision  has  been  made  from  the  court  level  and  all  appeals  have  been 
lausted. 

In  1993,  the  ZBA  had  another  productive  year,  holding  27  meetings  and  col- 
ing  a  total  of  $3,000.00  in  filing  fees. 

The  following  are  some  examples  of  decisions  made  in  1993: 

*  Little  Hios  Hills  was  denied  a  request  for  a  Comprehensive  Permit  to 
construct  76  single  family  houses  including  affordable  housing,  located 
on  Little  Hios  Hills  Road  in  Ellisville.  This  decision  wasappealed  to  the 
Housing  Appeals  Committee  and  has  been  dismissed. 

*  Davis  Funeral  Home  was  granted  a  Special  Permit  to  construct  a  fu- 
neral home  on  State  Road  in  Manomet. 

Continuum  Care  Corp.  was  granted  a  Special  Permit  to  construct  a  1 42 
bed  nursing  home  on  Obery  Street . 

Industrial  Communications  &  Electronics  was  denied  a  Special  Permit 
to  construct  a  communication  tower  located  on  Craig  Street  in  Manomet. 

Indian  Brook  Woods  was  denied  a  request  for  a  Comprehensive  Permit 
to  construct  80  single  family  houses  including  affordable  housing,  lo- 
cated off  Kathleen  Drive  in  Manomet.  This  decision  was  appealed  to  the 
Housing  Appeals  Committee  and  is  still  in  litigation. 

Stephen  Almeida  was  granted  a  Special  Permit  to  operate  a  metal  shred- 
ding machine  located  off  Nicks  Rock  Road.  This  decision  has  been  ap- 
pealed and  litigation  is  pending. 

John  Scagliarini  was  granted  a  request  for  a  wind  generator  tower  lo- 
cated on  Long  Beach  (Plymouth  Beach). 

Blue  Spruce  Motel  was  granted  a  Special  Permit  to  construct  four  2 
story  units  to  the  existing  motel  located  on  State  Road  in  Manomet. 

Appreciation  goes  out  to  the  boards,  commissions,  and  various  departments 
have  continually  provided  their  assistance.

Fire  Department 

MISSION  STATEMENT 

The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Fire  Department  is  to  protect  the  gene 
publics'  life  and  property  in  the  safest  and  most  efficient  manner;  to  eduq  ^ 
the  public  and  earn  respect  through  our  professional  actions  and  deeds 
foster  an  open,  honest  and  willing  line  of  communication  with  and  throi; 
management  to  help  solve  and/or  eliminate  problems  making  for  a  more  h 
monious  and  efficient  work  place,  thus  benefitting  not  only  the  employe 
but  also  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  past  year  has  been  extremely  active  for  the  department  with  emergei 
responses  reaching  an  all  time  high  with  3131  incidents  and  5136  apparatus 
sponses. 

We  continue  to  improve  the  operations  of  the  department  and  provide  qu& 
services  to  the  public.  Within  the  past  year  our  computerized  incident  reporl 
system  has  been  expanded  and  now  the  Manomet,  North  Plymouth  and  Seven 
Stations  are  linked  to  our  Headquarters  Station.  This  greatly  reduces  the  man  ho! 
required  for  entry  of  fire  incident  reports.  Also,  Captain  Arthur  Lamb  has  designel 
"state  of  the  art"  computerized  dispatch  program  which  provides  fire  alarm  ope 
tors  with  instant  information  at  the  time  of  emergency  response. 

I 

Another  ongoing  project  is  the  development  of  a  data  base  that  will  eventuj 
be  needed  to  implement  the  enhanced  91 1  system.  This  project  involves  the  de 
opment  of  a  correct  street  list,  without  duplications,  and  the  posting  of  the  corrj 
street  number  on  each  business  and  dwelling.  Captain  Richard  Mazalewski 
spearheaded  this  project  for  the  department  and  we  thank  the  Engineering  Divisjj 
for  providing  their  assistance. 

A  very  important  program  that  continues  to  develop  is  the  Fire  Incident  Ccj| 
mand  System.  This  system,  which  has  been  developed  by  the  Plymouth  Cou 
Fire  Chiefs,  is  designed  to  provide  a  uniform  system  of  fire  ground  control  I 
improve  on  fire  fighter  safety.  Training  and  implementation  will  continue  with  Juh 
1994  as  the  date  of  total  implementation. 

FIRE  INVESTIGATION  UNIT 

The  Fire  Department  is  required  to  investigate  all  fires  that  destroy  or  damt'i 
property  in  order  to  determine  the  origin  and  cause  of  each  fire.  The  departmer 
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'ery  pleased  with  its  ongoing  investigations  and  has  been  successful  only  through 
jhe  devotion  of  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department  and  the  cooperation  of  the 
Plymouth  Police  Department. 

Deputy  Chief  Joseph  Folger,  Captain  Martin  Enos,  and  Captain  John  Hedge 
iittended  several  seminars  during  the  year  including  a  five  day  intensive  arson  in- 
vestigation program  at  St.  Anselm  College  in  New  Hampshire.

Due  to  the  constantly  changing  demands  of  fire  fighting  today,  training  in  the 
;I-'ire  Department  is  an  ongoing  process.  In  addition  to  the  annual  required  C.P.R. 
Jind  1st  responder  re-certification,  the  department  has  conducted  training  in  sev- 
eral new  areas  including;  infection  control,  critical  incident  stress,  and  a  two  year 
program  on  dealing  with  hazardous  materials  incidents. 

Personnel  have  attended  several  Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy  courses 
losted  by  the  department  as  well  as  attending  classes  at  the  academy  on  their  own 
!ime.  Company  drills  are  held  weekly  within  the  stations  and  department  training 
lours  totaled  approximately  3,000  hours  last  year.  This  training  benefits  the  fire 
(ighters  and  provides  for  continued  excellence  in  the  performance  of  firefighting 
iind  rescue  which  ultimately  benefits  our  residents  and  citizens 

FIRE  PREVENTION  OFFICE 

"he  Fire  Prevention  Office  has  two  assigned  Officers,  and  it  is  the  responsibility 
ii  these  officers  to  review  the  plans  for  all  new  construction  within  the  Town 
naking  sure  that  any  and  all  Fire  Safety  requirements  are  met.  These  include, 
put  are  not  limited  to,  Automatic  Fire  Sprinklers,  Fire  Alarm  Systems,  adequate 
iiccess  for  fire  fighting,  adequate  water  supply,  etc..  Inspections  are  made  during 
(he  construction  of  buildings  to  assure  that  the  work  complies  with  fire  prevention 
Standards  and  codes. 

;n  addition  to  new  construction,  it  is  also  their  responsibility  to  conduct  periodic 
inspections,  as  required  by  law,  of  the  Hospital,  Schools,  Nursing  Homes, 
parages,  etc.  They  also  provide  the  certification  of  compliance  for  smoke  detec- 
ors  for  the  sale  of  any  residential  units  and  conduct  inspections  of  oil  fired 
turners,  all  tank  installations  and  removals,  self  service  gas  stations,  and  for  any 
|:ire  Code  violations. 

i  "his  office  is  responsible  for  Fire  Prevention  Eduction  and  this  year  the  National 
^ire  Protection  Associations  "Learn  Not  to  Burn"  program  was  introduced  in  the 
j;chools.  A  copy  of  the  level  1  curriculum  was  purchased  for  all  of  the  elementary 
schools.  All  students  in  grades  K-2  will  have  received  a  Fire  Safety  presentation 
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by  the  end  of  the  school  year.  Also,  grades  6  &  7  will  have  received  a  Fire  Safety 
presentation  to  build  upon  a  program  that  was  started  last  year  with  grade  5.  In 
service  training  programs  have  been  conducted  for  the  staff  of  several  of  the 
Nursing  Homes. 

APPARATUS  REPAIR  DIVISION 


The  Fire  Department,  Repair  Shop  Division  consists  of  two  people.  One  Chie 
Master  Mechanic  in  charge  of  the  everyday  operation  and  scheduling  of  the  wort 
load,  and  one  Fire  Apparatus  Mechanic  who  assists  in  the  day,  to  day  operation  o 
this  division.  This  division  is  charged  with  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  all  Fire- 
Department  vehicles,  and  all  other  related  appliances  and  appurtenances  as  deemec 
necessary  by  the  Fire  Chief.  The  following  is  a  list  of  all  such  pieces  of  equipment' 

! 

Nine  pumping  Engines  ranging  in  age  from  six  to  thirty-four  years  old.  Twd 
Ladder  trucks  ranging  in  age  from  seven  to  twenty-three  years  old.  One  Rescuej 
truck,  12  years  old,  two  Tanker  trucks  ranging  in  age  from  five  to  forty-one  years 
old.  Ten  Brush  Breaker  trucks  ranging  in  age  from  one  to  twenty-seven  years  old 
and  one  three  year  old  Fire  alarm  truck.  Also,  seven  staff  support  vehicles  a  combi-j 
nation  of  cars  and  light  trucks,  ranging  in  age  from  one  year  old,  to  twenty-sever 
years  old. 

In  addition  this  division  maintains  seven  standby  generator  units,  ranging  in: 
size  from  6KWs  to  85  KWs.  Twelve  portable  generator  units,  ranging  in  size  from! 
1 KW  to  3.5KWs.  Twelve  chain  saws,  and  two  "Jaws  of  Life"  rescue  tool  units.  Also* 
included  are  numerous  portable  pump  units,  and  six  rescue  boat/trailer  combina- 
tions. 

FIRE  ALARM  DIVISION 

The  growth  in  use  of  the  municipal  fire  alarm  system  for  automatic  notification 
to  the  fire  department  of  alarm  conditions  in  industrial  and  commercial  properties! 
continues.  These  systems  are  installed  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayer  and  utilize  exist-j 
ing  fire  alarm  circuits  throughout  the  Town.  Many  alarms  are  received  by  the  auto 
matic  activation  of  detection  devices  that  are  connected  to  the  municipal  fire  alarm; 
system.  Most  of  the  alarms  are  trivial  in  nature  because  of  this  early  detection  and! 
reporting.  However,  the  potential  for  considerable  reduction  in  fire  loss  is  great,  and' 
this  system  reduces  the  operating  expense  for  the  department.  The  chance  of  loss^ 
of  tax  base  and  employment  within  the  community  is  also  reduced. 

Valuable  assistance  has,  as  usual,  been  rendered  this  division  by  other  mem- 
bers of  the  fire  department.  Many  projects  would  still  remain  incomplete  without 

this  aid.

While  no  major  forest  fires  have  occurred  since  the  Ship  Pond  Road  Fire,  fii 
conditions  within  the  Town  continue  to  raise  concerns  of  a  major  fire  occurring  an 
becoming  a  major  disaster. 

One  of  the  biggest  concerns  is  the  14,000  acre  Myles  Standish  State  Fore: 
located  within  the  Towns  of  Plymouth  and  Carver.  The  network  of  fire  roads  cris! 
crossing  the  forest  are  in  very  poor  condition  and  not  passable  by  fire  apparatu 
This  past  year  we  have  worked  with  the  Department  of  Environmental  Manage; 
ment  and  State  Representative  Peter  Forman  to  develop  a  plan  for  the  restoratic 
and  maintenance  of  this  important  road  network  which  was  designed  to  allow  fc 
the  rapid  response  of  fire  apparatus. 

We  believe  it  is  very  important  for  all  of  the  newer  residents  of  the  Town,  livin 
adjacent  to  our  many  wooded  and  natural  areas,  to  understand  that  the  possibili 
of  major  woods  fires  exist  in  these  areas.

Police  Department 

MISSION  STATEMENT 

The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  is  to  provide  for  the 
safety  of  the  public,  the  protection  of  life  and  property,  to  serve  with  integrity, 
to  provide  a  well  trained  professional  department  to  the  public,  to  treat  all 
members  of  the  public  and  all  employees  with  respect  and  to  strive  to  ensure 
that  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  is  the  finest  law  enforcement  agency  in 
the  Commonwealth. 

The  Plymouth  Police  Department  internally  reorganized  in  1993  in  an  effort  to 
provide  better  public  service. 
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Sergeant  Paul  Connell  was  assigned  as  the  Manager  of  the  Computer  Sys- 
tem and  Records  Division.  Sergeant  Connell  oversees  the  operation  of  the  in-house 
Local  Area  Network  System,  coordinated  installation  of  a  hardware  update  and  is  in 
;  the  process  of  installing  a  Computer  Photo  Imaging  System. 

Sergeant  Peter  Paulding  was  assigned  to  the  position  of  Police  Prosecutor 
and  Officer  John  Abbott  was  assigned  as  Assistant  Prosecutor.  The  Police  Pros- 
ecutors are  responsible  for  the  processing  of  all  arrests  and  criminal  complaints 
through  the  court  system.  The  Police  Department  has  over  1600  criminal  cases 
pending  in  the  court  system.  The  upcoming  year  will  prove  challenging  as  the  new 
court  reform  legislation  has  been  instituted. 

Sergeant  Thornton  Morse  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Training  Coordina- 
tor. Sergeant  Morse  coordinates  all  in-service  training  and  has  developed  and  initi- 
ated a  comprehensive  in-service  roll  call  video  training  program.  Sergeant  Morse 
also  provides  officers  with  timely  news  releases  and  legal  updates. 

Sergeant  Donald  Ward  continues  as  supervisor^  the  Detective  Division  and 
oversees  the  activities  of  the  department's  six  detectives.  Sergeant  Ward  has  reor- 

*  ganized  the  department's  Evidence  and  Property  storage  and  maintains  a  comput- 
erized inventory  of  all  materials.  Sergeant  Ward's  Division  has  seen  a  significant 
increase  in  overall  investigations  involving  crimes  against  persons  and  property. 

d.  The  Detectives  have  also  experienced  a  dramatic  increase  in  drug  investigations 
and  the  investigations  of  drug  related  crimes.

The  Phase  II  report  has  recently  been  completed  with  the  Phase  III  study  sche<;| 
uled  to  be  completed  within  one  year  which  will  provide  recommendations  on  hoj 
to  manage  the  town's  wastewater  for  the  next  twenty  (20)  years.

The  second  and  third  construction  contracts  will  be  awarded  in  the  upcoming  yeai 
with  completion  scheduled  for  1998. 


This  Department  is  pleased  to  announce  the  most  recent  testing  of  groun: 
water  and  surface  water  around  the  Manomet  Landfill  have  indicated  no  significar! 
threats  to  the  environment.  Based  on  these  results  and  the  Town's  continued  el 
forts  to  manage  the  landfill  effectively,  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protectio 
will  permit  the  Manomet  Landfill  to  remain  operations  for  an  additional  two  (2)  yean 
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The  completion  of  the  transfer  station  at  the  Manomet  Landfill  has  provided 
the  residents  of  Plymouth  with  a  modern  facility  and  the  means  to  transfer  waste  to 
the  incinerator  in  Rochester.  The  Department  is  committed  to  source  reduction  and 
recycling  in  the  handling  of  the  Town's  solid  waste.  At  this  time  we  would  like  to 
thank  the  volunteers,  both  young  and  old,  who  have  worked  numerous  hours  at  the 
recycling  facilities.

The  division  would  like  to  be  recognized  as  an  efficient  and  resourceful 
division  who  believes  in  being  helpful  and  friendly  to  its  customers. 

The  staff  has  an  obligation  to  all  customers  (families  and  friends  of  the 
deceased,  town  employees  and  the  public)  to  work  together  to  keep  the  cem- 
eteries as  neat  and  clean  as  possible. 

There  are  33  known  cemeteries  in  the  town  of  Plymouth.  The  D.P.W.  Cem- 
etery division  maintains  and  services  sixteen  (16)  town  owned  cemeteries  and  ten 
(10)  other  cemeteries  with  veterans  buried  in  them. 

This  division  repaired  over  35  damaged  grave  stones/monuments  this  year,21 
of  which  were  from  the  vandalism  done  to  Vine  Hills  /Oak  Grove  cemetery  where 
44  monuments  were  damaged. 

A  total  of  90  graves  were  sold  in  six  cemeteries.

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Engineering  Department 


The  Plymouth  Engineering  Division  is  a  multi-faceted  unit  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works.  In  addition  to  land  surveying  and  engineering,  this  division  pro- 
vides services  that  include  proposal  reviews  and  recommendations;  designs,  speci- 
fications and  estimates;  and  collection,  indexing  and  maintenance  of  the  various 
plans  and  listings  of  the  municipal  infrastructure. 

MISSION  STATEMENT 

The  mission  of  the  Engineering  Division  is  to  provide  quality  engineer- 
ing services  and  technical  support  for  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  its  residents, 
agents  and  providers;  to  establish  an  atmosphere  of  courtesy,  efficiency  and 
dedication,  while  maintaining  a  professional  work  environment  which  will 
foster,  encourage  and  nurture  personal  excellence,  leadership  and  growth. 

It  is  the  division's  desire  to  achieve  this  goal  by  providing  a  full  spec- 
trum of  services  to  the  general  public  and  the  numerous  town  agencies  with 
which  they  interact,  and  to  ultimately  maintain  a  readily  retrievable  inventory 
of  all  the  municipal  resources  available  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  A  specific 
knowledge  of  the  community,  its  geography  and  its  resources,  coupled  with 
a  firm  grasp  of  drafting,  surveying  and  engineering  techniques  will  provide 
the  basic  tools  needed  to  delineate  the  pertinent  data.  The  ability  to  efficiently 
and  proficiently  gather,  process  and  disseminate  the  data  can  be  accomplished 
by  the  use  of  state-of-the-art  equipment  and  proper  training. 

Engineering  staff  and  housing  remained  constant  during  1993.  The  reduced 
call  for  plan  review  services  was  indicative  of  the  continued  slumping  economy. 
This  hiatus  provided  the  opportunity  to  complete  design  work  on  a  number  of  projects 
that  had  been  on  hold  for  sometime.

As  a  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  mission  of  the 
ighway  Division  is  to  provide  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  Town 
ccepted  roadways  and  sidewalks  as  well  as  limited  maintenance  of  private 
jadways.  In  the  interest  of  maintaining  the  highest  level  of  safety  to  the 
ublic,  the  Highway  Division  is  also  responsible  for  the  Town's  rapid  response 
>  adverse  weather  conditions,  especially  in  the  winter. 

General  construction  and  maintenance  responsibilities  of  the  Highway 
ivision  include  asphalt  application  on  accepted  roadways  and  sidewalks, 
rushing,  roadside  mowing,  line  painting,  basin  cleaning,  street  and  side- 
alks  sweeping,  municipal  rubbish  pickup,  litter  pickup,  drainage,  retention 
rea  cleaning,  grading  and  calcium  application  of  dirt  roads  and  all  signage 
n  streets  and  parking  lots. 

It  is  because  of  the  vast  assortment  of  services  that  the  Highway  Divi- 
ion  provides  that  it  is  able  to  assist  all  other  divisions  in  the  Department  of 
ublic  Works.  Therefore,  to  insure  the  continual  improvement  of  the  quality 
srvice  and  efficiency  of  the  Division,  educational  materials  and  classes  in 
umerous  areas  are  available  to  all  employees.

Parking  areas,  meter  spaces,  stop  lines,  school  zones, 
directional  arrows,  handicapped  areas  and  crosswalks  were 
painted  by  personnel  in  the  Highway  Division. 

Many  signs  were  made  and  installed  during  1993.  A  great  expense  to  the 
an  wn  is  replacing  signs  which  are  vandalized,  stolen  or  destroyed  by  accidents, 
iu  eluded  in  this  department  is  the  constant  maintenance  of  the  Traffic,  Warning  and 
)hool  lights. 

ISCELLANEOUS 

The  work  in  the  Manomet,  Long  Pond  and  Cedarville  areas  have  been  carried 
I  satisfactorily. 

Other  work  done  by  the  Highway  Division  included  patching  of  roads,  side- 
ilks  and  roadside  mowing,  grading  and  graveling  of  dirt  roads,  installing  and  re- 
Dval  of  snow  fence;  application  of  calcium  chloride  on  dirt  roads;  replacing  park-

ing  meters;  plowing  and  sanding;  rubbish  pick-  up;  removal  of  tree  stumps;  pat  j- 
ing  and  pumping  of  poor  drainage  areas.  The  basin  cleaner  cleaned  out  ca|? 
basins  from  March  to  December. 

We  also  had  a  major  coastal  storm  on  December  16th.  A  great  deal  of  daM  *• 
age  occurred  at  the  White  Horse  Beach  area,  Taylor  Avenue  and  Plymouth  BeaiJ 
Highway  personnel  and  worked  to  remove  sand  and  debris  from  Taylor  Avenue  ajij  • 
to  re-open  Bartlett  Brook  which  was  completely  blocked.  Park  personnel  along  wjJ 
Highway  personnel  and  equipment  have  been  working  to  restore  the  damage  dcjj]  ; 
to  Plymouth  Beach  and  continue  to  do  so. 

Requests  from  the  Public,  Selectmen's  Office  and  Office  of  the  Department^  : 
Public  Works  were  taken  care  of  by  this  office. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  division  heads  as  well  as  the  employees  of  the  Highwjr  - 
Division  for  the  cooperation  given  during  this  year.

The  mission  of  the  Maintenance  Division  is  more  of  a  support  role  v\|  L 
very  little  contact  with  the  general  public.  The  Division  plays  an  import* 
segment  in  the  D.  P.  W.  because  the  vehicles  that  are  maintained  by  us  m 
very  essential  to  the  other  departments  insofar  as  accomplishing  their  well 
The  same  is  true  with  the  building  maintenance  segment  of  this  division.  Ci  . 
endeavors  reflect  in  the  departments  within  these  buildings. 

The  fleet  of  vehicles  maintained  by  the  Division  total  approximately  one  h|  ■ 
dred  and  fifty  units.  This  consist  of  sedans,  trucks,  trailers, and  an  assortment!' ... 
equipment.  Not  noted  as  vehicles,  there  are  many  smaller  items  maintained  si|  ^ 
as  pumps,  sanders,  compactors,  etc.  The  Police  Department  vehicles  are  a|j ' ' 
maintained  by  this  division.  With  four  mechanics  and  a  maintenance  man  to  pi'  - 
form  the  task  of  repairs,  we  are  kept  very  busy.  Also  with  the  economy  being  ;i 
down  sided,  the  Town  has  not  been  able  to  keep  up  with  vehicle  replacement  in  tj 
annual  Capital  Outlay  Program.  This  has  proven  to  be  both  costly  and  time  cc| 
suming  with  vehicles  needing  more  repair. 

There  are  approximately  twenty-five  buildings  which  are  maintained  by  tl  ^ 
division.  They  consist  of  large  and  small  buildings  such  as  the  Town  Office  Buildii  ... 
being  one  of  the  largest  and  the  Pumping  Stations  being  the  smallest.  There  a 
three  Building  Craftsmen  which  perform  all  types  of  repairs  on  and  within  the  .' 
buildings  and  are  kept  busy.  The  division  tries  to  do  as  much  work  in  house  j  ^ 
possible,  thus  keeping  cost  down.  The  Division  is  be  proud  of  the  work  perform) 
by  these  individuals,  as  they  certainly  are  an  asset  to  this  division. 
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Parks  and  Forestry  Division 

MISSION  STATEMENT 
The  purpose  of  the  Park  Division  is  three-fold. 
1.     To  provide  and  maintain  safe  recreational  facilities,  and, 
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2.  to  provide  and  maintain  aesthetic  and  environmentally  functional 
areas  which  enhance  our  citizen's  current  and  future  needs,  and, 

3.  to  plan  and  promote  further  recreational  facilities,  both  passive  and 
active,  which  reflect  our  citizen's  current  and  future  needs. 

The  purpose  of  the  Forestry  Division  is  to  plant  and/or  maintain  public 
hade  trees  along  the  town's  public  ways  and  on  public  land.  These  trees 
erve  our  citizens  in  many  ways  including: 

1.  providing  summer  shade  which  helps  cool  our  living  and  working 
environment,  and, 

2.  helping  to  reduce  air  pollution  and, 

3.  adding  to  the  aesthetic  quality  of  our  town,  now  and  for  the 
future. 

These  goals  are  best  achieved  through  a  spirit  of  professionalism 
hroughout  all  levels  of  our  divisions.  This  approach  to  our  tasks  relies  on 
ommunication,  idea  exchange  and  mutual  respect  from  all  within  the  divi- 
ions.  Once  this  process  is  in  place,  the  expertise  and  knowledge  of  the  Park 
nd  Forestry  Divisions  can  be  used  to  serve  other  municipal  departments  as 
/ell  as  providing  for  our  citizens'  needs  in  these  two  areas  of  responsibility. 

n 

This  past  year  our  men  worked  on  many  diversified  projects.  There  never 
n9  eems  to  be  enough  time  in  a  year  to  complete  all  our  goals  while  still  having  to 
ddress  projects  that  aren't  scheduled.  Such  was  the  situation  again  this  year. 

Long  Beach  was  pounded  by  a  powerful  northeast  storm  during  December 
992.  All  of  the  work  that  had  been  done  by  our  men  during  the  winter  of  1 992  after 
le  no-name  storm  of  1991  was  destroyed  again.  So  in  January,  the  Park  and 
M  drestry  Divisions  began  again  working  almost  every  day  on  both  Long  Beach  and 
aylor  Avenue  Beach  in  Manomet.  Equipment  and  personnel  from  the  Highway 
W)ivision  assisted  also.  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA)  funds 
(/ere  available  for  the  second  consecutive  year  because  of  the  severity  of  this  storm. 
4  t  his  funding  allowed  us  to  dredge  Eel  River  along  the  beach  parking  lot  and  install 
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approximately  11 ,000  feet  of  sand  fencing  on  Long  Beach  as  well  as  almost  4,0< 
feet  of  both  chain  link  and  sand  fencing  at  the  face  of  the  dunes  on  Taylor  Aven< 
beach.  Our  crews  also  removed  many  truck  loads  of  storm  debris  from  both  are. 
during  this  time. 

Work  on  Long  Beach  was  almost  complete  by  early  March  when  the  area  w< 
hit  by  another  coastal  storm.  This  storm  destroyed  over  fifty  percent  of  the  11 ,0( 
feet  of  the  recently  installed  sand  fencing.  Taylor  Avenue  beach  lost  approximate  : 
twenty  percent  of  the  2,600  feet  of  sand  fencing  during  this  storm.  Work  bege 
immediately  to  replace  the  damaged  areas  at  both  locations.  It  is  an  understat 
ment  to  say  that  it  is  frustrating  for  our  men,  as  well  as  everyone  else,  to  see  j 
much  work  and  effort  being  destroyed  so  often  and  so  quickly. 


During  the  later  spring  months,  the  large  washthrough  area  approximately 
3  of  the  way  out  to  the  point  was  repaired  again  as  was  necessary  the  previoufl^ 
year.  This  time  however,  a  more  substantial  amount  of  material  (10-11,000  cub 
yards)  was  brought  by  truck  out  to  this  area.  A  sacrificial  berm  was  mounded  on  th 
seaward  side  of  this  filled  area  with  hopes  that  it  would  increase  the  strength  of  thflr^' 
area.  Another  smaller  area  was  also  repaired  at  that  time  also.  Beach  grass  plan 
ing  was  then  done  in  these  areas  as  well  as  further  out  on  Long  Beach.  This  woif 
was  funded  through  an  appropriation  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  last  spring. 

i 

Also  funded  by  town  meeting  members  was  a  coastal  geologist's  study  c 
Long  Beach  that  our  division  recommended.  This  study  will  provide  informatio  bku 
concerning  off  shore  sand  supplies,  currents  and  wave  effects  that  will  aid  in  de- 
signing a  long  term  management  program  for  Plymouth's  critical  but  fragile  barric 
beach. 

In  light  of  all  the  aforementioned  work  done  at  Long  Beach  and  Taylor  Avenu 
Beach,  it  is  most  unfortunate  to  also  have  to  note  that  a  severe  northeaster  lastintfr: 
five  days  this  December  has  again  caused  much  erosion  and  sand  movement  whil<§:; 
destroying  most  of  our  rebuilding  efforts  at  both  beaches.  It  appears  that  our  mei 
will  be  spending  another  winter  at  the  beach. 

Other  projects  of  note  were  worked  on  as  well  during  this  past  year.  The  Middle 
Street  parking  lot  renovations  were  begun  during  the  fall  and  will  be  completec 
during  the  spring  of  1994.  The  renovations  include  the  installation  of  a  retaining  .  • 
wall,  new  stairways,  fencing,  plantings  and  curbing.  Monies  for  most  of  this  worf  :: 
was  the  result  of  grant  monies  attained  by  the  Downtown/Harbor  Corp.  in  conjunc 
tion  with  the  town.  Various  portions  of  the  total  project  are  being  done  by  the  D.P.W 
This  project  will  serve  to  enhance  the  work  already  completed  in  the  downtownf;:; 
area. 

The  town's  new  Information  Center  on  the  waterfront  was  landscaped  this  fa 
by  our  personnel  after  having  received  funding  for  the  project.  A  stonewall,  sod  ana  ;. 
a  variety  of  shrubbery  have  now  completed  this  very  important  site. 
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At  Veteran's  Field  in  North  Plymouth,  an  unused  court  area  was  recently  con- 
^erted  into  a  street  hockey  court  with  new  fencing  designed  for  this  activity.  This 
ea  /ork  is  part  of  a  revitalization  project  that  is  seeking  funding  through  a  Small  Cities 

rant  in  conjunction  with  the  North  Plymouth  Task  Force.  The  project  is  designed  to 

rovide  an  updated  recreational  area  for  that  neighborhood.

Grant  monies  were  also  applied  for  at  three  other  park  division  locations  in- 
nate luding  Nelson  Street  Memorial  Playground,  Fresh  Pond  Park  and  the  Huntley  Play- 
:ega  round  in  the  Buttermilk  Bay  area.  If  the  proposals  are  successful  in  funding,  these 
;;alsreas  will  all  gain  in  recreational  facilities  renovations  in  1994.  These  proposals  are 
seshe  result  of  a  community  and  town  partnership. 

The  partnership  between  citizens  and  the  town  was  also  evident  and  benefi- 
cial in  the  successful  approval  of  funding  for  acquisition  of  forty  acres  for  a  West 
ioi|lymouth  recreational  area. 

mi  With  the  backing  of  the  West  Plymouth  Task  Force  and  the  Recreation  De- 
partment, a  seven  year  goal  has  been  realized.  Funding  for  design  plans  and  con- 
struction of  this  major  recreational  area  are  in  our  Capital  Improvement  Program 
woflver  the  next  few  years. 

The  recreational  needs  of  our  town  seem  to  be  finally  being  recognized  as 
videnced  by  recent  developments  such  as  the  possible  use  of  a  portion  of  the 
atic  jreviously  acquired  Briggs  parcel  and  a  portion  of  this  year's  acquisition  of  the 
idljorges  Field  property.  These  areas,  coupled  with  the  West  Plymouth  recreation 
ii  rea,  could  provide  the  long  needed  space  for  the  growth  of  our  town's  recreational 
icilities. 

The  tree  division  again  had  a  very  productive  year  in  the  shade  tree  manage- 
stir  lent  of  the  town's  street  trees.  This  work  involves  planting,  pruning,  lifting  for  clear- 
i  nee,  fertilizing,  insect  and  disease  protection  and/or  control  and  tree  removals, 
me  his  aggressive  program  not  only  benefits  our  citizens  today  but  also  future  gen- 
rations.  Two  awards  were  given  to  the  town  this  year  because  of  the  commitment 
hown.  The  V.  Lesley  Hebert  Award  given  by  the  Southeastern  Mass.  Tree  Warden's 
ddl  ssociation  is  awarded  for  contributions  to  the  field  of  arboriculture,  which  in  this 
ete  ase  was  the  street  tree  planting  program  that  took  place  during  the  Rte-3A  recon- 
niffl  jtruction  in  the  downtown  business  district.  The  second  award  was  a  Tree  City, 
noi  LS.A.  Growth  Award  which  notes  the  expansion  of  various  programs  including 
unc  ersonnel  training,  planning  involvement,  public  education,  recycling  efforts,  a  pub- 
:  shade  tree  inventory  and  a  community  Arbor  Day  event.  Our  citizens  share  in 
owl  iese  awards  because  it  is  really  a  town  wide  commitment.

MISSION  STATEMENT 

Sewer  Division  personnel,  through  the  teamwork  of  the  Plant,  Colled  ui$ 
tion  Systems  and  Lab  staff  strive  to  protect  the  environment  by  minimizin 
health/pollution  risks  while  effectively  meeting  the  criteria  imposed  by  EP> 
DEP  in  a  professional,  cost  effective  manner  to  service  the  needs  of  the  ta; 
payer  and  foster  their  respect  of  the  employees. 


During  the  calendar  year  January  1993  to  December  1993,  Sewer  Divisic 
personnel  endeavored  to  meet  the  compliance  requirements  mandated  by  both  th 
Federal  and  State  governments,  succeeding  with  violations  only  in  January,  Ap 
and  May. 


In  March,  Treatment  Plant  personnel  replaced  the  #1  clarifier  superstructur 
during  a  twenty-four  hour  period,  working  around  the  clock  to  complete  the  work  i 
a  timely  and  efficient  manner  while  maintaining  the  highest  degree  of  treatmer 
possible  to  minimize  any  noncompliance  of  the  effluent.  By  doing  this  in-house 
plant  personnel  saved  the  Town  thousands  of  dollars. 

Through  contract  the  Town  videotaped  and  inspected  approximately  255 
feet  of  sewer  pipe  and  insituformed  approximately  1200  feet  of  18"  sewer  pipe. 

In  December,  contractors  installed  electrical  equipment  in  anticipation  of  the 
new  aerator  turbines  being  installed  in  early  1994  as  part  of  the  plant  upgrade  fo  j 
the  Correctional  Facility  tie-in. 


The  new  sewer  jet  rodder  and  hi-pressure  vacuum  sewer  line  cleaning  true 
was  delivered  in  April  1993. 


Sewer  personnel  cleaned,  rebuilt,  maintained,  painted  and  repaired  all  pumpii 
and  motors  within  the  wastewater  system  through  the  year. 


Sampling  and  inspections  of  those  industries  permitted  under  the  Town 
Plymouth's  Industrial  Pretreatment  Program  were  completed  in  compliance  wit 
the  Attorney  General's  mandated  Pretreatment  Program  in  accordance  with  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency's  rules  and  regulations  40  CFR  403.  Revises  ... 
local  limits  have  been  submitted  by  Gale  Associates,  the  Town's  contractor,  to  EP/  ^ 
who  has  published  the  Notice  of  Request  for  Approval  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth'*  ^, 
Local  Limits  under  its  Industrial  Pretreatment  Program.  The  comment  period  wa 
November  19, 1993  through  December  28,  1993.  Upon  review  of  any  public  com- 
ments it  will  be  decided  if  a  formal  public  hearing  is  needed  by  the  Town.  Upor 
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)mpletion  of  these  requirements  and  receipt  of  EPA's  approval,  formal  steps  will 
3  taken  to  adopt  these  revised  local  limits. 

As  required  by  the  Attorney  General's  Interim  Order,  the  Town  and  its  contrac- 
r,  Camp  Dresser  and  McKee,  have  been  addressing  the  issue  of  a  new  treatment 
' ,et  ant  facility  which  must  be  built  and  operational  by  1 998.  Phase  I  and  II  have  been 
:2!  )mpleted.  Meetings  with  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  have  been  held  periodi- 
"/  ally.  The  Sewer  Division  is  continuing  to  work  closely  with  the  Health  Department 
1  locate  failed  septic  systems  within  the  Town  by  monitoring  the  pumping  at  the 
ight  Soil  Facility. 

Dale  Webber,  Plant  Operator,  received  his  Grade  7,  Wastewater  Treatment 
perator's  Certification,  the  highest  level  of  certification  given  by  the  State.  Sherry 
p .  Caldeira,  Laboratory  Technician/Pretreatment  Monitor,  received  her  Grade  6, 
Wastewater  Treatment  Operator's  Certification.

Plymouth  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  personnel  were  presented  with  the 
peration  and  Maintenance  Excellence  Award  at  the  MA  Water  Pollution  Control 
ic  ssociation's  Trade  Fair  held  in  Marlborough  on  September  23, 1993.  The  WWTP 
us  as  nominated  by  MA  DEP/SERO,  the  regulatory  agency  that  monitors  the  day-to- 
jjay  operation  of  the  facility  for  permit  compliance  by  reviewing  our  monthly  opera- 
tional reports  as  well  as  periodically  inspecting  the  plant  to  observe  our  operation, 
7'aintenance  and  safety  practices. 

This  award  was  received  through  a  strong  team  effort.  Along  with  the  comple- 
)n  of  the  new  Cordage  and  Harbor  Interceptor  which  was  a  major  factor  affecting 
e  Town's  compliance  efforts  is  the  ability  of  the  staff  to  take  on  major  repairs  such 
3  the  removal  and  replacement  of  the  entire  superstructure  of  both  final  clarifiers  - 
job  that  saved  the  Town  thousands  of  dollars  over  the  cost  of  hiring  an  outside 
)ntractor.  The  staff  is  skilled  in  handling  both  major  and  minor  tasks  in-house. 

During  the  months  between  January  and  December  1993,  a  total  of 
30,346,000  gallons  of  wastewater  were  treated  at  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant 
i  Water  Street.  This  represents  an  increase  of  26,71 7,000  gallons  over  1 992.  The 
'cility  treated  a  total  of  4,415,065  gallons  of  septic  waste  in  1993,  a  7.82%  in- 
1  lease  from  1992.  The  septic  flow  was  .75%  of  the  total  sewer  flow. 

The  belt  filter  press  processed  6,392,270  gallons  of  waste  sludge.  The  belt 
5|!'ess  processed  5,353  cubic  yards  of  sludge  cake  with  an  average  of  19%  solids 
r,  |hich  works  out  to  731.9  total  dry  tons  of  solids  that  were  taken  to  the  Manomet 
h  iandfill  for  disposal.

The  mission  of  the  Water  Division  is  to  provide  the  highest  quality  drin 
ing  water  and  fire  protection  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  to  the  rate  payers 

The  goal  of  the  division  is  to  be  recognized  by  the  townspeople  as  or 
of  the  best  departments  within  the  town  government.  We  understand  th 
this  can  be  achieved  only  if  we  operate  on  the  principle  that  doing  good  wo 
is  its  own  reward.  We  must  always  be  looking  for  ways  to  improve  the  quali 
of  the  water  and  the  efficiency  of  the  operation. 

We  must  always  try  to  make  the  customer  feel  important  and  try  to  r< 
spond  to  all  customer  inquiries  and  problems  in  a  quick,  efficient  and  court* 
ous  manner. 

"Lead  and  Copper  Rule,"  a  subdivision  of  the  federal  Safe  Drinking  Water  A< 
of  1986  requires  that  all  water  suppliers  ensure  that  lead  and  copper  levels  in  th 
drinking  water  at  the  customer's  tap  remain  below  a  mandated  level.  To  that  en< 
the  Water  Division  must  institute  a  corrosion  control  program  to  offset  the  naturi 
corrosivity  of  our  water  supply  sources.  The  North  Plymouth  Well  was  modified  t 
include  corrosion  control  by  addition  of  sodium  hydroxide  to  raise  the  pH  of  th 
ground  water  supply.  We  expect  to  have  three  more  existing  wells  and  the  two  ne^ 
South  Ponds  Well  on  line  with  corrosion  control  during  1994. 


The  new  wells  at  South  Ponds  were  completed  and  pump  tested  and  rated  c 
1.12  and  1.28  million  gallons  per  day  respectively.  The  16  inch  water  main  an 
pump  station  contracts  were  awarded  and  we  anticipate  the  new  sources  being  o 
line  sometime  during  the  summer  of  1994. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  43.23  inches  as  compared  to  42.76  inche 
for  calendar  year  1992.  The  annualized  average  elevation  for  Great  South  Pon 
was  104.3  feet.  The  full  pond  elevation  for  Great  South  Pond  is  106  feet. 


The  total  pumpage  from  all  sources  was  1 ,893,646,700  gallons  or  5,188,07 
gallons  per  day.  This  represents  an  increase  of  205,825,700  gallons  over  last  cal 
endar  year  or  an  increase  of  564,402  gallons  per  day.  This  increase  can  be  attrib 
uted  to  the  unusually  hot  summer  coupled  with  drought  conditions  for  much  o 
June,  July  and  August.  A  voluntary  outdoor  water  restriction  was  tried  in  an  attemp 
to  curb  demand  but  it  was  unsuccessful.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  to  impose 
a  mandatory  outdoor  watering  restriction  on  July  13,  1993  that  was  in  effect  unti 
Labor  Day.

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For  Fiscal  Year  1992,  $1,924,304.55  was  committed  to  charges  (water  bills) 
or  the  sale  of  water,  service  connections,  various  services  rendered,  etc.  1 993  was 
;  very  busy  year  for  the  Water  Division.  There  were  two  major  water  main  replace- 
ment projects,  a  new  water  main  installed  by  the  Water  Division  personnel  on  Morton 
>ark  Road,  a  major  upgrade  from  2  inch  to  8  inch  main  on  Duck  Plain  Road  in- 
tailed  by  the  DPW  Highway  and  Water  Divisions  and  two  small  jobs  on  Nelson 
jitreet  and  Harvard  Drive  as  well  as  a  major  extension  installed  by  a  private  devel- 
oper on  Nicks  Rock  Road  which  interconnected  us  with  the  Kingston  Water  sys- 

r 

During  the  summer  months  the  Bradford  Well  pump  failed  twice  requiring  us 
)  depend  on  the  new  trailer  mounted,  diesel  powered  pump  to  supply  the  Bradford 
'ressure  Zone  briefly  in  late  June  and  then  again  during  August  and  September, 
he  first  failure  was  caused  by  a  blown  fuse  on  the  power  line  feeding  the  station 
ssulting  in  a  single  phase  condition  that  burned  out  the  motor.  The  second  failure 
lii/as  due  to  the  pump  shaft  breaking  inside  the  pump  bowl  assembly.  This  necessi- 
tated taking  the  station  off  line  until  a  new  pump  and  motor  assembly  could  be 
fehstalled.  On  September  1 0, 1 993  the  Ellisville  Well  pump  sustained  damage  caused 
By  a  lightning  strike  and  was  out  of  service  for  one  week. 

The  Water  Division  experienced  a  coliform  bacteria  outbreak  which  affected 
le  Plymouth  Center  and  Pine  Hills  Pressure  Zones  supplied  primarily  by  the  South 
onds  surface  water  supply.  After  increasing  the  chlorine  dosage  at  the  Lout  Pond 
umping  Station  and  flushing  all  the  hydrants  within  the  affected  zones,  we  were 
till  unable  to  eliminate  the  problem.  The  disinfectant  was  changed  from  chlorine 
ijas  to  chloramine  in  late  October  and  the  problem  was  eliminated  shortly  thereaf- 
n.

The  Annual  Town  Mee 
ing  funded  two  part-time  1 9  hour  per  week  positions;  namely,  Coordinator  of  Volur 
teers  Kathy  Taber  and  Dispatcher  Mildred  Baker.  These  positions  were  previous 
funded  by  grants,  and  were  needed  to  maintain  our  programs.

appointed  to  the  position.  Dogs  and  cats,  six  months  or  older,  were  vaccinated!: 
clinics  sponsored  by  the  Health  Department  and  with  the  cooperation  of  James! 
Boswell,  VMD  of  Pilgrim  Animal  Hospital.  Three  clinics  were  held  in  various  loci 
tions  throughout  the  town.  Approximately  300  cats  and  dogs  were  vaccinated.  [ 


The  Health  Department,  along  with  thirteen  area  towns  were  the  recipients? 
part  of  a  $300,000.00  grant  as  part  of  the  State's  smoking  cessation  program.  ! 


On  November  18, 1993  the  Health  Department  implemented  smoking  regulr 
tions  to  address  secondhand  smoke  which  is  a  known  threat  to  the  public  healil 
The  average  person  is  indoors  80  to  90  percent  of  the  time.  Thus,  it  is  essential  I 
protect  the  quality  of  indoor  air.  The  findings  of  the  Surgeon  General  and  numeron 
scientific  studies  should  provide  an  incentive  for  other  communities  to  follow  sui;

The  Library  is  an  agent  for  all  citizens  in  securing  needed  informatio 
and  materials  without  bias  or  censorship;  and  to  preserve  and  provide  a(  : 
cess  to  materials  of  current  and  historical  significance  to  Plymouth  and  it 
geographic  area.  As  an  integral  part  of  municipal  government  the  Librar 
supports  life-long  learning  and  the  reading  enjoyment  of  the  community. 

The  year  1993  produced  several  changes  in  the  Plymouth  Public  Librar 
management  team.  Both  the  Director  and  Assistant  Director,  Thelma  Kruse  an 
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Kitty  Lyons,  left  town  service  for  positions  elsewhere.  They  are  succeeded  by  Di- 
rector Dinah  Smith  and  Assistant  Director  Stacie  Chandler.  Circulation  Librarian 
'Ann  Bowdoin  left  to  pursue  other  personal/professional  interests  in  June  and  the 
'  Technical  Services  Librarian  position  was  vacated  with  Ms.  Chandler's  promotion 
:o  Assistant  Director.  Jennifer  Conragan  and  Rick  Sterling  have  joined  the  staff 
illing  the  circulation  and  technical  services  position  respectively.  While  the  depar- 
:ure  of  these  individuals  is  noted  with  regret  a  clear,  energetic  vision  for  the  future 
:ontinues  to  be  developed  and  followed  to  ensure  Plymouth's  future  library. ser- 
/ices. 

The  Plymouth  Library  System  continues  its  growth. 


Circulation  at  both  the  main  library  and  the  Manomet  Branch  have  shown 
Increases  over  the  year.  System  circulation  approached  500,000  with  Manomet 
[epresenting  approximately  9%  of  the  total.  Within  the  twenty  four  member  Old 
polony  Library  Network  (OCLN)  Plymouth  ranked  number  one  in  circulation,  a  full 
\78A7%  above  the  library  which  ranked  second  in  OCLN  statistics.  This  speaks  to 
She  high  demand  for  library  services  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  the  quality  of 
jservice  provided.  Program  attendance  at  the  branch  and  main  libraries  exceeds  all 
Expectations. 

During  the  year  several  key  issues  of  library  service  were  addressed.  The 
CD  fcoard  of  Trustees  and  Staff  undertook  the  extensive  task  of  revisiting,  revising,  and 
cor|jeveloping  library  policy  covering  such  topics  as  collection  development,  meeting 
oom  use,  acquisitions,  and  gifts.  By  revisiting  policy  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Board 
ind  Staff  to  be  ever  mindful  of  professional  library  development  trends,  needs  of 
)ur  community,  and  responsiveness  to  local  government.  In  addition  to  policy  de- 
velopment the  Board  and  Staff  have  begun  the  Public  Library  Planning  Process 
vhich  process  will  indicate  the  direction  of  library  services  for  the  next  five  years, 
jointing  to  areas  of  weakness,  strength,  concern,  and  quality.  Collection  expansion 
ontinues  in  the  areas  of  business  and  legal  reference  and  the  use  of  public  use 
d  x>mputers  continues  to  grow.  In  the  fall  patrons  were  able  to  begin  placing  their 
jni  )wn  reserve  requests  through  the  on-line  computer  system  gaining  instant  access 
to  the  vast  collections  in  all  OCLN  Libraries.  Communication  has  expanded  with 
ntej  |he  Manomet  Branch  including  increased  use  of  the  electronic  mail  service,  in- 
creased document  delivery  by  expanding  the  van  schedule,  and  involvement  of  the 
)j||)ranch  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Planning  Process.

alcohol  servers,  medical  professionals,  other  town  departments,  and  the  com-: : 
munity  at  large,  we  coordinate  traffic  safety  programs,  educate  and  raise! 
awareness  and  support  and  recognize  traffic  safety  as  any  other  major  health)  < : 
prevention  issue.  We  strive  to  maintain  the  program's  activities  through  mul-|  r  . 
tiple  avenues  of  financing  so  as  to  achieve  self-sufficiency.  Program! 
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sustainability  will  enable  the  community  to  see  the  long-term  behavioral 
•  :hanges  that  will  take  place  and  the  resulting  reduction  of  trauma,  injuries 
3n  and  fatalities,  thereby  saving  lives. 

In  1993  the  Plymouth  Saving  Lives  Program  underwent  modifications  to  re- 
flect the  Program's  growth  in  anticipation  of  self-sufficiency.  The  Program's  admin- 
"5  stration  process  was  re-evaluated  and  restructured  upon  the  resignation  of  the  full- 
hi;ime  Coordinator.  To  insure  that  all  necessary  programmatic,  development  and  ad- 
ministrative functions  experienced  a  continuity  of  service  it  was  recommended  that 
oc  tie  Program's  Administrative  Assistant  move  to  the  position  of  part-time  Program 
Coordinator  and  the  hours  of  the  part-time  Senior  Clerk  increase  to  assist  with  the 
]J  daily  functions.  In  expectation  of  diminishing  grant  funds,  a  Development  Consult- 
ant was  retained  to  embark  on  a  campaign  of  securing  funding  for  Program  con- 
tinuation. 

Despite  Program  transformation,  the  Saving  Lives  Program  sustained  many

—  A  community  resource  card  was  produced  by  Saving  Lives,  the  Plymouth- 
arver  Drug  Free  School  Grant  and  the  HALT  Project.  The  card  lists  the  telephone 

lumbers  of  various  health  and  safety  hotlines  in  addition  to  community  resources. 

—  In  conjunction  with  the  State's  "Tag-A-Keg"  Regulation,  (a  directive  de- 
signed to  combat  underage  alcohol  consumption),  Saving  Lives  supplied  Plymouth 
md  Carver  package  stores  with  keg  identification  labels  purchased  with  funds  re- 
ceived from  a  HALT  Community  Partnership  grant.

—  Saving  Lives  assisted  in  the  development  of  a  campaign  to  promote  safety 
)elt  use  among  high  school  students  at  Plymouth  South  High  School.  Observa- 
tional surveys  were  conducted  and  information  was  distributed  to  educate  and  fur- 
ilt]  jher  emphasize  the  importance  of  buckling  up.  Over  the  next  year,  the  Program  will 
luftontinue  to  provide  additional  resources  to  increase  usage.

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—  To  date,  489  alcohol  servers  have  been  certified  through  the  H.E.A.R. 
(Help  Eliminate  Alcohol  Related  Tragedies)  training  program.  A  recodification  pr< 
gram  is  in  the  process  of  development  for  utilization  in  1994. 

—  Funding  was  provided  to  support  various  school  activities  including  th 
Peer  Leadership  Recognition  Evening,  After  Prom  parties  and  other  education* 
endeavors. 


—  Efforts  continued  to  raise  awareness  about  the  dangers  of  drinking  anil 
driving.  Saving  Lives  in  connection  with  a  local  law  firm  ran  the  "Save-A-Life"  Saf 
Rides  Program  on  New  Year's  Eve.  Free  cab  service  was  made  available  in  th'J 
towns  of  Plymouth,  Kingston  and  Carver  for  persons  who  did  not  wish  to  operate  j  I 
motor  vehicle  due  to  excessive  alcohol  consumption.  The  "Save-A-Life"  Program 
has  run  successfully  for  four  years. 

With  the  assistance  of  Program  volunteers,  the  Plymouth  Saving  Lives  Prcl 
gram  and  it's  non-profit  organization,  the  Friends  of  the  Plymouth  Area  Saving  Live;) 
Program,  Inc.  embarked  on  various  fundraising  activities  in  1993: 

—  Gift  wrapping  was  once  again  provided  to  holiday  shoppers  at  the  Inde 
pendence  Mall  on  Thursdays  throughout  the  month  of  December. 

—  Two  "pizza  night"  fundraisers  were  conducted  at  Papa  Gino's  in  Plymouth^ 
Traffic  safety-related  educational  materials  were  provided  to  people  entering  the 
establishment. 


—  In  conjunction  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce's  "Summer  Blastoff"  Festi 
val  in  June,  the  Friends  held  a  rubber  duck  race  in  Brewster  Gardens.  500  yellow 
rubber  ducks  were  placed  in  the  stream  to  race  for  the  finish  line.  Winners  receivec  .... 
gifts  generously  donated  by  area  businesses.  A  "Vince  and  Larry"  crash  dumm> 
photo  booth  was  set  up  to  provide  children  an  opportunity  to  have  their  photo  taker 
with  the  dummies. 

Over  the  past  six  years  the  Plymouth  Saving  Lives  Program  has  educated! 
and  made  people  aware  of  their  own  lives  and  their  loved  ones.  The  Program  hasj  ^ 
had  a  dramatic  effect  on  saving  lives  and  curtailing  serious  injuries  through  partici- 
pation by  the  community  in  many  of  its  programs. 

In  the  years  ahead,  the  Plymouth  Saving  Lives  Program  and  Friends  will  ac- 
tively seek  additional  financing  resources  to  ensure  the  continuation  of  existing 
programs  aiding  in  the  quality  of  life  of  the  community.

It  is  our  utmost  intent  and  obligation  to  treat  all  applicants  and  their 
:r  families  with  courtesy,  dignity  and  respect.  All  alternative  resources  avail- 
able should  be  fully  explained  and  offered  to  them.  Veterans  have  earned  the 
right  and  the  privilege  to  avail  themselves  and  their  dependents  by  qualifica- 
Pt  tion,  whatever  benefits  if  offered  them  by  law.  All  Veterans  Agents  and  Direc- 
tors are  required  to  explain  to  applicants  the  language  and  meaning  of  all 
statutory  and  regulatory  provisions,  and  administrative  procedures  govern- 
ing the  application  process. 

Since  Veterans  Affairs  programs,  state  and  federal,  are  technical  in  nature 
and  highly  specialized,  we  are  required  to  attend  training  seminars,  symposiums 
uf  and  conferences.  Each  year,  there  are  numerous  federal  and  state  legislative 
changes.  In  many  instances  there  is  a  serious  lack  of  understanding  the  scope  and 
complexities  of  rights  and  privileges.  The  appeal  process  within  both  government  is 
difficult  to  the  average  veteran.  We,  as  Agents  and  Directors,  must  maintain  a  co- 
!Si  operative  liaison  with  many  organizations  and  agencies  relative  to  employment, 
10  vocations,  educational  opportunities,  medical  care,  pensions,  compensations,  busi- 
ness loans,  housing,  etc. 


A  special  memorandum  issued  by  the  Executive  Office  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  was  issued  this  year.  Instructions  were  to  utilize  a  "Free  Care  Pool"  Pro- 
gram. A  substantial  savings  in  medical  expenses  was  realized.  Also,  a  great  sav- 
ings to  our  budget.  Later,  it  was  rescinded.  The  options  or  qualifications  for  this 
care  remained  with  the  medical  institutions. 


After  21  1/2  years  of  service  in  our  department,  Ann  Torrance  retired.  She  has 
J  [been  replaced  by  Mary  Zacchilli  and  Mary  Ann  Veiga  has  replaced  her.  Congratula- 
tions. During  1993,  I  was  re-appointed  by  the  Massachusetts  Veterans  Service 
4  jAgents  Association  to  the  State  Legislative  Committee  and  to  the  State  Advisory 
\  Committee.  While  attending  a  legislative  conference  in  Washington  D.C.,  I  had  the 
|  opportunity  to  visit  the  Vietnam  Memorial.  It  was  a  very  moving  experience  since 

several  Plymouth  Veterans,  who  had  made  the  supreme  sacrifice,  had  their  names 

(inscribed  on  this  monument. 
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Avery  significant  administrative  change  took  place  this  year.  The  Departmeij 
of  Veterans  Services  was  removed  from  Human  Services  and  placed  with  the  E:j 
ecutive  Office  of  Administration  and  Finance.  We  have  high  expectations  that  th  I 
change  will  prove  beneficial  to  our  program.  The  disbursement  of  state  bonuses  II

The  Plymouth  Airport  continues  to  be  an  excellent  aviation  facility.  In  January 
;993  the  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  completed  its  update  of  the  airport  Master 
llan.  This  plan  has  been  approved  by  both  Boards  of  Selectmen  in  the  towns  of 
iymouth  and  Carver.  In  April  1993  the  Commission  started  another  Airport  Im- 
I'ovement  Project  (AIP).  Campbell  &  Paris  Engineers  were  hired  to  do  an  Environ- 
mental Impact  Study  (EIS)  for  extensions  of  runways  here  at  Plymouth  Airport, 
jther  highlights  for  the  Commission  during  the  year  were  clearing  the  approach 
i'eas  of  Runways  24  and  33,  plus  installing  an  additional  4,500  feet  of  fencing  at 
je  airport.  The  Commission  does  take  pride  in  the  fact  they  are  continually  testing 
e  water  quality  on  the  airport  and  they  are  involved  in  storm  water  compliance  for 
ll  of  the  run-off  at  Plymouth  Airport. 

The  Plymouth  Airport  is  still  the  home  of  approximately  170  aircraft  and  there 
1 16  businesses  here  at  the  airport  employing  in  excess  of  125  people.  Boston 
jed-Flight  operates  here  at  Plymouth  Airport  and  as  reported  by  past  Selectwoman 
tnda  "Sam"  Lennox  she  was  certainly  glad  the  Med-Flight  helicopter  was  available 
lid  could  get  her  quickly  to  a  Boston  Hospital.  Linda  Lennox  suffered  severe  inju- 
ps  falling  from  a  horse  and  is  now  doing  well.  The  Alpha  One  Flight  School  along 
1th  Hess  Aviation  continually  teach  flying  here  at  Plymouth  and  there  is  over  200 
pople  in  some  phase  of  flight  training.  Alpha  One  is  very  involved  in  training 
[idgewater  State  College  Students  in  all  phases  of  flying  and  aviation  manage- 
ment. Special  training  in  aerobatics  is  taught  by  Mass  Aero  for  the  adventurous. 

The  airport  maintenance  facilities  Northeast  Aircraft  Maintenance,  Yankee 
/iation  and  Paragon  Air  attract  many  aircraft  from  throughout  New  England  and 
ew  York  to  their  facilities.  There  is  an  excellent  Helicopter  flight  school  operated 
'  B  &  A  Helicopters.  Plymouth  Copters  continues  to  support  the  local  cranberry 
owers  with  agricultural  spraying  and  has  an  excellent  reputation  providing  this 
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service.  Other  services  include  Federal  Aviation  Administration  (FAA)  compul 
ized  pilot  testing  by  South  Shore  Computer  Testing  and  the  sale  of  aircraft  by  F 
mouth  Air  Sales,  and  an  aerial  view  of  the  runways  can  be  seen  from  the  airp 
snack  bar. 


On  one  major  issue  for  local  citizens  the  Plymouth  Airport  Commissiorjs 
continuing  on  its  path  to  self-sufficiency.  This  is,  that  tax  dollars  will  not  be  neecd 
to  support  Plymouth  Airport.  The  airport  staff  and  all  maintenance  costs  will  coi  j; 
from  monies  generated  here  at  the  airport,  the  Commission  is  particularly  prouc,f 
this  effort  in  saving  tax  dollars  and  would  like  the  Town  of  Plymouth  Residents  to  b 
aware  of  this  effort.

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OTHER  BOARDS  AND  COMMITTEES 

Advisory  and  Finance  Committee 

As  the  1 992  Annual  Town  Report  went  to  press,  the  Selectmen,  School  Corl 
mittee  and  Finance  Committee  met  in  joint  session  and  developed  a  policy  tfj 
would  limit  spending  increases  for  Fiscal  1994  to  less  than  the  2.5%  allowed  I 
state  law  (Proposition  2  1/2).  The  proposed  ceiling  of  1 .75%  was  met  by  the  Apl 
Annual  Town  Meeting  through  actions  taken  on  budgets  and  articles. 

The  conclusion  of  that  town  meeting,  finalization  of  the  Education  Reform  Ad 
and  subsequent  actions  at  the  June  and  November  Special  Town  Meetings,  broug 
general  government  and  school  spending  in  at  an  even  lower  percentage.  Tl 
challenge  was  to  attempt  to  mitigate  the  effect  of  increasingly  higher  taxes  to  pro 
erty  owners,  while  maintaining  or  even  improving  the  levels  of  service  taxpaye 
had  come  to  expect  from  the  Town. 

In  June,  six  of  the  eight  employee  bargaining  units,  and  unaffiliated  persoi 
nel,  settled  salary  and  benefit  contracts  which  had  last  been  addressed  in  Fisc 
1991.  The  Finance  Committee  recommended,  and  Town  Meeting  voted,  to  mah 
several  land  purchases  in  November.  Most  notably,  Forges  Field  and  West  PI; 
mouth  recreational  parcels  were  purchased  and  plans  will  be  developed  for  thel^ 
future  use.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  will  move  to  a  new  building,  the  form( 
"Ryder  Building".  This  modern  maintenance  facility  will  replace  the  one-hundre 
year  old  Howland  Shop  and  the  Highway  Barn  on  Long  Pond  Road. 

As  this  1 993  Annual  Report  goes  to  press,  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Commi 
tee  is  preparing  to  meet  with  the  Selectmen  and  School  Committee  to  develo 
budget  policy  for  Fiscal  1995.  The  winter  meetings  will  soon  begin,  and  we  loc 
forward  to  working  together  toward  our  goal  of  presenting  a  fiscally  sound,  we 
thought  out  plan  of  action  to  you  on  April  second.  The  wise  counsel  and  historic 
perspective  of  our  committee's  former  members  will  be  missed  by  this  group,  a 
half  of  our  number  are  new  to  the  processes  of  town  government.  Members  of  th 
FinCom  who  are  counted  among  our  newest  alumni  have  moved  on  to  the  reward 
of  elected  office  in  our  community,  volunteer  service  on  yet  other  town  committee 
and  the  enjoyment  of  their  private  lives.  Our  congratulations  and  most  sincere  thank 
and  good  wishes  to  each  and  every  one  of  you. 


Ambulance  Study  Committee 

The  Ambulance  Study  Committee  received  three  proposals  in  January  fq 
providing  ambulance  service  for  the  town  for  the  following  three  fiscal  years.  Afte 
reviewing  all  proposals  and  interviewing  all  three  companies,  the  committee  rec 
ommended  to  the  Town  Manager  award  of  a  three  year  contract  to  Brewster  Ambu 
lance  Service,  the  current  provider.  This  contract  was  subsequently  awarded.

The  Shelter  Committee,  early  in  1993,  was  short  handed  so  little  action  was 
r Ap:  aken.  On  the  return  of  Nancy  Fruzzetti,  the  committee  began  to  once  again  gener- 
ate interest.  Land,  once  again,  our  only  goal,  was  so  frustrating.  Every  piece  of 
jown  owned  land  seemed  to  already  be  slated  for  another  purpose.  So  the  shelter 
^pontinued  to  ride  in  last  place  of  priorities.  Airport  property  held  too  many  legal 
out  Implications,  Cedarville  land  possibilities  were  not  encouraged  by  the  dog  officers 
(  because  the  location  was  at  one  end  of  a  big  town.

m  j      As  summer  rolled  around  the  idea  emerged  if  the  present  shelter  site  could  be 
completely  upgraded  and  reconstructed  to  meet  today's  needs.  Due  to  the  length 
)f  time,  (4  years),  part  of  our  committee,  out  of  frustration,  felt  something  is  better 
rs<i  han  nothing,  which  is  exactly  where  this  facility  is  at  now.  A  decision,  with  a  time 
rame,  needed  to  be  made  and  take  a  next  step. 

In  the  meantime  the  South  Plymouth  Coastal  Community  Council  showed  an 
"Interest  in  our  problem.  Greatly  received  by  this  committee,  this  council  attempted 
possible  shelter  on  the  land  where  the  new  prison  is  being  built.  Unfortunately, 
di  )nce  again,  the  SPCCC  was  told  "would  make  the  property  inappropriate  for  an 
animal  shelter".  This  committee  had  two  members  attend  a  SPCCC  meeting  to  ask 
or  their  assistance  and  backing  in  whatever  direction  we  felt  was  best. 

Late  summer,  once  again,  the  Animal  Shelter  Committee  lost  a  member.  New 
lot  nember  Steve  O'Brien  was  sworn  in,  briefed,  and  at  our  first  meeting  with  Steve 
"j  ve  presented  2  ideas.  On  December  6th  the  committee  met  and  with  a  majority 

!/ote  it  was  decided  to  revitalize  the  acquisition  of  a  parcel  of  land  in  Cedarville.  All 

agreed  including  the  dog  officers  and  our  objective  was  set. 

At  this  point  in  January,  the  Animal  Shelter  Study  Committee  will  take  steps 
or  acquisition  of  a  one  acre  parcel  of  land  in  Cedarville.  This  parcel  is  within  town 
Property  slated  for  the  Fire  Department.  A  proposal  will  be  prepared  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Police,  Fire,  and  the  Town  Selectmen  for  approval  and  support  for  this 
acquisition. 

All  said  and  done,  our  hope  from  here  will  be  a  change  in  1994  to  an  Animal 
Shelter  Building  Committee! 
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Plymouth  Cultural  Council 


The  Plymouth  Cultural  Council,  formerly  the  Plymouth  Arts  Lottery  Council, 
a  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  supervise  the  re-granting  tl 
funds  from  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council.  It  can  consist  of  no  less  than  fiv<j 
and  up  to  twenty  members.  The  council  currently  meets  once  a  month  at  the  Tow  = 
Hall. 

This  was  a  year  of  transition  for  the  Plymouth  Cultural  Council.  Three  merr| 
bers  resigned:  Terry  Tozzi,  Kerry  Scott  and  chairperson  Pamela  Sterling.  Carol  Vescf 
and  Janet  Alfieri  were  voted  co-chairs  in  September.  Jean  Best  was  appointed  b* 
the  selectmen  in  April.  Reappointments  were:  Marsha  Hanby,  Wynn  Gerhard  an 
Kathryn  Hargreaves.  New  Members  are  being  sought  and  one  application  receive 
in  November  of  1993  is  being  considered  by  the  selectmen.  Two  other  town  res:; 
dents  have  expressed  interest  in  becoming  members. 

The  state-mandated  deadline  for  this  year's  grant  round  was  October  1 5, 1 99c  ■ 
The  state  allotted  Plymouth  $7,125.00  for  local  grants.  Of  this,  the  PCC  kept  $356.0(| 
for  administration  costs,  including  a  new  logo  and  stationery  with  the  council's  nevj 
name.  Besides  the  remaining  $6,769.00  leftover  monies  from  uncompleted  grant:! 
and  interest  on  PCC  accounts  amounting  to  $2,286.00  were  rolled  over  into  thi:j 
grant  round  for  a  starting  total  of  $9,055.00.

A  total  of  33  grant  applications  were  received  by  the  deadline.  Of  these,  4 
were  Performing  Arts  Student  Series  (PASS)  grants  and  29  were  local  cultural  council 
grants.  The  total  amount  requested  was  $26,100.75.  A  preliminary  vote  was  hekJ 
on  October  28,  1993  with  all  sitting  council  members  present.  After  those  gran#: 
applicants  who  were  rejected  received  notification  and  a  15  day  period  for  requests; 
for  reconsideration  lapsed,  a  final  local  vote  was  taken  on  November  30  with  al 
board  members  present.

We 
ire  still  in  the  process  of  completing  the  initial  phase  of  the  study.  The  initial  phase 
Includes  research  and  gathering  of  all  pertinent  information  from  all  sources.  We 
J  fcontinue  to  review  town  tax  and  assessment  records  as  well  as  the  records  of  other 
jowns  with  comparable  size,  population,  as  well  as  type  of  nuclear  plant.  We  at  this 
i  ime  do  not  have  a  predicted  completion  date,  as  a  report  of  this  type,  and  this  size 
I  ias  never  been  attempted  to  our  knowledge.  We  wish  to  state  that  we  are  happy 
t  jhat  our  Selectmen  are  concerned  enough  about  our  town's  future  to  request  this 
t  j;tudy  be  done;  we  are  pleased  to  serve  the  town  and  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  and 
i  jook  forward  to  providing  a  concise  and  detailed  study  with  which  the  Selectmen 
ban  determine  our  future.

MISSION  STATEMENT 

The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Commission  on  Handicapped  Affairs  is  1 
provide  effective  and  timely  services  to  disabled  residents  of  Plymouth;  1 
advocate  on  the  behalf  of  the  disabled,  and  make  appropriate  referrals  tj 
other  agencies  where  possible,  and  at  all  times  assure  that  the  disabled  pe 
son  is  treated  with  the  dignity  and  respect  that  they  deserve. 

The  Commission  has  had  an  extremely  active  and  successful  year,  marker 
by  many  improvements  in  the  lives  of  the  disabled  of  Plymouth.  1993  found  til 
continuing  to  monitor  the  community's  compliance  with  the  recently  enacted  AD.j 
laws,  as  well  as  maintaining  the  progress  we've  already  attained.  With  the  addition 
of  the  town's  new  phone  system  we  requested  an  additional  line  to  be  added  to  oi 
office  in  the  1749  Courthouse,  to  be  used  as  our  telephone  deaf  device  line.  Thil 
line  will  eventually  be  connected  to  a  printer  to  allow  24  hour  message  receptior! 
We  also  requested  the  installation  of  an  additional  TD  deaf  line  at  the  town  hall  tj 
be  utilized  during  normal  business  hours.  We  wrote  and  received  a  grant  to  ba 
spent  in  1 994,  to  purchase  four  wheelchairs  to  be  used  by  the  residents  of  Plyl 
mouth  through  a  lease  program.  We  continue  in  planning  a  business  and  commu 
nity  disability  awareness  seminar/workshop  for  1994.  With  our  recently  purchaser! 
IBM  computer  we  maintain  our  records,  and  constantly  update  our  files,  but  as  th< 
laws  change  so  do  the  requirements  of  the  commission,  therefore  as  always  ml 
continue  to  actively  seek  donations  to  assist  the  disabled.  We  have  many  responl 
sibilities  to  the  disabled,  by  acting  as  advocates  to  obtain  the  services  and  good; 
that  they  require,  and  we  will  continue  to  serve  the  community  to  the  best  of  ou 
abilities. 

Due  to  changes  in  recent  laws  the  legal  definition  of  a  disability  has  changec 
to  add  additional  persons  to  the  list  of  people  covered  under  this  definition;  cur 
rently  there  are  approximately  7000  disabled  persons  above  the  age  of  16  in  the 
Town  of  Plymouth.  The  Plymouth  Commission  on  Handicapped  Affairs  presently 
serves  on  the  average  of  25  to  30  people  each  week  for  a  variety  of  problems 
services  or  required  referrals. 

We  are  happy  to  serve  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  and  appreciate 
the  opportunity  to  serve  on  the  Commission.

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Inland  Fisheries  Committee 

This  year  started  with  high  hopes  but  had  a  couple  of  disappointments.  This 
was  the  first  year  in  which  the  Eel  River  herring  run  was  expected  to  be  very  good 
si  with  both  fish  ladders  in  good  condition.  Unfortunately  the  large  quantities  of  Her- 
I  ring  expected  did  not  materialize. 

J  Small  quantities  of  fish  did  come  in  however  showing  our  work  the  previous 
Itwo  years  was  making  it  easier  for  the  herring  to  ascend  the  river  to  Russell  Mills 
(Pond.  Since  it  takes  three  to  four  years  for  herring  to  mature  and  return  to  spawn, 
jthe  small  quantities  of  fish  are  probably  due  to  virtually  no  herring  three  years  ago. 

l|The  next  year  or  two  should  show  a  very  good  increase  in  herring  returning  to 

^jRussell  Mills  Pond. 

Town  Brook  at  Newfield  Street  was  once  again  the  one  major  obstacle  for  the 
I  Jierring  trying  to  return  to  BillingtonSea  to  spawn.  While  many  hundreds  of  fish 
,0f  jarrived  at  Newfield  Street,  not  more  than  one  in  five  hundred  were  able  to  over- 
time the  right  hand  vertical  turn  in  the  fish  ladder  under  the  bridge  despite  every 
effort  by  the  Committee  and  Ken  Reback  of  the  States'  Division  of  Marine  Fisher- 
es.  It  was  determined  that  major  work  was  needed  on  this  ladder  to  enable  the 
nerring  to  ascend  the  fishway.  Work  was  started  in  December  of  1993.  When  com- 
peted the  ladder  under  the  bridge  will  be  wider  and  the  abrupt  90  degree  vertical 
urn  will  be  considerably  enlarged  in  width,  length  and  depth.  This  will  allow  the  fish 
o  rest  at  this  point  and  have  a  straight  run,  in  less  turbulent  water,  up  the  rest  of  the 
ishway.  Work  should  be  completed  in  time  for  the  1994  spring  herring  run  at  which 
ime  the  Committee  expects  to  see  a  successful  run  all  the  way  to  Billington  Sea. 


The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  Bill  Griffin,  Town  Manager,  Doug  Gray  and 
he  men  of  the  Parks  Commission  and  Ralph  Savery  and  the  men  of  the  Harbor 
Master's  Office  for  all  their  help  during  the  year.  A  special  thank  you  goes  to  Ken 
Reback  of  the  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  for  all  his  assistance  in  trying  to  solve 
he  problems  at  the  Newfield  Street  Fish  Ladder.

The  purpose  of  this  committee  is  to  approve  uses  for  the  town-owned  building  a 
130  Court  Street. 

The  committee  has  five  members  and  meets  on  an  as  needed  basis.  1 
Court  Street  (front)  continues  to  be  fully  occupied  and  the  Plymouth  School  Depar 
ment  still  assumes  all  responsibility  for  130  Court  Street  (rear). 

The  committee  met  in  November  and  at  that  time  the  property  was  surveye 
It  continues  to  be  in  good  repair  and  the  meeting  rooms  fully  utilized. 

Plymouth  Beach  Advisory  Committee

The  committee  is  functioning  under  the  1 990  charge;  that  is,  with  the  studvj 
research  and  preparation  of  recommendations  and  proposals  relative  to  the  lone 
range  utilization,  management,  protection  and  development  of  Plymouth  beache 
and  ponds. 

Much  of  our  time  and  effort  his  past  year  has  been  spent  sorting  out  our  ver; 
reason  for  being  in  light  of  the  fact  that  all  activities  on  Plymouth  Long  Beach  an; 
closely  governed  by  the  state  Department  of  Environmental  Management 
Superceding  Order  of  Conditions. 

Other  items  on  our  agenda  included  our  input  and  recommendations  for  th<| 
Long  Beach  informational  booklet,  our  develoment  of  an  educational  program  fo 
the  citizens  of  Plymouth  and  beach  uses  and  bringing  forth  ideas  or  suggestions 
where  the  commitee  felt  that  the  recreational  use  of  Long  Beach  was  unreasonably 
compromised  in  favor  of  wildlife  habitat  or  other  interests. 
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The  management  and  protection  of  barrier  beaches  is  a  relatively  young  and 
nexact  science.  We  re  open  to  new  facts  and  ideas.  With  this  in  mind,  the  PBAC 
vould  urge  that  interested  persons  attend  our  open  meetings.  Constructive  input 
vill  be  welcomed. 


Public  Works  Study  Committee 

Established  in  1988  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Public  Works  Facility 
q7c  Study  Committee  was  charged  with  determining  and  addressing  the  long  term  needs 
^  )f  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

To  assist  in  determining  the  space  needs,  Stone  &  Webster  Engineering  Cor- 
poration was  hired,  and  their  many  reports,  memorandums  and  studies  guided  our 
:ourse  of  action. 


One  course  of  action  was  to  advertise  for  a  completed,  centrally  located  main- 
ienance  facility,  and  it  was  this  course  that  proved  to  be  successful.  The  committee 
iecame  aware  of  the  availability  of  a  building  and  a  substantial  piece  of  land  within 
jhe  Camelot  Industrial  Park,  the  so-called  "Ryder  Building."  Assisted  through  a  long 
|md  tiresome  negotiation  process  by  Assistant  Town  Manager  Eleanor  Beth,  the 
i  Committee  was  finally  able  to  bring  the  acquisition  package  to  the  November  Spe- 
cial Town  Meeting.  Due  to  a  very  agreeable  negotiated  purchase  price  and  an  equally 
!  ligreeable  financing  plan  drawn  up  by  Finance  Director  Michael  Daley,  we  received 
4ji  unanimous  vote  from  the  Town  Meeting. 

The  purchase  of  the  "Ryder  Building"  made  the  committee's  hours  of  work 
veil  worth  the  effort.  It  is  a  modern,  state  of  the  art  building  that  will  house  the 
:  Water,  Highway  and  Maintenance  Divisions  under  one  roof.  It  will  enable  the  men 
4  o  work  much  more  efficiently,  give  them  more  space  in  which  to  work,  and  it  also 
'Ullows  room  for  expansion  at  a  later  date  if  needed.  In  addition,  it  makes  available 
yp  Town  Meeting,  in  the  near  future,  the  present  Water  Department  building  on 
i  Rowland  Street  and  the  Highway  barn  on  Long  Pond  Road.  These  buildings  can  be 
I  pold,  leased  or  assigned  to  other  departments  as  Town  Meeting  sees  fit. 


The  acquisition  of  the  Ryder  facility  is  an  important  first  step  in  filling  the  space 
e;  jieeds  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  Committee  will  be  looking  to  future 
own  meetings  for  the  adjacent  land  in  Camelot  Park  for  a  vehicle  storage  building 
knd  a  salt  storage  shed.  We  will  also  be  looking  for  land  and  a  storage  building  for 
Vhe  Highway  Districts  in  the  southern  part  of  Plymouth. 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  the  department  heads  who  have  helped  us  along 
( liuring  this  process,  and  we  would  specifically  like  to  thank  the  Town  Meeting  Mem- 
Ders  for  their  support. 
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Recycling  Advisory  Committee 


The  Recycling  Advisory  Committee  was  established  in  November,  1990, 
serve  as  an  advocacy  group  for  recycling  within  the  community  and  advise  tr* 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  Department  of  Public  Works  of  current  and  future  reel 
cling  needs  and  efforts  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  The  committee  membership 
five,  appointment  is  annual  and  the  Coordinator  of  Plymouth  Volunteer  Recycling 
a  standing  member. 

The  advisory  committee  has  worked  closely  with  the  volunteer  recycling  grout 
to  keep  the  recycling  program  running  smoothly.  In  April,  an  Earth  Day  Awarenesf 
Event  was  held  at  Plymouth  Public  Library  and  in  August  the  volunteers  celebratej 
their  first  anniversary  of  their  expanded  recycling  program  with  the  grand  openini 
of  Manomet  Recycling/Transfer  Station.  The  commitment  of  this  all  volunteer  grouj 
to  help  staff  the  town  recycling  areas  and  sort  and  screen  materials  to  be  recycle! 
has  been  commendable.  The  recycling  volunteers  have  donated  over  4,000  hour 
over  the  last  year  and  the  amount  of  material  recovered  has  increased  from  a] 
average  of  60  tons  per  month  to  over  80  tons  a  month. 

The  committee  is  dedicated  to  increasing  awareness  of  the  recycling  prograi 
and  also  expanding  the  program  to  include  more  materials  as  containers  becom 
available  to  collect  the  materials.  The  committee  worked  with  the  D.P.W.  to  prepan 
grant  applications  and  has  been  active  in  creating  a  brochure  that  will  be  sent  to  al 
Plymouth  households  in  the  year  ahead.  The  opening  of  Manomet  was  a  culmina 
tion  of  two  years  work  with  the  D.P.W.  in  redesign  and  installation  of  the  recycling 
transfer  station  at  Manomet  Landfill.

The  standard  yearly  budget  request  includes 
I  supply  of  brochures  and  the  ad  in  the  Hospitality  Guide.  In  addition,  however,  this 
sar  the  committee  is  asking  for  a  third  part-time  guide  to  work  weekdays  from 
1 :00-3:Q0  at  minimum  wage  of  $4.25  /hour  during  July  and  August.  This  could  be 
great  job  for  a  high  school  or  college  student  and  the  town  might  be  able  to  obtain 
e  needed  sum  of  $670.00  from  a  grant. 


Town  Forest  Committee 

The  Plymouth  Town  Forest  is,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  approaching 
ie  goals  that  were  set  for  it  three  years  ago  with  the  draft  and  implementation  of  a 
n  year  management  plan. 


Trash  removal  and  gate  repair,  which  has  become  annual  maintenance,  has 
)ntinued.  In  an  effort  to  minimize  this,  several  new  approaches  have  been  taken: 
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1 .  A  more  durable  gate  system  is  being  built  to  be  used  in  the  problem  areas  i 
as  a  deterrent. 

2.  Natural  plantings  are  being  used  in  areas  of  non-road  access  to  block 
that  access  and  prevent  further  erosion. 

Several  roads  were  brushed  back  to  keep  them  accessible,  yet  their  entrances 
were  left  overgrown,  once  again  as  a  deterrent. 

Several  forest  stands  have  been  blazed  for  pre-commercial  thinning  and/or 
firewood  cuts  which  at  this  point  pay  only  for  themselves  and  the  forester's  ser- 
vices, but,  set  the  stage  for  future  harvests  and  incoming  revenue. 

The  goals  of  a  self  supporting,  functional,  managed  forest  are  now  within 

sight. 

In  closing,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  Town  Forest  consists  of  a  beautifully 
uncongested  two  hundred  and  forty  acres  which  makes  for  a  pleasant  recreational 
stroll  during  any  season.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  year  1994. 
juring  the  past  year,  the  composition  of  the  Board  changed  with  new  Board  merri- 
er Brian  Alosi  being  elected  to  fill  the  position  vacated  when  William  Nolan  chose 
pt  to  run  for  reelection.  At  the  Board's  annual  reorganization,  Peter  Paulding  was 
ected  Chairman,  while  Eugene  Lane  was  elected  Vice  Chairman. 

During  its  annual  goal  setting  process,  the  Board  established  as  its  highest 
>al  the  stabilization  of  the  tax  burden  in  the  community.  In  an  effort  to  bring  about 
;  at  goal,  the  Board  adopted  a  policy  prior  to  the  1 994  Annual  Town  Meeting  that  no 
ilization  of  the  Proposition  Two  and  One-Half  allowance  should  be  used  in  Fiscal 
J95.  In  addition,  the  Board  adopted  the  recommendation  of  the  Town  Manager 
id  Director  of  Finance  to  pay  off  the  so-called  "teacher  pay  deferral  deficit"  in 
iscal  1995,  a  very  important  step  for  the  sake  of  the  town's  long-term  financial 
ondition.  In  preparation  for  the  Fiscal  1996  budget  review  process,  the  Board 
ijjain  adopted  a  policy  of  no  use  to  the  tax  levy  allowance. 

Economic  development  remained  a  very  high  priority  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
en  in  1994.  The  Board  was  very  involved  in  projects  such  as  Wal-Mart,  K-Mart 
id  the  proposed  casino  for  Cordage  Park.  The  Board  worked  with  local  and  state 
fecials  to  establish  additional  wastewater  flow  of  50,000  gallons  per  day  for  resi- 
ential,  commercial,  industrial  and  government  needs. 

In  addition  to  this  incremental  increase  in  wastewater  flow,  the  Town  contin- 
3d  to  study  its  long-term  wastewater  needs  for  the  next  twenty  years.  Through  the 
Jvice  of  its  consultant,  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee,  and  the  town's  Citizens  Advisory 
pard,  the  Board  made  a  critical  decision  on  design  flows  of  3  million  gallons  per 
ay  for  the  twenty  year  planning  period.  This  reduced  demand  coupled  with  the 
wn's  desire  to  continue  use  of  the  existing  wastewater  outfall  in  Plymouth  Harbor 
ill  result  in  a  greatly  reduced  cost  for  the  upgraded  municipal  system. 

An  important  issue  that  arose  in  1 994  was  the  conceptual  plans  for  waterfront 
id  Pilgrim  Memorial  Park  developed  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Envi- 
>nmental  Management.  The  Board  has  pledged  to  work  closely  with  DEM  and 
cal  residents  and  officials  as  this  project  proceeds  to  insure  the  interests  of  the 
pmmunity  are  factored  into  every  aspect  of  this  ambitious  project. 

In  closing,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  wishes  to  thank  all  the  elected  officials, 
Dpointed  officials  and  volunteers  who  contribute  their  time,  energy  and  expertise 
» this  special  community.

During  1994,  the  Town  Manager  and  his  staff  devoted  considerable  time  t 
issues  relating  to  town  finances,  wastewater  planning,  public  facilities  and  contini 
ous  quality  improvement.

In  the  area  of  town  finances,  several  key  events  took  place.  Pursuant  to  thi  u 
policy  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Fiscal  Year  1995  budget  was  adopted  withou  \^ 
the  utilization  of  any  of  the  Proposition  Two  and  One-Half  levy  allowance.  Thai 
policy  was  then  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  Fiscal  1 996.  This  finance 
plan  has  resulted  in  a  stabilization  of  the  tax  burden  for  taxpayers,  a  major  goal  c 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  During  1994,  the  town  continued  to  improve  its  casl 
management  and  cash  reserve  position.  No  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  revenue 
took  place  in  1994  and  the  town's  certified  Free  Cash  peaked  at  over  $4  million 
During  1994,  the  Town  received  a  bond  rating  from  Moody's  Investors  Service  o 
A1 ,  the  same  rating  offered  in  1992  and  1993.  The  town  will  continue  to  seek  ar,: 
upgrading  of  the  bond  rating  to  reflect  the  improvements  in  our  financial  system; 
and  overall  condition. 

The  issue  of  wastewater  treatment  and  disposal  continued  in  1994  to  be  o 
prime  concern  to  the  Town  Manager  and  his  staff.  Based  upon  a  renegotiation  o 
the  wastewater  court  decree  with  the  Attorney  General  and  Department  of  Environ- 
mental Protection,  the  town  entered  into  Phase  IMA  of  the  wastewater  planninc 
process.  During  that  phase,  the  town's  consultant,  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee,  reex 
amined  wastewater  flow  projections,  increased  the  number  of  potential  treatment 
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|id  disposal  sites  to  be  evaluated,  and  continued  to  study  innovative  technologies, 
ksed  upon  revised  flow  estimates,  it  would  appear  the  magnitude  and  cost  of  the 
jastewater  project  will  be  significantly  less  than  originally  projected.  In  addition, 
|e  town  in  1994  sought  and  received  approval  of  a  50,000  gallon  per  day  "sewer 
tnk"  from  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection.  The  sewer  bank,  which 
'Iters  a  limited  amount  of  additional  sewer  capacity  for  residential,  commercial, 
uldustrial  and  government  use,  became  available  due  to  tie-in  of  the  new  county 
irrectional  facility  to  the  town's  wastewater  system. 

jj  During  1994,  a  number  of  projects  involving  present  and  future  public  facili- 
»s  required  the  attention  of  the  Town  Manager  and  his  staff.  Those  projects  in- 
Wuded  the  purchase  of  the  "Ryder  Building"  for  use  by  the  Department  of  Public 
works,  the  design  and  construction  of  the  new  police  station  on  Long  Pond  Road, 
e  design  of  the  new  animal  shelter  in  Cedarville,  the  design  of  renovations  to  the 
i|wn  office  building,  and  the  construction  of  a  new  water  tank  in  Cedarville. 

The  town  continued  in  1 994  to  implement  the  principles  and  practices  of  total 
wality  management.  Several  teams  of  employees  work  diligently  to  improve  the 
qjblic  facilities  sticker  issuance  process,  the  process  to  acquire  and  dispose  of 
Ijnd,  the  town's  employees  training  program  and  the  employee  activity  program, 
lie  town  also  continued  its  efforts  to  make  its  services  more  customer  friendly  and 
I  provide  to  the  taxpayers  lasting  value  for  the  their  tax  dollars. 

In  closing,  the  Town  Manager  and  Assistant  Town  Manager  thank  their  staff 
ijid  all  town  employees  for  their  dedication,  commitment  and  expertise  over  the 
pkst  year.

Staff  updated  addresses  for  each  town  resident  to  meet  the  sta 
dards  of  Enhanced  911  service  with  assistance  from  the  Town  Engineer's  Offidfl^ 
and  the  Assessing  Department.  A  four  month  project  by  Constance  Finnegan  elirr 
nated  hundreds  of  duplicate  entries  and  matched  computer  records  with  hard  cop§P 
Finally,  a  drop  list  of  over  9,600  names  pared  the  voting  list  to  an  accurate  grou 
The  work  of  Shannon  LaFrance,  a  student  from  Plymouth  South  High  School  c 
the  cooperative  program  was  outstanding  in  entering  the  data  for  the  census 


With  information  on  dog  licenses  on  computer  the  Clerk's  staff  initiated  a  rmf 
renewal  program.  Using  lists  of  dogs  from  the  town  census  and  lists  from  arerf^ 
veterinarians,  the  office  nearly  doubled  the  number  of  licenses  from  1993. 


The  multi-year  project  of  improving  the  town  archives  received  some  atteel  f; 
tion  as  disposal  of  unnecessary  records  identified  by  the  State  Public  Records  Off*?" 
fice  proceeded  with  the  assistance  of  department  heads.  The  beginning  of  a  con 
puterized  catalog  for  the  Archives  took  shape. 


The  Clerk's  Office  contracted  for  the  deacidification  and  rebinding  of  the  town 
oldest  records.  Both  vital  records  and  town  meeting  records  received  attention

(  every  division  to  surpass  the  professional  and  personal  boundaries  estab- 
I  tied  within  both  their  respective  units'  mission  statement  and  the  overall 
r  ission  of  the  town. 

As  you  will  see  from  the  following  reports,  the  Department  of  Finance  has 
mpleted  a  year  during  which  each  of  the  five  unique  divisions  has  experienced 
w  levels  of  achievement  in  the  pursuit  of  their  individual  missions. 

In  addition  to  the  many  individual  accomplishments  achieved  by  the  divisions 
er  the  past  year,  the  Department  of  Finance  has  been  able  to  bring  the  energies 
various  divisions  and  departments  together  in  order  to  complete  several  major 
jects. 

During  the  year,  the  Department  of  Finance  continued  to  improve  the  meth- 
s  of  collecting  revenues  due  to  the  town.  The  efforts  of  the  Collection  Division, 
Data  Processing  Division  and  the  Treasury  Division  resulted  in  a  Fiscal  '94  year 
d  revenue  surplus  (Free  Cash)  that  was  in  excess  of  $4,000,000.  Additionally, 
t|th  the  water  and  sewer  operations  posted  revenues  in  excess  of  expenditures. 
I  (conjunction  with  the  improved  utility  rate  setting,  billing  and  collecting  activity,  the 
sjccessful  effort  to  establish  a  Sewer  Enterprise  Fund  at  the  April  Annual  Town 
feting  has  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  the  first  surplus  position  within  the 
sjwer  fund. 
I 

l  The  Department  of  Finance  organized  and  held  the  town's  second  annual 
action  to  sell  off  surplus  property  obtained  through  the  tax  foreclosure  process, 
lie  combined  efforts  of  the  Assessing  Division,  Data  Processing  Division  and  Trea- 
s  ry  Division  were  used  to  accomplish  this  project. 

!  This  last  year  saw  the  dissolution  of  the  Plymouth-Carver  Regional  School 
[Wict.  This  action  resulted  in  the  merging  of  two  former  governmental  units  into 
Xje.  Outstanding  efforts  by  the  Accounting  Division  and  the  Treasury  Division  in 
exjunction  with  the  School  Department  resulted  in  a  very  smooth  transition  from 
t|o  corporate  identities  into  one. 
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Over  the  past  several  years,  the  Town  Meeting  has  authorized  the  usei 
bonded  indebtedness  for  several  large  capital  projects.  This  past  year  the  Dep^ 
ment  of  Finance  issued  several  temporary  notes  and  one  bond.  In  order  to  finar  jti 
the  third  phase  of  the  sewer  facility  planning  process,  the  town  has  secured  a  l« 
interest  note  from  the  Massachusetts  Water  Pollution  Abatement  Trust.  The  used 
this  state  funding  agency  resulted  in  a  considerable  interest  savings  for  the  Ph  m 
mouth  taxpayers  and  the  sewer  rate  payers.  The  Accounting  and  Treasury  Di)|$ 
sions  come  together  in  order  to  complete  this  transaction. 

The  town's  bond  was  sold  through  conventional  municipal  finance  methoc 
Within  this  bond,  the  town  financed  several  water  projects,  the  new  DPW  facil:  (Act 
and  a  portion  of  the  new  police  facility.  Given  the  increasing  interest  rate  envircn||r: 
ment  of  1 994,  bond  issuance  plans  were  modified.  The  bond  sale  date  was  i 
scheduled  from  the  winter  of  1995  to  the  fall  of  1994.  In  addition  to  all  of  the  wofljr' 
normally  performed  during  the  summer,  which  is  mainly  work  associated  with  ti 
conclusion  of  one  fiscal  year  and  the  commencement  of  a  new  one,  the  extra 
forts  of  the  Accounting  Division  and  the  Treasury  Division  allowed  the  town  to  b< 
row  at  a  point  in  time  prior  to  several  federal  actions  which  adversely  influence 
interest  rates. 


Just  as  the  year  was  coming  to  a  close,  the  Department  released  a  Five  Ye1  to: 
Data  Processing  Master  Plan.  The  project  has  extended  over  a  year  and  the  projei 
team  assisting  with  the  preparation  of  the  report  included  members  of  the  Depa 
ment  of  Finance,  the  Fire  Department,  the  Police  Department  and  the  School  Dl 
partment.  The  recommendations  contained  within  the  report  have  been  incorp 
rated  into  the  Town's  new  five  year  capital  improvement  plan. 

Presently,  the  Department  of  Finance  looks  forward  to  another  new  year  at 
enthusiastically  anticipates  achieving  new  levels  of  excellence.  The  Departme  r. 
wishes  to  thank  all  of  those  individuals  and  organizations  that  have  helped  car 
out  its  mission  over  the  past  year.

Ib.  Anne  Borghesani  joined  the  staff  in  an  all-important  support  role  and  contrib- 
led  to  the  operation  of  the  office.

MISSION  STATEMENT 


The  Collection  Division  is  responsible  for  collecting  real  estate,  person* 
property  and  excise  taxes  as  well  as  fees  for  water  and  sewer  use,  trailer  par 
usage,  municipal  lien  certificates  and  in  lieu  of  tax  payments  due  the  Towr 
The  office  is  also  responsible  for  the  sale  of  all  municipal  stickers.  It  is  th 
mission  of  this  office  to  serve  the  public  in  a  professional  manner  while  mair 
taining  the  important  cash  flow  to  the  town.  This  office  tries  to  understand 
the  problems  that  confront  the  taxpayer  and  offers  solutions  to  help  then 
cope  with  these  problems.  Through  the  use  of  total  quality  managemen 
tools,  the  division  tries  to  minimize  stress  in  the  office  and  provide  a  friendl 
atmosphere  to  the  Plymouth  taxpayer. 
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The  Collection  Division's  continuing  effort  of  improving  collection  contributed 
>atly  to  the  overall  Town  revenues  generated  to  meet  budget  expectations.  Rev- 
lue  goals  were  set  for  fiscal  1994  by  the  Director  of  Finance  at  levels  that  were 
ilistic  and  necessary  in  order  for  the  Town  to  maintain  its  budget  expectations, 
the  end  of  fiscal  1994  the  Collection  Division  exceeded  these  goals  and  was  a 
ijor  contributor  to  the  Town's  certified  "free  cash"  of  $4,383,505. 

Current  year  (fiscal  1994)  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  were  col- 
sessjjcted  at  100.21%  of  goal.  Prior  year  taxes  (delinquencies)  are  collected  jointly 
waatth  the  Treasury  Division  and  they  were  collected  at  125.78%  of  goal.  Water  and 
swer  taxes  were  collected  at  112.08%  and  100.45%  of  goal  respectively.  It  is 
cpected  that  future  goals  will  be  set  to  reflect  higher  expectations  of  collecting  the 
•  "wrrent  year's  taxes  and  less  reliance  on  prior  year  taxes  as  the  volume  of  delin- 
quencies continues  to  diminish. 

The  Collection  Division  is  approaching  the  process  of  placing  liens  on  delin- 
jent  properties  at  the  minimum  times  allowed  within  the  statutes.  This  acceler- 
ed  process  aids  both  the  Town  and  the  delinquent  taxpayer.  The  taxpayer  is 
ifTiformed  sooner  of  the  delinquency  which  affords  them  the  opportunity  to  pay  a 
nailer  past  due  amount  and  eliminates  the  additional  penalties  and  legal  costs 
IB  hich  are  added  to  the  lien.  The  Town  benefits  with  an  increased  cash  flow  and  a 
Bcrease  in  the  overall  amount  of  taxes  in  delinquency.

$e  in  interest  rates  throughout  the  fiscal  year.  A  stable  banking  environment  al- 
)ro|S  wed  Treasury  to  begin  eliminating  collateralized  accounts  which  were  originally 
eated  to  guarantee  the  security  of  the  Town's  cash  during  the  period  of  uncer- 
tainty in  the  banking  industry.  Removal  of  collateralized  accounts  and  their  asso- 
ated  costs  further  enhanced  the  gain  in  interest  revenue.  Treasury  policy  contin- 
in|jes  to  stress  security,  liquidity,  and  yield  in  this  order  of  priority  for  the  management 
cash. 

Treasury's  consistant  and  aggressive  collection  policy  brought  in  $2,054,668.11 
spai  f  deliquent  taxes  during  the  fiscal  year.  These  taxes  represent  amounts  due  for 
rior  years  which  are  liened  by  the  Town  Collecter  and  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer 
)r  collection  or  foreclosure.

*  Ten  public  safety  employees  received  the  Hepatitis  B  inoculations  as  pa 
of  an  ongoing  for  program  which  has  served  more  than  200  employees 
whose  jobs  have  a  high  potential  for  exposure  to  infectious  disease. 

*  Employees  are  given  an  opportunity  on  an  annual  basis  to  join  the 
Plymouth  Athletic  Club  without  an  enrollment  fee.  Almost  100  employee 
participate. 

*  Rabies  vaccine  was  offered  to  animal  and  dog  control  officers. 

INJURED  ON  DUTY  (111 F) 
&  DISABLED  RETIREE  (100B)  CLAIMS 

Massachusetts  General  Laws  require  the  Town  to  pay  directly  for  all  111 
(police  and  fire  injured-on-duty)  and  100B  (police  and  fire  injured-on-duty  retire 
claims.  The  Personnel  Department  continues  to  closely  monitor  the  injured-o 
duty  claims  with  the  Police  Chief  and  Fire  Chief.  Medical  claims  for  injured  on  du 
and  retired  disabled  police  and  firefighters  are  sent  to  AccuMed  for  review  an 
discounting  appropriate  to  workers'  compensation  rates.  Last  year,  the  average 
reduction  on  claims  was  50%  resulting  in  a  cost  savings  to  the  Town  of  $21 ,81 8.66^ 
In  addition,  many  health  care  providers  are  automatically  reducing  their  claims  1 
the  worker's  compensation  rate.  The  Department  negotiated  directly  with  a  physi 
cian  for  a  $6,000  deduction  on  surgical  fees. 
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IRKERS'  COMPENSATION 

The  town  works  with  the  Massachusetts  Interlocal  Insurance  Association  (Ml  I  A) 
provide  a  comprehensive  program  to  reduce  on  the  job  injury  and  to  increase 
>loyee  safety  awareness.  In  1 994: 

*  safety  reviews  were  conducted  at  six  town  facilities,  including  Town  Hall, 
Court  Street,  Ryder  Building,  Sewer  plant,  Library,  and  the  Parks  Depart- 
ment. 

*  Modified  work  programs  were  provided  to  ten  employees  in  cooperation 
with  the  occupational  health  nurse  at  Ml  I  A. 

*  The  Executive  Safety  Committee  met  six  times  to  review  the  lost  time 
claims  and  accident  reports  and  to  identify  training  needs. 

*  Safety  training  was  available  to  employees  who  experienced  lost  time. 

*  Back  injury  prevention  training  was  presented  to  over  1 00  employees 
from  DPW,  clerical  and  administrative  groups. 

BOR  RELATIONS 

In  1994,  Police  and  Fire  contract  settlements  were  reached  bringing  all  Town 
lions  into  90-1 0  share  on  the  health  insurance.  Five  labor-management  subcom- 
ittees,  identified  as  a  result  of  collective  bargaining,  have  completed  studies  and 
e  Personnel  Department  has  been  directly  involved:  Clerical  Bereavement  Leave 
tudy  Committee,  Sick  Leave  Pool  Study  Committee,  Clerical  Classification  and 
ompensation  Committee,  Clerical  Performance  Appraisal/Bonus  Committee,  and 
p|e  Infectious  Disease  Control  Study.  The  Personnel  Department  functions  as  fa- 
llitator  and  resource  person  to  these  committees.

This  department  seeks  to  balance  the  overall  public  good  with  individi) 
rights  and  interests.  As  professional  support  staff,  reliable  guidance  ai  F 
assistance  is  to  be  provided  to  boards,  agencies,  citizens,  and  other  Toy  • 
departments. 


The  year  1 994  was  the  third  full  year  of  operation  for  this  consolidated  depa  P 
ment.  Responsibility  includes  supervision  and  coordination  of  town  agencies 
lated  to  subdivision  control,  land  acquisition,  conservation,  redevelopment  and  ff* 
vitalization,  zoning  appeals,  design  review,  historic  preservation,  affordable  hoi  z 
ing  and  economic  development.  This  was  the  first  full  year  operating  with  a  cci 
solidated  budget.  This  proved  to  be  an  effective  means  of  assuring  fiscal  accous 
ability  and  efficiency. 


Working  under  the  direction  of  the  Director  of  Planning  and  Developmei  *' 
individual  boards  and  agencies  are  working  more  closely  together.  This  is  impc  In- 
fant not  only  in  the  review  of  specific  development  proposals  but  in  the  develc  1:5 
ment  of  consistent  Town  policy. 

A  major  initiative  was  completed  this  year  through  the  Total  Quality  Managi 
ment  Program  to  better  organize  the  Town's  land  acquisition  process.  While  chang  e 
have  been  initiated,  it  is  anticipated  that  an  entirely  new  committee  structure  woi 
be  implemented  in  the  new  year.  Major  land  acquisitions  completed  this  year  i 
volved  the  site  of  the  new  Police  Station  on  Long  Pond  Road  and  the  water  towA^, 
site  in  Cedarville.  An  appropriation  was  also  made  by  Town  Meeting  for  purcha^

The  April  Town  Meeting  approved  several  zoning  articles  from  the  Cedarville 
ister  Plan.  Due  to  the  desire  to  remain  rural,  the  maximum  square  footage  for 
uctures  in  the  Commercial  District  will  be  limited  to  24,000  sq.  ft.  The  second 
tide  encourages  businesses  to  place  their  parking  lot  to  the  rear  so  that  a  more 
ractive  frontage  will  be  visible  in  the  village. 

The  new  Plymouth  Animal  Shelter  will  be  coming  to  Cedarville  and  both  com- 
ttees  have  met  on  this  project.  The  Cedarville  Steering  Committee  members 
relntinue  to  work  once  a  month  at  the  Recycling  Center.  The  Committee  wishes  to 
Jank  the  Star  Market  for  use  of  the  meeting  room.  Jack  Lenox,  Lee  Hartmann  and 
Jp  Planning  Board  for  their  assistance,  the  Selectmen,  and  all  town  employees 
mo  help  the  committee  to  implement  the  Cedarville  Master  Plan.

In  1 994  the  Office  of  Community  Development  was  successful  in  continue  ^ 
its  basic  programs  in  the  areas  of  home  rehabilitation,  public  social  serviccj  ^ 
streetscape  improvements  and  commercial  property  improvements  while  expan  fl 
ing  the  variety  of  grant  funded  services  offered  to  Town  residents  and  businessq  ^

Services  offered  for  the  first  time  in  1994  included  assistance  to  first-ti 
homebuyers,  rental  assistance  to  tenants,  small  business  assistance,  park  improv 
ments  and  removal  of  architectural  barriers  to  the  disabled.

Housing  services,  including  home  rehabilitation  and  first-time  homebuyer  s 
sistance,  were  offered  on  a  town-wide  basis.  Park  improvements  in  process  a 
scheduled  for  Veterans  Field  in  North  Plymouth,  Fresh  Pond  Park  in  Manometai 
Huntley  Playground  in  Buttermilk  Bay.  Implementation  of  the  Plymouth  Cento  ^ 
Waterfront  Area  Master  Plan  has  continued  in  cooperation  with  the  Plymouth  Dow  .7 
town/Harbor  Corporation  with  a  program  of  5  commercial  facades  and  5  signs  u 
derway.  In  addition,  design  is  complete  for  streetscape  improvements  to  NorC: 
Street.  The  North  Street  improvements  will  be  completed  in  1 995  as  will  a  conti 
ued  small  business  assistance  program. 


In  North  Plymouth  a  pilot  commercial  facade  and  sign  program  was  corj 
pleted  and  a  full  program  of  5  facades  and  10  signs  was  begun.  Small  business 
in  North  Plymouth  are  being  offered  technical  assistance  in  a  program  pattern* 
after  a  similar  one  completed  in  the  Downtown/Harbor  District.  The  Plymouth  Hou 
ing  Authority,  as  a  grant  subrecipient,  conducted  the  North  Plymouth  Stabilizatic 
Program  which  offered  training  to  landlords  and  tenants  in  that  area. 

Social  services  on  a  town-wide  basis  were  made  available  through  tv 
subrecipients,  the  Greater  Plymouth  Literacy  Program  and  the  Plymouth  Commij 
sicn  on  Handicapped  Affairs.  The  former  has  begun  its  program  to  prepare  at  ... 
proximately  15  low-income  adults  for  their  GED  examinations  and  the  latter  w 
soon  begin  a  short-term  wheelchair  loan  program  to  aid  handicapped  and  elder 
persons. 


Overall,  the  Office  has  administered  grant  funds  in  excess  of  $1 ,630,000.C 
during  1994.  OCD  looks  forward  to  continuing  its  mission  to  the  benefit  of  PI; 
mouth  residents  and  businesses  in  the  coming  year. 
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Conservation  Commission 


MISSION  STATEMENT 


The  mission  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  wetlands  and 
sources  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  through  acquisition,  management,  edu- 
tion  and  regulations  to  act  as  a  liaison  between  the  public  and  other  gov- 
nmental  agencies  in  protecting  our  natural  resources  and  to  become  an 
^  ivironmental  (educational)  resource  for  the  public  and  Town  agencies,  both 
rough  a  library  of  literature  and  through  the  collective  knowledge  of  the 
jnservation  members. 


The  Conservation  Commission  consists  of  seven  volunteer  members,  who 
e  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  assisted  by  paid  conservation  staff. 
ie  Commission  is  charged  with  several  duties  including  the  acquisition  of  land  for 
e  purpose  of  management  and  promotion  of  unspoiled  natural  resource  areas 
)6  the  protection  of  inland  and  coastal  natural  resources.  The  protecting  of  these 
itural  resources  benefits  the  Town  by  providing  flood  control,  protection  from  storm 
image,  protection  of  clean  water  supplies,  promotion  of  wildlife  diversity  and  rec- 
ation.  In  an  effort  to  increase  everyone's  knowledge  about  the  environmental 
ws,  pollution  and  resource/wetlands  protection,  the  commission  is  available  for 
esentations  to  schools,  boards,  clubs  or  groups. 

Pursuant  to  its  mandate  under  the  Town  of  Plymouth's  Wetlands  By-law  and 
eneral  Laws,  Chapter  131,  S40,  et  seq.,  the  Conservation  Commission  acted  on 
5  Notices  of  Intent  (permit  requests)  for  activity  taking  place  within  areas  subject 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Conservation  Commission.  Additionally,  29  Requests  for 
etermination  (of  whether  proposed  activity  was  taking  place  within  a  conservation 
ea)  and  39  Jurisdictional  Opinions 
were  filed. 


Several  controversial  projects  included  permitting  Walmart  at  Cordage  Park 
here  a  ninetieth  century  building  is  to  be  demolished,  and  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
d  Colony  Railroad  into  Cordage  Park,  where  significant  environmental  protec- 
ns  needed  to  be  taken,  including  drainage  control  structures  for  the  large  parking 
icilities  to  service  these  projects.  In  addition,  the  Commission  permitted  the  resto- 
ition  and  revegetation  and  endorsed  the  new  plans  for  the  Department  of  Environ- 
lental  Management's  project  at  Pilgrim  Memorial  State  Park,  Phase  I.

Design  Review 

The  Design  Review  Board  had  an  active  schedule  again  this  year  meeting 
nearly  every  month  on  Wednesday  evening.

The  Design  Review  Board  advises  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Ap* 
peals  on  Special  Permit  Applications  using  the  Appearance  Code.  The  Appeal 
ance  Code  focuses  on  design  principles  that  encourage  harmony  and  compatibility 
with  surroundings.  Our  review  considers  issues  like  colors,  materials,  landscaping 
lighting,  location,  and  overall  appearance.  The  Board  also  reviews  the  construcf 
tion  or  enlargement  of  commercial  buildings  and  multi-unit  residential  buildings  a* 
requested  by  the  Building  Commissioner,  again  based  on  the  Appearance  Code! 
Lastly,  the  Board  reviews  projects  subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions  ii  b 
accordance  with  those  criteria. 

This  years's  project  list  included  a  number  of  larger  commercial  building  pro 
posals,  like  Shaw's  Supermarket,  K-Mart,  Wal-Mart,  the  Boys  and  Girls  Club,  th« 
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ice  Station  and  the  Indian  River  Inn.  The  larger  projects  usually  consisted  of 
:(§re  than  one  review  as  the  projects  became  more  fully  developed.  The  Board 
jitionally  looked  at  a  number  of  other  commercial  and  residential  designs  of  a 
njre  limited  scope.

Siigle  family  residential  projects  that  require  a  special  permit  come  for  review  of 
m  Board,  such  as  for  construction  closer  to  the  lot  lines  than  the  Zoning  By-Law 
fbws.

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KAO  Infosystems  continued  their  expansion,  utilizing  the  former  Foxboro  C< 
pany  facilities  which  they  acquired  in  1993  as  a  compliment  to  their  existing  faci 
Party  Lite  Gifts,  TECH  ETCH  and  Pixley  Richards  all  were  planning  or  in  the  f 
cess  of  expansions  at  years  end.  CDF  Corporation,  a  manufacturer  of  drum  j 
barrel  liners  purchased  the  former  Friskies  (Superior  Pet  Products)  building  for 
siting  of  the  corporate  headquarters  and  manufacturing  operation. 

The  Office  of  Economic  Development  worked  closely  with  two  project  dev 
opers  whose  plans  called  for  a  major  reuse  of  parts  of  the  Cordage  Park  compl 
Wal*Mart  Stores  won  approvals  for  the  new  130,000  square  foot  retail  store  wh!  *° 
will  serve  as  the  major  anchor  for  the  development  of  Cordage  Park  as  a  retail  e 
mixed  use  center.  Also  considered  in  1 994  were  plans  for  a  major  project  wfv 
was  designed  around  the  23  acre  parcel  along  the  Cordage  Park  waterfront.  T 
proposed  Cordage  Landing  was  to  have  a  floating  casino  as  its  primary  piece  cfl^ 
total  development  project.  A  hotel  conference  facility,  a  museum,  residential  o 
dominiums,  and  a  seaside  marketplace  were  also  key  pieces  of  the  project.  Vot< 
overwhelmingly  supported  the  concept  of  the  project,  which  ultimately  was  shelv 
due  to  commitments  made  by  the  Commonwealth  to  other  gaming  projects.

The  OED  also  continued  to  work  to  build  strong  support  organizations  lo 
small  business  activities  through  neighborhood  business  groups  such  as  the  No 
Plymouth  Business  Association.  Programs  under  development  to  assist  local  sm 
businesses  include  the  Plymouth  Business  Investment  Fund,  a  revolving  loan  p*r.a 
gram  intended  to  assist  in  the  establishment,  attraction,  and  growth  of  small  aye 
micro  businesses. 

Also,  the  OED  Technical  Assistance  Program  is  being  developed.  The  tec 
nical  assistance  will  be  based  on  a  team  of  providers  that  will  work  closely  with  tf\ 
Office  to  assist  businesses  with  problems  and  decisions  specific  to  identified  dis<j 
plines. 

Collaborations  with  outside  organizations  such  as  the  Plymouth  Area  Char 
ber  of  Commerce  were  again  conducted  during  1994.  Special  tourism  events  ar 
program  specific  projects  were  undertaken  jointly.  The  Plymouth  Higher  Educatic|

In  additr 
OCPC,  which  serves  fifteen  communities  in  the  Brockton  -  Plymouth  areas,  is  t 
only  regional  planning  agency  in  Massachusetts  to  be  designated  as  an  Area  Agen 
on  Aging.  In  this  responsibility  the  Council  managed  federal  Older  Americans  / 
funding  for  its  regular  planning  district  plus  eight  additional  municipalities.  T 
Council  is  also  designated  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  as  the  Meti 
politan  Planning  Organization  for  transportation  planning  and  as  an  Economic  D  ^ 
velopment  District  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce,  Economic  Developmej 
Administration  for  economic  development  planning,  coordination  and  financial  su 
port. 


Each  member  community  of  the  Council  is  represented  by  one  delegate  arff  r'y 
one  alternate  member.  The  Town  of  Plymouth  is  represented  by  John  F.  Lenox  a 
Lee  Hartmann.  The  Council  members  establish  policy,  develop  the  work  prograr 
and,  employ  and  oversee  the  activities  of  the  professional  staff.  The  Council  mee' 
on  the  last  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  OCPC  offices  located 
70  School  Street  in  Brockton.

The  Office  of  Community  Planning  is  a  community  resource  for  infor- 
lation  on  many  issues.  The  office  through  the  master  plan  process  is  re- 
ponsible  for  creating  a  coordinated  long  range  vision  of  the  community  and 
jnctions  as  liaison  between  various  public  and  private  entities  and  to  initi- 
ate conflicts. 
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Customers  include  the  Planning  Board,  various  other  local,  state,  re- 
onal,  and  federal,  boards,  departments,  and  agencies,  neighborhood  groups, 
evelopers,  and  ordinary  citizens. 


A  primary  obligation  is  to  advocate  for  needs  of  the  residents  of  Ply- 
mouth. The  office  also  promotes  innovative  measures  to  manage  growth 
tnd  protect  the  environment.  In  addition,  the  staff  is  obligated  to  remind  the 
ommunity  of  the  long  range  consequences  of  decisions  made  today. 


es;  The  year  1994  was  highlighted  by  several  major  commercial  and  industrial 
^itevelopment  proposals  in  the  Town.  In  previous  years  the  focus  of  the  Planning 
j0|)3oard  has  been  the  management  of  residential  development.  Proposals  for  a  golf 
Jbourse,  two  large  retail  stores,  industrial  expansions,  and  the  adoption  of  a  new 
jjj  pommercial  development  bylaw  are  some  of  the  significant  proposals  reviewed  by 
ihe  Board  in  1994. 

ijj  The  Board  held  31  regularly  scheduled  meetings  in  1994,  and  met  addition- 
ally with  other  boards  and  agencies  as  a  cooperative  participant  within  the  Depart- 
ment of  Planning  &  Development.

In  administering  its  duties  under  the  Massachusetts  Subdivision  Control 
the  Planning  Board  reviewed  44  Approval  Not  Required  Plans.  The  Planning  B 
reviewed  plans  for  eight  residential  and  one  commercial  subdivision,  as  well  as  01 
preliminary  residential  subdivision  plan.  Seven  of  the  eight  residential  subdivision 
were  reduced  density  developments.  In  a  reduced  density  subdivision,  the  Boa;  0 
agrees  to  waive  some  of  the  street  construction  requirements.  In  return,  the  nurJ 
ber  of  dwellings  in  development  must  be  reduced  by  66  percent,  the  roads  rema 
private,  and  no  further  subdivision  is  allowed.  This  process  has  been  successful  i 
reducing  the  number  of  dwellings  constructed  and  their  associated  impacts  on  tov» 
services. 


The  Board  also  negotiated  an  agreement  for  the  Pond  at  Plymouth  develof 
ment  resulting  in  the  establishment  of  a  $500,000  road  maintenance  account  f<  t' 
the  development.

of  Appeals  cases.  In  addition,  industrial  and  commercial  site  plans  were  reviewec

Atlantic  Country  Club 

The  Atlantic  Country  Club  is  located  on  Little  Sandy  Pond  Road.  This  18  ho 
golf  course  opened  in  the  fall  of  1994.  A  significant  portion  of  Little  Sandy  Pone 
Road  was  improved  in  conjunction  with  this  project. 


The  Sofran  Group  (K-Mart) 

Located  on  Pilgrim  Hill  Road  this  project  included  a  47,327  square  foot  ex 
pansion  to  a  previously  approved  118,000  square  foot  shopping  center.  Proposed!^ 
was  the  construction  of  a  1 1 8,000  square  foot  K-Mart  department  store  adjacent  tqfi £ 
the  Shaw's  Supermarket. 

Wal-Mart 

The  Wal*Mart  proposal  calls  for  the  construction  of  a  133,000  square  fool 
Wal*Mart  department  store  within  the  Cordage  Park  complex. 


Indian  River  Inn 

The  Indian  River  Inn  is  located  on  State  Road  in  Manomet.  The  proposal 
includes  an  expansion  in  seating  and  significant  building  renovation.

Rehab  Program  (purchase  and  rehab),  Qualified  Rehab  Program  (re-mortgage  ar  0 

rehab),  Get  The  Lead  Out  (lean  paint  abatement  program),  and  the  First  Tim  w« 

Homebuyers  Counseling  Program  were  all  extremely  popular  during  the  past  yea  ^ 
which  accounts  for  a  record  $1 ,250,000  in  activity. 


In  October  of  this  year,  MHFA,  in  conjunction  with  the  Economic  Office 
Community  Development  (EOCD),  designed  a  new  lead  abatement  program  an 
appropriated  approximately  $5,000,000  to  be  used  by  owners  of  rental  propertie 
to  delead  rental  units.

suade  the  owners  of  the  complex  to  prepare  a  schedule  for  the  rehabilitation  of  th 
apartment  buildings  appear  to  have  fallen  on  deaf  ears.  Therefore,  the  Authority 
through  provisions  of  the  Summer  High  Street  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  has  requests 
direction  from  town  counsel  for  the  legal  steps  the  Town  must  take  to  enforce  com 
pliance  with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan.  The  "Plan"  is  a  legal  and  binding  documer 
approved  jointly  by  the  Town,  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority,  the  Com  * 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  U.S.  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  ^ 
now  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  which  binds  redevelopers  in  the  Summe  ^c 
High  Street  Urban  Renewal  Area  to  maintain  their  properties  in  good  repair. 

Town  Counsel  has  recently  advised  the  Authority  that  the  Plan  is  indeed  en  m 
forceable  through  the  courts.

The  Visitor  Service  Board  is  an  advisory  committee  to  the  Town  Manager  who 
nj)orts  to  Selectmen.  It  is  made  up  of  seven  volunteer  members,  with  staff  support 


the  Office  of  Economic  Development,  who  are  charged  with  funnelling  the 
pblic  monies  of  the  Town  Promotions  Fund  to  the  appropriate  private  agencies 
v  ere  it  is  matched  on  at  least  a  1:1  ratio  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  Plymouth 
tllough  various  promotional  efforts  and  programs  that  benefit  the  visitors  and  resi- 
sts alike. 

The  Board's  three  major  functions  are  to  oversee  the  operation  of  the  Town's 
:\j>itor  Information  Center  on  Water  Street  (presently  contracted  out  to  Destination 
Flf mouth),  to  find  and  contract  for  the  appropriate  promotions  mechanism  to  give 
Plymouth  Maximum  visibility  in  the  marketplace,  and  to  expand  on  the  successful 
rjni-grant  program  which  provides  'seed  money'  for  local  events  (like  the  Festival 
cjNorthern  Lights,  the  July  4  parade  &  Fireworks,  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce's 
terfront  Festival).

The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  (ZBA)  is  comprised  of  seven  volunteer  Phj 
mouth  residents  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  The  Board  meets  on  an  average  <j 
twice  per  month.  The  total  amount  of  filing  fees  collected  was  $2,850.00  and  5j 
applications  were  filed.  There  were  a  variety  of  petitions  ranging  from  Variand 
requests  for  minor  home  improvements  such  as  decks,  additions  and  buildable  l<j 
approvals  to  Special  Permit  requests  for  retail,  expansions  on  non-conforming  usej 
and  structures,  and  extensions  of  previously  approved  projects. 

There  were  41  decisions  rendering  approval  and  12  denials  or  withdrawals! 
Some  examples  of  petitions  that  were  considered  before  the  ZBA  are: 

Wal*Mart  at  Cordage  Park  on  Court  Street  which  was  granted  a  Special  Peri 
mit  in  order  to  construct  a  133,000  square  foot  retail  store. 

K-Mart  (Sofran  Group)  on  Pilgrim  Hill  Road  (off  Route  44)  which  was  denies 
the  request  to  construct  a  118,000  square  foot  retail  store. 
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Indian  River  Inn  on  State  Road  in  Manomet  was  granted  a  Special  Permit  in 
order  to  increase  the  seating  and  renovate  the  existing  restaurant  and  inn. 


The  Town  of  Plymouth  was  granted  a  Special  Permit  in  order  to  construct  a 
new  water  tank  on  Buckskin  Path  off  State  Road  in  Cedarville. 

P.A.  Landers,  Co.  off  Nicks  Rock  Road  was  approved  the  request  to  construct 
an  asphalt  batching  plant. 

There  were  five  decisions  appealed  to  Superior  Court  which  are  pending  liti- 
gation.

This  year  continued  the  expansion  of  computerized  incident  reporting  to  a 
six  fire  stations  which  now  have  computers  linked  to  Headquarters  Station.  Th 
gives  the  department  fully  computerized  incident  reporting  and  greatly  reduces  re 
quired  man  hours. 

In  addition,  the  department  continues  to  make  progress  with  the  developmer  L'...' 
of  911  data  base.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  911  system  will  be  on  line  in  timing  wit 
the  new  Police  Station.  It  can  not  be  emphasized  enough  to  every  propert 
owner  the  importance  of  properly  posting  the  correct  number  on  their  house 
or  business  property. 


The  Fire  Incident  Command  System,  which  was  in  development  last  year* 
designed  to  provide  a  uniform  system  of  fire  ground  control  and  also  to  improve  or 
fire  fighter  safety,  has  been  implemented  and  is  proving  to  be  a  successful  tool  ir 
fireground  management. 


There  has  also  been  put  into  service  a  new  Pierce  Arrow  Class  A  Pumpinc 
Engine  at  the  West  Plymouth  Station.  This  new  engine  is  the  first  ever  in  thi 
department  with  a  completely  enclosed  cab,  class  A  &  B  foam  system,  anti  ski 
brake  system  and  many  safety  features.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  piece  of  appara- 
tus  will  provide  twenty  years  of  service  to  the  Town.

AINING  DIVISION 


Firefighter  training  continues  to  be  a  very  important  issue  as  each  year  pre- 
its  new  aspects  in  the  job  of  saving  lives  and  providing  emergency  services. 


The  title  "firefighter"  no  longer  entirely  describes  the  duties  a  member  of  the 
partment  is  expected  to  perform.  In  addition  to  continually  providing  fire  training 
kh  in  house  and  at  the  State  Fire  Academy,  this  year  joint  training  was  conducted 
v!h  the  Towns  of  Kingston  and  Duxbury  in  the  specialized  areas  of  confined  space 
r»ijcue,  rope  rescue,  and  trench  rescue. 

IE  PREVENTION  OFFICE 

The  Fire  Prevention  Office  has  two  assigned  Officers  and  it  is  the  responsibil- 
of  these  officers  to  review  the  plans  for  all  new  construction  within  the  Town 
iking  sure  that  any  and  all  Fire  Safety  requirements  are  met.  These  include,  but 
not  limited  to,  Automatic  Fire  Sprinklers,  Fire  Alarm  Systems,  adequate  access 
fire  fighting  and  adequate  water  supply.  Inspections  are  made  during  the  con- 
iction  of  buildings  to  assure  that  the  work  complies  with  fire  prevention  stan- 
irds  and  codes. 

In  addition  to  new  construction,  it  is  also  their  responsibility  to  conduct  peri- 
(|lic  inspections,  as  required  by  law,  of  the  Hospital,  Schools,  Nursing  Homes, 
parages,  etc.  They  also  provide  the  certification  of  compliance  for  smoke  detec- 
ts for  the  sale  of  any  residential  units  and  conduct  inspections  of  oil  fired  burners, 
I  tank  installations  and  removals,  self  service  gas  stations,  and  for  any  Fire  Code 
olations. 


j  This  office  is  responsible  for  Fire  Safety  Education  and  this  year  the  National 
[re  Protection  Associations  "Learn  Not  to  Burn"  program,  which  was  introduced  to 
e  schools  last  year,  was  improved  with  the  addition  of  the  level  2  curriculum  guide 
I  each  elementary  school.  All  students  in  grades  K-4  and  grades  6  &  7  will  have 
kceived  a  Fire  Safety  presentation  building  upon  a  program  that  was  designed  to 
3ep  our  children  practicing  fire  safety  at  all  grade  levels  on  a  year  round  basis. 
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Supervised  tours  of  the  fire  stations  are  held  at  all  six  stations  and  this ) 
tours  were  provided  for  over  1 ,700  children.  Coordination  of  these  tours  are  hanc^t 
by  the  fire  prevention  office. 

For  the  first  time,  the  department  participated  in  fire  prevention  shows  at  IrJL 
pendence  Mall  and  Cape  Cod  Mall.  Fire  prevention  and  safety  information  \  -p< 
distributed  at  no  cost  to  the  Towns  or  recipients  at  these  shows  and  various  pie  <  i 
of  fire  fighting  equipment  were  also  demonstrated. 


APPARATUS  REPAIR  DIVISION 


The  Fire  Department  Apparatus  Repair  Division  is  responsible  for  the  main 
nance  and  repairs  to  the  thirty-three  fire  vehicles  that  are  the  property  of  the  Toi 
of  Plymouth.  These  vehicles  range  from  basic  sedans  to  large  ladder  trucks.  Eej 
and  every  unit  is  unique  in  design  and  operation  and  each  presents  its  own  set; 
special  maintenance  problems.  The  ages  of  these  vehicles  range  from  eight  mont* 
old  to  thirty-five  years  old.  Parts  for  some  of  these  vehicles  are  impossible  to  ob\i\ 
and  in  many  cases  they  have  to  be  custom  manufactured. 

The  department  took  delivery  of  a  new  Pierce  1 500  GPM  pumping  engine  t\ 
past  June.  This  truck  was  purchased  by  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1 993  and  is 
new  concept  for  Plymouth  because  it  has  a  complete  stainless  steel  body  that  h 
a  written  ten  year  warranty.  Due  to  the  effects  of  the  winter  road  salt  and  the  seve 
northeast  storms  of  the  past  few  years,  rust  and  corrosion  have  been  major  pro 
lems  with  our  steel  engine  bodies  and  we  are  hopeful  that  this  stainless  body  co 
struction  will  minimize  this  type  of  problem. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1 994  the  department  was  successful  in  obtain 
ing  funding  for  rehabilitation  projects  on  three  vehicles.  A  new  body  and  water  tar 
on  engine  #7,  a  new  water  tank  and  fenders  on  tanker  #2,  some  body,  cab,  an 
paint  work  on  engine  #4.  This  is  just  a  small  part  of  what  should  be  an  ongoi 
program  to  update  and  refurbish  many  of  our  older  vehicles.

The  department  hopes  that  a  replacement  program  for  many  of  the  old( 
vehicles  can  be  continued  over  the  next  few  years  to  replace  the  vehicles  that  an 
over  twenty  years  of  age.  These  have  become  almost  impossible  to  repair  be)  j^k 
cause  of  age  and  the  non-availability  of  parts. 

FiRE  ALARM  DIVISION 

The  growth  in  use  of  the  municipal  fire  alarm  system  for  automatic  notificatior  )r.: : 
to  the  fire  department  of  alarm  conditions  in  industrial  and  commercial  properties- 
continues.  These  systems  are  installed  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayer  and  utilize 
existing  fire  alarm  circuits  throughout  the  Town.  Many  alarms  are  received  by  thctl 
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aidmatic  activation  of  detection  devices  that  are  connected  to  the  municipal  fire 
aim  system.  Most  of  the  alarms  are  trivial  in  nature  because  of  this  early  detec- 
ts and  reporting.  However,  the  potential  for  considerable  reduction  in  fire  loss  is 
gnat  and  this  system  reduces  the  operating  expense  for  the  department.  The 
d*mce  of  loss  of  tax  base  and  employment  within  the  community  is  also  reduced. 

j  Valuable  assistance  has,  as  usual,  been  rendered  this  division  by  other  mem- 
b  s  of  the  fire  department.  Many  projects  would  still  remain  incomplete  without 
«■ ;  aid.

FOREST  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

While  this  past  year's  forest  fire  report  does  not  indicate  any  extremely  lar<i| 
fire,  it  does  show  a  number  of  smaller  fires  which  were  quickly  brought  under  co- 
trol  by  members  of  the  department. 

As  indicated  in  the  past,  Plymouth  contains  types  of  vegetation  which  pr< 
sents  some  of  the  most  severe  fire  conditions  in  the  country.  The  natural  fuel  suj*  r 
ply  coupled  with  the  expansion  of  residential  growth  into  and  bordering  our  woode?  v 
areas  causes  great  concern.  Homeowners  in  these  wooded  areas  should  tak 
precautions  to  protect  their  property  from  forest  fires.  The  department  will  glad;|[f- v 
provide  information  to  assist  homeowners  in  this  endeavor.  ' 

This  past  year  has  seen  completion  of  a  report  on  the  Myles  Standish  Stat]  . ;  - 
Forest  and  its  impact  on  the  Town.  A  special  task  force,  headed  by  Representative 
Peter  Forman,  has  developed  a  summary  of  goals  which,  when  implemented,  m  ;  \ 
improve  on  the  deteriorating  fire  conditions  within  the  State  Forest.

In  1994,  the  number  of  civilian  Police  Dispatchers  was  increased  from  5  to 
7>.  This  desperately  needed  addition  to  the  dispatch  function  provides  the  public 
am  a  more  rapid  delivery  of  services  in  time  of  need.  The  department  continues  to 
ji'elop  communication  plans  in  anticipation  of  E-911  service  which  is  expected  to 
>  installed  in  the  new  police  facility,  and  which  is  scheduled  to  open  in  the  early 
;j|lof1995. 

j  During  the  past  year,  the  department  also  re-examined  the  method  of  delivery 
oolice  services.  This  self  evaluation  led  to  changes  in  two  significant  areas.  First, 
...jwular  full  time  officers  were  assigned  to  foot  patrol  along  the  waterfront  during  the 
!r  i>iest  months.  The  assignment  of  veteran  officers  to  a  regular  foot  patrol  had  a 
nificant  impact  in  reducing  police  related  problems  in  the  target  area.  The  de- 
tment  received  many  compliments  on  the  highly  visible  proactive  police  foot 
:rols.  Secondly,  the  Park  Police  Division  was  totally  reorganized.  This  was  ac- 
nplished  by  furnishing  these  seasonal  officers  with  a  distinctive  green  uniform  to 
fine  their  role  as  eyes  and  ears  for  the  regular  patrol  force,  by  increasing  man- 
ig  to  provide  coverage  at  more  public  parks  and  beach  locations,  by  assigning 
rk  Officers  to  fixed  posts  and  by  deploying  regular  Police  Officers  to  patrol  duty 
hin  the  park  and  beach  areas.  All  of  these  changes  improved  both  the  park  and 
ach  areas.  All  of  these  changes  improved  both  the  performance  of  the  Park  Of- 
fers and  provided  heightened  visibility  and  service  to  the  public. 


|!  Technologically  speaking,  this  year  saw  the  implementation  of  computerized 
poto  imaging  capability  which  captures  and  stores  photographs  electronically, 
rationally,  Phase  I  of  the  installation  of  lap  top  computers  in  patrol  vehicles  is 
derway.  These  computers  will  allow  officers  to  not  only  obtain  license  and  regis- 
tion  information,  but  will  enable  officers  to  check  on  wanted  and  missing  persons 
d  to  actually  write  reports  in  the  cruiser  and  send  them  electronically  over  the 
lice  radio  into  the  computer  at  headquarters.  Phase  II  should  be  completed  in 
95,  which  will  equip  every  patrol  car  with  these  devices. 
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Lastly,  the  department  continues  to  constantly  reassess  its  own  performs 
in  an  effort  to  provide  better  service  each  day.

The  mission  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth's  Building  Department  is  to  en- 
rce  all  applicable  codes  in  order  to  ensure  a  safe  environment  for  the  corn- 
unity,  along  with  presenting  a  caring  and  efficient  team  that  understands 
e  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  Staying  updated  on  all 
rtinent  literature  gives  us  the  ability  to  provide  professional  and  non-con- 
cting  answers  and  information  for  the  general  public  and  fellow  employ- 
s. 

Over  the  last  three  years,  the  Building  Department  has  seen  a  stabilizing 
ect  in  the  amount  of  permits  issued  in  a  given  year.  This  indicates  that  growth  in 
ymouth  is  starting  to  slow  down.  Although  growth  is  slowing  down,  there  is  still  a 
of  activity  going  on,  as  well  as  a  lot  of  new  people  moving  into  town. 

The  Building/Zoning  Department  is  a  multi-facet  public  safety  department, 
lis  Department  enforced  regulation  and  issues  permits  for  the  following: 

1)  Building 

2)  Zoning 

3)  Wiring 

4)  Plumbing 

5)  Gas 

6)  Certify  Places  of  Assembly 

7)  Handicap  Requirements 

8)  Board  of  Appeals  Decisions 

9)  Certify  Schools 

This  department  works  very  closely  with  the  Board  of  Appeals  in  enforcing 
ieir  decisions  as  well  as  helping  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  information  pertain- 
g  to  all  the  licenses  they  issue.  As  everyone  is  aware,  the  last  two  years  the 
onomy  has  not  been  good.  Because  of  this,  there  were  many  properties  in  Ply- 
louth  that  were  abandoned  for  one  reason  or  another.  As  they  buildings  sat,  they 
ecame  a  safety  problem  requiring  this  department  to  go  in  and  board  them  up  or 
*ar  them  down.  This  was  a  new  facet  that  never  had  to  be  dealt  with  before.  This 
as  handled,  and  it  pleased  many  town  residents.  This  department  is  currently 
'orking  with  the  Selectmens  office  in  enforcing  the  new  ADA  (handicap)  regula- 
ons. 

Over  the  years,  this  department  has  become  one  of  the  best  building  depart- 
lents  in  the  state.  As  a  result,  this  department  has  been  contacted  by  other  town's 
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building  departments  for  advice.  In  order  for  this  to  have  been  achieved,  it  took 
of  hard  work  by  a  number  of  people. 

In  ending,  you  should  know  that  this  department  is  an  important  as 
town  government.  It  encourages  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  to  address  their 
tions  and  concerns  at  any  time.

||>ns  and  the  public,  and/or  other  public  agencies. 

r  This  office  will  facilitate  programs  for  staff  development,  and  work  closely 
vth  the  DPW  Safety  Committee.  We  will  also  encourage  and  assist  in  the 
c  tablishment  and  implementation  of  Quality  Improvement  Teams  within  each 
c  partmental  division. 

The  Department  is  pleased  to  announce  that  the  Town  has  been  awarded  two 
3iu0,000  grants  to  construct  two  salt  storage  facilities  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth, 
{instruction  of  these  facilities  will  be  completed  for  next  winter  and  will  provide  the 
Iwn  with  a  new  dimension  in  its  snow  fighting  efforts. 

|  This  Department  continues  to  work  with  the  Town's  wastewater  consultant, 
(jimp,  Dresser  &  McKee,  to  complete  the  draft  Wastewater  Facilities  Plan  and 
ijwironmental  Impact  Report  by  April  1 , 1 995.  The  report  has  looked  at  the  Town's 
wastewater  needs  over  the  next  twenty  years.  Having  determined  the  need  to  be 
Iree  million  gallons  per  day  (MGD),  the  treated  disposal  options  had  to  be  ana- 
Ized.  A  detailed  analysis  of  wastewater  treatment  and  disposal  alternatives  was 
isrformed  to  put  the  best  plan  forward  for  the  Town. 

I  The  construction  of  the  Route  44  relocation  project  has  progressed  very  well 
j/erthe  last  year,  with  the  Phase  I  schedule  to  be  completed  in  the  Fall  of  1995  and 
base  II,  Cherry  Street/  Industrial  Park  Interchange,  scheduled  to  start  construc- 
j>n  in  the  Spring  of  1995. 

I  The  Town  of  Plymouth  has  begun  a  new  road  construction  program  to  make 
jiprovements  to  private  ways.  The  continuation  of  this  program  over  the  next 
Jsveral  years  will  provide  a  benefit  to  all  residents  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  first  Water  Storage  Tank  in  Cedarville  will  be  under  construction  over  the 
ext  several  months  and  is  scheduled  to  be  in  service  during  the  Summer  of  1995.

Dster,  encourage  and  nurture  personal  excellence,  leadership  and  growth. 

The  Engineering  Division  staff  and  housing  remained  at  previous  years'  lev- 
Is  in  1 994.  A  modest  increase  in  workload  was  handled  very  nicely  while  main- 
aining  the  established  level-of-service.  The  acquisition  of  a  total  station,  an  elec- 
onic  theodolite,  enabled  the  division  to  streamline  field  data  collection  procedures, 
oftte  These  procedures,  coupled  with  quick  turnaround  design  techniques,  contributed 
o  the  success  of  the  first  phase  of  the  Private  Ways  Improvement  Program.  Simi- 
lar techniques  are  being  applied  to  the  street  acceptance  program  with  a  rather 
«ramatic  increase  in  roadway  layout  length  anticipated.

The  Division  is  n 
important  segment  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  that  sense.  '  ,s 
Town  owned  vehicles  and  buildings  which  are  the  Maintenance  Divisions^- 1 
sponsibility,  are  the  vehicles  and  buildings  in  which  and  by  which  all  ot  r 
divisions/departments  of  the  Town  utilize  to  accomplish  their  work.  Our  i 
deavors  reflect  in  the  departments  within  these  buildings. 


The  fleet  of  vehicles  maintained  by  the  Division  total  approximately  150  ui 
consisting  of  sedans,  trucks,  trailers  and  an  assortment  of  other  equipment  sucru 
pumps,  sanders,  and  compactors.  The  Police  Department  vehicles  are  also  me! 
tained  by  this  Division.  With  four  mechanics  and  a  maintenance  man  to  perfd 
the  task  of  repairs,  this  segment  of  the  Division  is  kept  very  busy.  In  addition,  \a 
the  economic  climate  being  somewhat  down  sided,  the  Town  has  been  unable 
provide  vehicle  replacement  in  the  annual  Capital  Outlay  Program.

'.'  s  »ns.  Once  this  process  is  in  place,  the  expertise  and  knowledge  of  the  Park 
a  d  Forestry  Divisions  can  be  used  to  serve  other  municipal  departments  as 
Sm\\  as  providing  for  our  citizens  needs  in  these  two  areas  of  responsibility. 

This  year's  report  begins  as  the  past  two  year's  reports  have  started.  Another 
pwerful  coastal  storm  causes  damage  to  Plymouth  Beach.  A  northeast  storm  in 
.  .  Cjicember  1993  caused  a  serious  washover  on  the  barrier  beach  which  had  been 
..^paired  in  both  the  Spring  of  1992  and  1993.  There  was  also  substantial  damage 
:Vcne  to  the  main  parking  lot  requiring  Eel  River  to  be  dredged  again  and  the  park- 
Z.'m  lot  reconstructed.  Funds  for  these  repairs  were  appropriated  by  the  Special 
?.fwn  Meeting  in  April  so  that  the  areas  could  be  ready  for  the  summer  season.  The 
^  jjnd  fence  replacement  was  done  by  the  men  in  the  Park  &  Forestry  Divisions 
°3  <|ring  the  winter  months.  The  Highway  Division  also  assisted  in  these  repairs  with 
prsonnel  and  equipment.  Replacement  of  all  the  sand  fencing  at  Taylor  Avenue 
l;ach  was  also  made  during  this  time. 

I  The  Aubrey  report  concerning  Plymouth  Beach  was  completed  this  year  and 
Jtlines  both  the  historical  evolution  as  well  as  long  term  management  alternatives 
r  the  continued  strength  of  this  very  important  barrier  beach.  The  primary  recom- 
mendation of  this  report  is  for  a  sand  nourishment  project  to  be  done  along  the 
lone  dike  which  parallels  the  beach  road  including  the  area  where  storm  washovers 
ave  occurred  the  past  three  years.  The  project  area  which  is  located  in  the  south- 
jm  third  of  Long  Beach  would  be  between  3,000  and  6,000  feet  in  length  and 
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involve  from  270,000  to  540,000  cubic  yards  of  sand  to  be  used  as  a  beach  ^as 
well  as  a  dune  system.  It  is  estimated  that  this  project  would  help  protec&f* 
barrier  beach  for  at  least  ten  to  fifteen  years.  The  Town  will  be  pursuing  the  Ai  ;ey 
report  recommendations  with  state  and  federal  agencies  over  the  next  se^|! 
months  in  an  effort  to  plan,  design  and  fund  this  work. 


The  planning  of  new  recreational  areas  continued  this  year  with  the  Park 
sion  being  represented  on  the  Recreational  Facilities  Planning  Team.  This  \*i 
with  members  from  the  various  leagues,  village  center  steering  committees  an«  he 
Town's  Recreation  Director,  worked  throughout  the  year  on  a  needs  assessi  nt 
and  planning  strategy  for  the  development  of  recreational  facilities  at  the  West  y- 
mouth,  Briggs  and  Forges  Field  sites.  There  can  be  no  questioning  of  the  fact  at 
the  Town's  citizens  of  all  ages  need  many  more  facilities  for  recreation  than  is  p  ;s- 
ently  available.  It  is  hoped  that  these  areas,  with  a  combined  total  of  approxim<  iy 
230  acres,  will  serve  these  needs  through  timely  funding  and  construction.  |

The  landscaping  improvements  to  the  Middle  Street  parking  lot  were  ch- 
pleted  this  year  by  personnel  of  both  the  Park  and  Forestry  Divisions.  Thesefi- 
provements  include  the  planting  of  trees,  shrubs  and  grass  and  the  installatio  n 
fencing,  benches  and  rubbish  receptacles.  This  area  is  an  important  connew 
between  the  waterfront  and  downtown  district  and  has  certainly  been  enhance<  j>y 
this  work.  | 

Throughout  this  year  the  maintenance  schedule  for  the  Park  Division  inclu  jd 
mowing,  trimming,  ballfield  repair,  painting,  weeding,  playground  equipment  fd 
building  repair,  beach  work,  rubbish  pickup  and  all  other  work  necessary  on  d- 
proximately  five  hundred  acres  at  nearly  fifty  locations.  As  the  division  takesin 
added  responsibilities  it  becomes  increasingly  more  difficult  to  maintain  town  fat- 
ties at  an  appropriate  high  level. 

Several  improvements  in  Morton  Park  were  completed  this  year  through  Eais 
Scout  projects.  Problems  with  surface  water  runoff  and  erosion  into  Billington  £  i 
and  Little  Pond  were  corrected  as  well  as  the  debris  cleanup  and  trimming  of  grov  "\ 
along  a  portion  of  Town  Brook  to  help  the  flowage.  These  kinds  of  projects  not  o  i 
benefit  the  Town  but  hopefully  help  educate  those  scouts  as  to  the  reasons  wh  \ 
project  is  necessary  and  what  it  takes  to  remedy  conditions  that  are  impacting  1 J 
Town's  natural  resources. 

The  Forestry  Division  personnel  had  a  very  productive  year  with  the  contir  • 
ing  public  shade  tree  planting  program  which  helps  to  ensure  future  generation 
that  the  Town's  public  ways  are  aesthetically  and  environmentally  benefitted. 

Also  the  pruning  and  trimming  of  trees  along  several  streets  was  complet I 
as  were  several  removals  of  hazard  trees.  The  Division  has  also  continued  > 
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)  vide  input  and  guidance  to  private  contractors  and  developers  to  promote  un- 
standing  of  the  importance  of  trees  in  our  environment.

During  1994,  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  on  Water  Street  treat*  t 
654,072,000  gallons  of  wastewater.  This  represents  an  increase  of  63,726,0(1  V 
gallons  over  1 993,  or  a  1 0.8%  increase  in  flow.  The  facility  treated  a  total  of  4,243,8$ 
gallons  of  septic  waste  in  1994,  a  3.8%  decrease  from  1993.

-.-.'Ire  can  be  achieved  only  if  we  operate  on  the  principle  that  doing  good  work 
'  ts  own  reward.  We  must  always  be  looking  for  ways  to  improve  the  quality 
he  water  and  the  efficiency  of  the  operation. 

We  must  always  try  to  make  the  customer  feel  important  and  try  to  re- 
>nd  to  all  customer  inquiries  and  problems  in  a  quick,  efficient  and  courte- 
i  manner. 

"Lead  and  Copper  Rule,"  a  subdivision  of  the  Federal  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act 
986  requires  that  all  water  suppliers  ensure  that  lead  and  copper  levels  in  the 
.Miking  water  remain  below  a  mandated  level  at  the  customer's  tap.  To  that  end 
tli  Water  Division  must  institute  a  corrosion  control  program  to  offset  the  natural 
cirrosivity  of  our  water  supply  sources.  The  Ship  Pond  and  Wannos  Pond  Wells  in 
linomet  were  modified  to  include  corrosion  control.  This  is  accomplished  by  the 
edition  of  sodium  hydroxide  to  the  drinking  water  in  order  to  raise  the  pH.  The  two 
jjw  South  Ponds  Wells  also  went  on  line  with  corrosion  control  during  1 994.  At  this 
the  there  are  five  wells  currently  receiving  corrosion  treatment  (North  Plymouth, 
Muth  Ponds  #1  &  #2,  Wannos  Pond  and  Ship  Pond).  Four  more  wells  must  be 
frpdified  during  1995  to  come  into  compliance  (Ellisville,  Federal  Furnace,  Darby 
Fj>nd  and  Bradford). 

The  new  wells  at  South  Ponds  were  completed  and  the  pump  station  and 
'rater  main  were  constructed  and  put  on  line  June  27, 1994.  The  corrosion  control 
4is  put  on  line  in  mid-September.  This  allowed  the  town  to  retire  the  South  Ponds 
<jirface  water  supply  and  mothball  the  Lout  Pond  Station.  Now  all  water  supplied 
1  the  Water  Division  is  well  water. 

The  new  Cedarville  Storage  Tank  project  began  in  November  and  the  new 
ink  should  be  in  service  by  early  July,  1 995.  This  tank  will  greatly  improve  the  fire 
j)w  protection  for  the  southern  end  of  our  distribution  system. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  50.07  inches  as  compared  to  43.23  inches 
Ir  calendar  year  1993.  The  annualized  average  elevation  for  Great  South  Pond 
as  105.5  feet.  The  full  pond  elevation  for  Great  South  Pond  is  106.0  feet. 
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The  total  pumpage  from  all  sources  was  1 ,864,251 ,800  gallons  or  5,107,1, 
gallons  per  day.  This  represents  a  decrease  of  29,394,900  gallons  from  last  cal 
dar  year  or  a  decrease  of  80,534  gallons  per  day. 

There  was  one  major  water  main  replacement  project  and  a  new  water 
installed  by  the  Water  Division  personnel  on  Atlantic  Street.  The  water  main 
Samoset  Street  from  Royal  Street  to  Mark  Drive  and  on  Westerly  Road  was 
placed  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department  as  part  of  the  Route  44  rec< 1 
struction.  A  property  owner  extended  the  8  inch  ductile  iron  main  on  Ellisville  Rc 
approximately  600  feet  and  another  property  owner  installed  a  6  inch  main 
Dunham  Road. 


There  were  no  major  pump  failures  during  1 994.  This  can  be  partly  attribut  1 
to  the  lightning  protection  that  was  installed  following  the  problems  of  the  previoi 
year.  The  Federal  Furnace  Well  was  struck  by  lightning  in  June  during  a  storm  til 
also  caused  a  water  main  break  on  Federal  Furnace  Road.  The  lightning  result; 
in  the  station  being  down  only  a  few  hours  since  we  were  able  to  reset  the  lightni  | 
protection  with  material  in  stock.

The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Housing  Authority  is  defined  by  Massa- 
;  :  jsetts  General  Laws  Chapter  1 21 B,  and  is  created  in  each  city  and  town  in 
;  th  Commonwealth,  as  a  public  body  politic  and  corporate  for  the  purpose  of 
-  p  >viding  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  housing  for  eligible  low-income  families 
;  aid  elders.  This  mission  includes  acquisition,  development,  renovation  or 
gint  applications  to  specific  programs  designed  for  this  purpose  and  funded 
;  b  either  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass.  or  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Ur- 
:  bn  Development. 

Throughout  1994,  the  Plymouth  Housing  Authority  continued  its  ongoing  man- 
a  ement  responsibilities  for  the  five  elderly  complexes  and  46  family  units  under  its 
rmagement.  The  responsibility  of  the  PHA  for  these  conventional  units  includes 
c  termination  of  eligibility,  day  to  day  management,  refurbishing  apartments  for 
ccupancy,  performing  modernization  or  improvements  to  the  facilities,  routine  re- 
p'irs,  snow  removal  and  trash  removal.  The  operating  costs  are  determined  by  the 
FjJA  in  an  Annual  Operating  Budget,  which  is  submitted  and  approved  either  by  the 
Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development  (EOCD)  or  the  Department  of 
busing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD).  During  the  past  several  years,  the  Ply- 
r|)uth  Housing  Authority  has  been  operating  these  facilities  with  little  or  no  subsidy 
f  »m  either  EOCD  or  HUD. 

There  are  over  349  households  under  the  PHA's  Conventional  Housing  Pro- 
(am.  In  1994,  approximately  174  elders  and  154  families  applied  for  low  income 
l>using.  These  applicants  were  placed  on  the  PHA's  Waiting  List  and  will  await 
i  >tif ication  from  the  agency  regarding  determination  of  eligibility  and  placement. 
"»e  Operating  Budget  for  the  PHA's  Conventional  Housing  Program  for  1994  was 
!  152,791. 
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In  1994,  the  PHA  applied  and  received  two  Comprehensive  ImprovA* 
Grants  for  one  of  its  two  federal  developments  in  the  amount  of  $307,000.  ~  U 
funds  provided  the  agency  the  ability  to  replace  carpeting,  re-shingle  roofs,  tall 
vinyl  siding,  perform  improvements  to  meet  Section  504  requirements  and  i  jtmi 
an  elevator  at  an  82  unit  elderly  development. 

Within  the  PHA's  own  Operating  Budget,  two  family  units  were  vinyl  side  jnd: 
renovations  were  made  to  an  81  unit  state-funded  elderly  facility  construct  I  ft 
1 978.  These  improvements  included  replacement  of  wall  covering,  carpeting,  *p.| 
ery,  reupholstering  furniture  and  new  signage.  In  addition,  the  PHA  was  able  bi 
pave  parking  lots  and  driveways  at  two  elderly  facilities. 

The  Plymouth  Housing  Authority  also  operates  two  Leased  Housing  Progr  hs] 
known  as  the  Massachusetts  Rental  Voucher  Program  (MRVP)  and  the  Sect|i8i 
Housing  Assistance  Program.  These  programs  provide  rental  subsidy  to  elible 
low-income  families  and  elders  in  housing  units  within  the  community.  The  befjffe 
of  this  program  is  to  avoid  concentrations  of  low  income  families  within  a  corjiu- 
nity.

The  exact  i  m- 
ber  of  units  assisted  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  by  those  agencies  is  not  availattto 
the  Plymouth  Housing  Authority. 

In  1994,  payments  made  to  landlords  participating  under  the  MRVP  Prorm 
(58  Units)  amounted  to  $437,861 .  Payments  made  to  landlords  participating  u  -er 
the  Section  8  Program  amounted  to  $1,960,606.89  (300  units). 

In  1994,  the  Plymouth  Housing  Authority  provided  rental  assistance  ui  er 
these  two  programs  only  to  families  with  federal  or  state  preferences.  Sincere 
PHA  has  consistently  seen  a  growing  need  for  both  families  and  elders  who /ft 
either  without  housing  or  living  in  substandard  or  unaffordable  housing,  the  I  OA 
made  an  application  to  HUD  for  additional  units.  Plymouth  Housing  Authority  jis 
one  of  the  few  fortunate  housing  agencies  in  the  state  that  received  50  additkB 
units  in  1994. 

The  PHA's  performance  rating  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  & 
velopment  for  the  1 993-94  period  was  98.42%.  The  Plymouth  Housing  Authffflj 
received  three  awards  in  1994.  These  awards  were  received  in  appreciation  for  te 
Plymouth  Housing  Authority's  development  of  a  Health  and  Housing  Program  i- 
lizing  Returned  Peace  Corps  Volunteers  who  will  live  and  work  in  public  houirg 
developments  and  provide  assistance  to  families  who  need  educational  and  |b 
training  assistance  in  order  to  move  off  government  assisted  programs.  The  || 
gram  designed  in  cooperation  with  Boston  University  received  awards  on  the  St  ft 
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J  Regional  and  National  level  by  the  Association  of  Housing  and  Urban  Devel- 
ijhent  for  Program  Design  and  Administrative  Innovation. 

-  i  In  1994,  the  PHA  worked  cooperatively  with  the  Plymouth  Community  Devel- 
>l!nent  Office  by  assisting  in  their  HOME  Program.  The  Plymouth  CD  office  re- 
sted funding  for  five  units  under  this  program,  which  were  leased  through  the 
office.  In  addition,  the  PHA  received  a  grant  of  $36,000  through  the  Commu- 
>  it  Development  Office  for  a  North  Plymouth  Stabilization  Program.  The  grant

During  1994  the  Plymouth  Public  Library  implemented  a  library  planning  pro- 
ss  based  on  the  planning  and  role  setting  procedures  developed  by  the  Ameri- 
n  Library  Association.  This  activity  was  based  upon  Planning  and  Role  Setting 
Public  Libraries.  A  Manual  of  Options  and  Procedures.  Output  Measures  for 


iblic  Library  Sejvjces.  to  Children,  and  Output  Measures  for  Public  Libraries.  A 
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planning  committee  was  established  in  October,  1993.  Four  sub  committees  m 
appointed:  an  executive  committee,  a  budget  committee,  an  operations  comrr'je, 
and  an  outreach  committee.  Each  committee  was  composed  of  staff  mem  rs, 
trustees  and  members  of  the  community. 


These  committees  spent  the  next  several  months  collecting  data  concern 
background  information  on  the  Plymouth  community,  community  expectatior  jor 
library  service,  current  library  activities,  and  library  self  evaluation.  Based  ptu 
information  gathered  and  the  role  setting  exercises  performed  by  the  staff  and  i  jst-j 
ees,  roles  for  library  service  were  chosen,  a  mission  statement  developed  and  g  Is/I 
objectives/activities  developed.  The  roles  chosen  for  the  Library,  Reference  Lit  ryj 
Popular  Materials  Library,  Preschoolers  Door  to  Learning,  and  Formal  Educ/ 
Support  Center  will  guide  library  development  into  the  next  century. 


As  a  direct  result  of  the  planning  process  the  Library  has  developed  a  "t 
framework;  four  teams  addressing  different  topics  based  upon  Total  Quality 
agement.  The  Internal  Customers,  External  Customers,  Collection  Developm 
and  New  Technology  teams  are  designed  to  provide  a  support  system  for 
implementation.  All  staff,  professional  and  non-professional,  are  taking  part  in 
process. 


Several  personnel  changes  became  effective  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  Gi 
Karbott  has  been  appointed  as  Head  of  Outreach  Services,  Lee  Regan  has  b 
appointed  as  Head  of  Adult  Services,  Martha  O'Meara  has  been  appointed  ai 
brary  Associate  in  Youth  Services,  and  Anne  Bowdoin  has  been  appointed  as 
time  professional  Reference  staff.  It  is  wonderful  to  have  Anne  rejoin  the  libi 
staff;  congratulations  to  all  on  their  new  job  appointments. 


Library  circulation  and  service  demands  continue  to  grow.  Once  again 
Plymouth  Library  was  responsible  for  the  second  largest  circulation  in  the  Old  Col 
Library  Network,  surpassed  only  by  the  Quincy  Public  Library.  Meeting  room 
age  continues  to  be  extensive.  Adult  and  Youth  Programming  is  extensive.  Si 
mer  reading  participation  exceeded  1000  children,  a  new  partnership  for  adult  r. 
gramming  has  been  developed  with  the  Philharmonic,  and  the  Library  has  begu 
participate  in  community  events  such  as  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  Waterf 
Festival.  Several  members  of  the  staff  have  spoken  at  regional  and  state  lib 
conventions  and  speakers  bureaus. 

The  Board  of  Library  Trustees  held  several  highly  successful  fundraising  eve 
A  Night  in  the  Caribbean  (for  mid  winter  fun),  a  community  yard  sale  in  the  fall,  e 
Murder  in  the  Library  (an  audience  "whodunit")  were  well  received  by  the  Plymoi 
Community.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  sponsored  the  annual  "For  the  Love 
Books"  road  race,  supported  TV  turnoff  week  (which  received  coast  to  coast  r 
tional  attention),  and  provided  endless  hours  of  community  service  and  support 
the  benefit  of  the  Library  and  all  residents  of  Plymouth.

During  1994,  94  new  claims  were  filed  with  the  Department  of  Veterans'- 
fairs.  The  office  successfully  received  awards  totalling  $510,768  which  are  bej 
distributed  to  local  veterans,  their  dependents,  gold  star  parents,  and  widow?  f 
war-time  veterans.  These  funds  are  provided  by  the  federal  government  at  no  cjt 
to  the  town,  and  dramatically  reduces  the  town's  annual  budgetary  approprial'i 
with  which  we  assist  veterans. 

The  above  mentioned  $510,768  is  in  addition  to  the  $4  1/2  million  recei\[l 
annually  by  our  veteran  population.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Director  to  oversfj 
all  the  activities  involved  and  make  financial  reports  to  the  Federal  government; 

With  more  than  270  Directors/Agents  representing  351  cities  and  towns  in  1 
Commonwealth,  Mr.  Gomes  was  selected  "Agent/Director  of  the  Year."  At  our  r] 
nual  conference  and  seminar  a  beautiful  plaque  was  presented  on  June  22,  191, 
On  November  8, 1994,  he  received  notification  from  the  Governor's  and  Execute 
Office  of  Elder  Affairs  that  he  had  been  chosen  as  a  delegate  to  the  White  Hoi;! 
Conference  on  Aging.  The  conference  will  be  held  in  Washington  DC  on  May  2:l 
through  May  5th,  1995.  In  Massachusetts,  353,000  Veterans  are  over  the  age1 
fifty-five. 

The  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  operates  the  nation's  largest  centre 
managed  health  care  system.  It  operates  171  medical  centers  and  over  300  clini 
nationwide,  it  employs  240,000  professional,  technical  and  support  personnel. 
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vides  24  million  outpatient  treatment  visits  a  year.  Veterans  Affairs  conducts  an 
>rnationally  renown  research  program  annually. 

1994  marks  the  50th  anniversary  of  a  most  important  piece  of  legislation  af- 
ting  veterans.  On  June  22,  1944,  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  signed  the 
: , .'jprvicemen's  Readjustment  Act,"  better  known  as  the  "G  I  Bill  of  Rights."  It  has 
;h3i  divided  billions  of  dollars  in  education,  training,  home  loan  guarantees,  rehabilita- 
!;e",jji,  and  job  finding  assistance. 

On  June  14, 1994,  Governor  Weld  signed  into  law,  Chapter  42.  This  act  des- 
c'ated  a  certain  bridge  on  South  Street,  Plymouth  in  recognition  of  four  men  who 
:^.7fde  the  supreme  sacrifice  during  WWII.  These  men  were:  2D  LT  Gilbert  H.  Free- 
:es/rln,  U.S.  Army,  CM/3C  Amerigo  Scagliarini,  U.S.  Navy,  PFC  James  F.  Mansfield, 
amKLB.  Marine  Corp,  and  SGT  Joseph  J.  Sirrico,  U.S.  Army.  At  least  70  men  from 
x'&uth  Street  served  their  country  during  WWII.

The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  continued  to  have  a  successful  year  ir 
operation  of  Plymouth  Airport.  With  the  combined  efforts  of  the  Federal  Avis 
Administration  (FAA)  and  the  Massachusetts  Aeronautics  Commission  (MAC 
Commission  was  able  to  obtain  an  Airport  Improvement  Program  (AIP)  grar*n 
excess  of  $350,000.  With  this,  a  new  East  Ramp  was  constructed,  along  with  it 
cellent  improvements  in  the  safety  area  for  Runway  24.  A  major  taxiway  was  re 
structed  along  with  asphalt  over-lay  improvements  to  many  areas  throughou 
airport.  The  Commission  obtained  a  second  AIP  in  the  amount  of  $1 25,000  to  c 
plete  a  Phase  II  of  an  Environmental  Assessment  (EA)  to  extend  Runways  he 
the  airport  (runway  extensions  have  been  in  the  planning  stages  at  the  airpon 
over  1 5  years).  Other  major  projects  was  the  complete  installation  of  an  AutomcJ 
Surface  Observation  system  (ASOS),  this  station  reports  weather  by  the  mirl 
and  is  an  excellent  asset  to  the  flying  public  and  can  be  very  valuable  to  the  a 
munity  as  a  source  of  current  weather  conditions.  Also  installed  were  Runway  I 
Indicator  Lights  (REILS)  for  Runway  24,  these  are  an  excellent  aid  for  low  visib 
and  night  landing  at  the  airport.  The  Commission  is  continuing  it's  effort  to  com 
with  all  the  environmental  regulations  and  Public  Safety  as  it  works  toward  upgr, 
ing  the  airport  Fuel  Farm  System  and  works  on  a  Facility  Plan  for  treatmen 
septic/sewage  here  at  the  airport. 

Plymouth  Municipal  Airport  continues  to  be  the  home  of  over  170  aircraft  < 
16  very  viable  businesses.  There  are  in  excess  of  125  full-time  persons  employ  J 
at  the  airport  in  many  different  aviation  occupations.  As  the  mission  statement  si 
the  department  does  its  best  to  promote  the  airport  as  part  of  the  nation's  transp 
tation  system.  There  are  corporate  aircraft  here  that  support  the  business  comr 
nity  along  the  South  Shore.  As  one  might  expect  flying  is  to  condense  space  e 
time.  Some  of  the  corporate  aircraft  can  be  in  Florida  in  two  and  one  half  hoi 
they  fly  from  here  to  Dallas,  Texas  in  six  hours.  Flying  is  an  integral  part  of  m£  ft 
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lOffajivities  throughout  these  United  States,  and  Plymouth  Airport  is  a  part  of  this 
njional  system. 

Other  significant  notes  for  the  airport  are  to  welcome  aboard  Richard  Carrara 
a'i  Marshall  N.  Cater  who  constructed  a  new  hangar  at  the  airport.  Lawrence  Ellis 
/"  h*s  completed  al  full  year  operating  the  snackbar/restaurant  here.  The  airport  staff 
:  vys  awarded  the  American  Association  of  Airport  Executives  (AAAE)  President's 
Aard  for  their  snow  removal  efforts  during  the  Winter  of  1 993-94.  David  Woodward 
c^npleted  an  Eagle  Scout  Project  by  planting  trees  along  the  fence  line  abutting 
5  th  entrance  to  South  Meadow  Village.  Chester  Motyka  was  named  the  annual 
citizen  of  the  Year  for  the  Plymouth  Airport."  Mr.  Motyka  and  his  wife  Sylvia  made 
\  "rriny  significant  contributions  to  aviation  and  flying  over  the  past  30  years.  The

Advisory  and  Finance  Committee 

The  1994  Annual  Town  Meeting  ended  after  seven  marathon  sessions,  $ 
ting  the  course  for  the  community  for  Fiscal  Year  1 995  and  beyond.  In  June,  Toftl 
Meeting  came  together  one  more  time  to  review  seven  articles.  These  articM 
supplemented  several  departmental  budgets  and  approved  funding  for  a  new  i 
mal  shelter.  The  recommendations  made  by  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Commit;  I 
fared  well  at  both  of  these  meetings. 

The  Selectmen  chose  to  use  0%  of  the  allowable  2.5%  increase  under  Pro[] 
sition  2  1/2  for  Fiscal  1995.  This  decision  by  Selectmen  occurred  just  before  t  j 
Annual  Meeting,  forcing  the  Finance  Committee  to  either  follow  the  Selectmen!  | 
lead  or  remain  independent.  The  Finance  Committee  chose  to  remain  indepe| 
dent  and  reviewed  requests  for  budget  expansions. 

The  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  lost  a  significant  number  of  membe; 
during  1994.  This  change  in  membership  gave  rise  to  criticism  of  the  committee  If 
several  groups  around  town  for  it's  lack  of  experience.  Manny  Fontes,  the  mcjr 
senior  member,  elected  not  to  return  after  many  years  of  service.  Manny's  wisdoi| 
and  experience  was  quite  valuable  to  new  and  old  members  and  will  be  sore' 
missed.  Thomas  Maloney  resigned  after  his  successful  bid  for  Town  Meeting  Mer 
ber.  Tom's  service  to  the  committee  as  a  member  and  as  Chairman  should  also  t| 
commended.  The  committee  lost  several  more  members  prior  to  the  close  of  calei^ 
dar  year  1 994,  but  the  new  faces  stepped  in  and  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Commit 
tee  continued  as  if  nothing  had  changed.  What  this  committee  lacks  in  its  know* 
edge  of  municipal  finance,  it  makes  up  for  in  its  dedication  and  concern  for  the  towr", 

The  fiscal  year  started  with  several  large  projects  facing  the  town.  The  neef 
to  build  a  new  school  was  still  present,  as  was  the  need  to  deal  with  the  sewag 
system.  These  two  projects  are  seen  as  heavy  debt  burdens  to  the  town.  As  thl 
year  progressed,  several  more  projects  started  lurking  on  the  horizon  adding  to  tbl 
funding  pressures  placed  upon  us.  In  November,  the  voters  voted  against  an  over! 
ride  and  debt  exclusion,  which  would  have  funded  and  built  the  new  school. 

Once  final  State  Aid  figures  had  been  received  and  all  adjustments  made,  the 
Fiscal  1995  budget  as  approved  by  Town  Meeting  was  below  the  goal  set  by  trm 
Selectmen.  The  Town  also  saw  new  growth  a  "free  cash"  certified  at  levels  highet 
than  estimated.  This  good  financial  position  allowed  Town  Meeting  to  make  sev 
eral  budget  supplements  and  purchase  the  Talcott  property  at  the  November  Spe 
cial  Town  Meeting.  The  Talcott  property  purchase  was  designed  to  deter  residen  t 
tial  development  in  this  area  of  town. 
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>4  being  closed  to  history  with  the  publishing  of  this  town  report  and  FY95 
t|>le  until  the  April  Special,  the  time  has  come  to  look  forward  to  FY96.  The 
-'ilince  Committee  met  with  the  Selectmen  and  School  Committee  to  set  a 
)i  get  policy  for  FY96,  to  ensure  that  all  committees  were  working  toward  a 
;cimon  goal.  The  consensus  was  to  again  strive  for  a  0%  use  of  the  allowable 
Wo  increase  in  the  tax  levy.  This  goal  allows  the  town  to  stabilize  the  amount 
>d  in  taxes  by  property  owners  and  continue  to  deliver  quality  services  to  the 
jjiens  of  Plymouth  and  those  that  visit  us  each  year.

Plymouth  Cultural  Council 


The  Plymouth  Cultural  Council  is  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  overset 
re-granting  of  funds  allotted  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  by  the  Massachusetts  Cul  jW 
Council.  The  council  meets  once  a  month  at  the  Town  Hall. 

This  year,  the  council  conducted  a  survey  to  determine  the  cultural  prior Is  r 
of  Plymouth  residents.  A  questionnaire  was  sent  out  to  360  individual  artists  d  j 
cultural  organizations  from  a  list  compiled  by  a  Cultural  Needs  Assessment 
committee  in  1993.  In  addition,  copies  of  the  questionnaire  were  left  at  both  pi  c 
libraries  and  at  the  town  hall.  The  response  level  was  low.  Out  of  the  360  ms  d 
surveys,  only  28  were  returned.  Another  ten  responses  were  left  in  boxes  at  (e 
libraries  and  the  town  hall  for  a  total  return  of  38.  Because  of  the  small  sample,  je 
results  of  the  survey  may  not  be  accurate.  However,  the  responses  we  did  rec<  »e 
were  helpful  in  giving  us  a  sense  of  the  community's  general  needs.

The  overwhelming  majority  of  respondents  expressed  their  support  for  <  [- 
door  concerts  and  arts  festivals  open  to  all  ages.  The  need  for  a  newsletter 
publicize  local  events  was  also  nearly  unanimous.  Some  of  the  other  suggests 
were  for  more  dramatic  plays  and  musicals,  a  First  Night  type  event,  film  festivs 
and  coffeehouses  for  poetry  readings  and  music.  The  response  to  the  quest  [i 
about  which  groups  were  culturally  underserved  in  Plymouth  elicited  varied  - 
sponses  from  "everyone"  to  "North  Plymouth."  Others  considered  undersen  i 
were  teens,  minorities,  children,  literary  groups,  less  affluent  middle-aged  peo^ 
and  local  talent.  Of  those  who  answered  the  survey,  42.3%  felt  that  approximate 
25-30  %  of  funding  should  go  to  school  programs;  23.1%  thought  schools  sho'i 
receive  35-50%  of  the  total  funds;  19.2%  felt  schools  should  get  10-20%  of  U 
grant  monies  and  the  remaining  15.4%  were  evenly  split  between  under  10%  e\\  I 
over  50%  for  the  schools. 

On  May  1 8,  1 994  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Plymouth  Public  Library  to  c  ■  j 
cuss  the  survey  and  other  concerns  about  the  granting  process.  Although  spars  j 
attended,  the  meeting  was  helpful  in  setting  up  this  year's  grant  guidelines  in  !• 
gards  to  deadlines  and  procedure. 

This  year  the  town  was  allotted  $1 2,248  by  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Coi  •  J 
cil.  This  is  an  increase  of  $5,123  over  last  year's  funding.  Of  this  amount,  $1 92.!' 
was  deducted  to  cover  administrative  costs;  $654.88  was  added  from  interest  j  ] 
PCC  town  accounts;  and  $560  was  added  from  unused  funds  from  1 992-93  gran  I 
The  total  amount  available  for  grants  this  year  was  $13,250. 

The  deadline  for  this  year's  grant  round  was  Friday,  October  1 4, 1 994.  A  to  j 
of  52  grants  were  received  by  that  date,  consisting  of  45  local  cultural  council  grar 
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a  1  7  PASS  (Performing  Arts  Students  Series)  grants.  The  total  amount  of  these 
gint  requests  was  $44,349.60  (not  including  transportation  costs  for  PASS  grants).

'  The  Plymouth  Commission  on  Disabilities  has  had  an  extremely  busy  year. 
ri|!  Commission  has  been  working  very  closely  with  the  town  to  oversee  the  imple- 
niitation  of  Title  II  of  the  ADA.  This  title  which  took  effect  in  January,  1995  con- 
ned many  implications  and  new  responsibilities  for  the  town  and  the  Commis- 
"liJi.  The  Town  of  Plymouth  is  putting  forward  an  extraordinary  effort  on  behalf  of 
tdisabled  citizens.  With  the  changes  that  are  taking  place  we  find  our  assign- 
nnt  growing  with  new  and  added  challenges. 

|  The  Commission  has  been  working  very  closely  with  the  Town  Hall  Study 
":C(nmittee  and  the  architect  to  come  up  with  plans  for  the  modifications  to  town 
fkL  We  were  able  to  provide  great  input  to  the  process  and  came  up  with  what  we 
oi  eve  will  be  a  totally  accessible  building  encompassing  ADA  needs  as  well  as 
"Hni-easing  the  safety  and  comfort  of  the  building  for  anyone  doing  business  at  the 
tern  hall  as  well  as  for  the  employees. 

J  We  have  been  involved  in  a  number  of  other  projects.  One  of  many  is  the 
fenation  of  a  coalition  of  area  disability  commissions  so  we  might  more  readily 
slire  information.  We  continue  to  setup  a  computer  network  for  the  disabled  so 

may  all  share  and  learn.  Our  newsletter  will  continue  to  update  the  disabled,  as 
All  as  provide  non  disabled  persons  some  insight  into  our  lives. 

;-:  I  We  continue  to  perform  accessability  inspections  and  find  that  overall  com- 
P'ints  are  down  considerably  this  year.  We  find  that  the  town  and  local  business 
o.ners  are  now  more  receptive  to  our  efforts  and  actually  invite  us  to  assess  them. 

j  As  always,  the  Commission  is  pleased  to  serve  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  and 
v,l  continue  to  serve  with  the  utmost  regard  to  the  disabled  citizens  of  Plymouth. 


Harbor  Committee 

The  Harbor  Committee  was  established  in  1962  to  study  all  issues  relating  to 
t|3  shore  frontage  of  Plymouth,  including  the  harbor  as  well  as  use  and  operation 

I 
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of  all  waterfront  facilities,  shore  protection,  landings,  and  beaches  and  to  n^l 
recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  connection  with  the  entire  w<& 
front. 

During  1994,  the  Committee  participated  in  several  activities.  The  Comm^i 
followed  up  on  replacing  the  doors  to  the  dumpster  and  waste  oil  receptacle  w  h 
had  been  removed  for  repair  to  the  supports.  Improvements  have  been  mac  n 
the  area  of  keeping  down  the  odor  and  mess  connected  with  taking  out  of  fish  !d 
keeping  of  lobster  bait  on  the  wharf. 

The  Committee  submitted  a  letter  to  the  Selectmen  concerning  its  object!  V 
to  paid  parking  at  the  harbor  area.  This  paid  parking  was  postponed  to  some  I  !r 
in  the  future  if  it  is  deemed  necessary.  A  complaint  was  sent  to  Atlantic  Dispell 
regarding  better  care  of  the  dumpster  and  requesting  a  disinfectant  spray  eh 
time  they  empty  the  dumpster. 

The  Committee  completed  a  project  at  the  entrance  to  the  jetty.  This  mei 
rial  consists  of  an  anchor  and  a  large  stone,  both  imbedded  in  concrete.  The  st<!i 
is  engraved  with  appropriate  wording.  There  were  roses  planted  at  the  site  and ) 
entire  area  is  covered  with  a  layer  of  decorative  stone.  This  was  accomplish 
entirely  with  donations  of  labor  and  materials  with  no  cost  to  the  town. 

There  is  to  be  a  pump-out  station  at  Brewster's  Plymouth  Marine.  This  shci 
be  completed  in  the  spring. 

Selectman  Linda  Teagan  has  agreed  to  be  the  liaison  to  the  committee  fri 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  has  attended  several  meetings  and  made  seve>i 
good  suggestions. 

The  Committee  has  been  in  touch  with  the  Scituate  Harbor  Master  to  obtaiJ 
copy  of  their  rules  and  regulations  for  their  harbor  with  an  eye  to  coordinating  ; 
forts. 

The  Committee  is  currently  in  touch  with  "Destination  Plymouth"  in  order- 
put  together  an  outline  of  the  interesting  points  along  the  coast,  including  mem<? 
als  and  shipwreck  locations  so  that  the  harbor  area  will  be  included  in  the  th 
tourist  brochures  and  signs.  This  will  probably  be  completed  for  the  1996  toui 
season. 

The  Committee  reviewed  plans  for  a  southeast  breakwater  to  protect  the  ar 
from  the  worst  storms  and  reducing  the  damage  done  annually  by  the  weather.

Plymouth  Beach  Advisory  Committee 

\  .  The  Plymouth  Beach  Advisory  Committee  is  comprised  of  eight  members  ap- 
"xited  by  the  Selectmen,  each  for  a  two  year  term.  In  addition,  there  is  one  repre- 
sentative designated  by  and  from  the  Conservation  Commission.  Meetings  are 
eularly  scheduled  at  7:30PM  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month. 

!  The  committee's  charge  was  made  by  the  Selectmen  in  1990,  namely:  the 
sidy,  research  and  preparation  of  recommendations  and  proposals  relative  to  the 
cg-range  utilization,  management,  protection  and  development  of  Plymouth  Beach. 
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The  year  began  on  an  extremely  sad  note.  Long-time  member  Herb  F 
died  suddenly  while  attending  a  group  meeting  on  Plymouth  Beach,  the  b 
beach  he  so  loved  and  so  diligently  fought  for  its  very  survival  from  the  elem 

At  the  July  meeting,  the  Chairman  announced  the  resignation  of  another  I 
time  member,  Ken  Taber,  whose  decision  was  based  not  only  on  time  and  busr 
pressures,  but  also  on  the  frustration  that  efforts  of  the  PBAC  went  unrecogrv 

The  Selectmen  appointed  John  Scagliarini  to  fill  the  naturalist  vacancy  :d 
there  is  still  one  vacancy  in  the  category  of  recreational  user. 

The  thrust  of  the  committee  continues  to  center  on  a  harmonious  balan 
recreational  use  and  wildlife  habitat.  To  that  end,  an  educational  program  is  b 
developed  to  encourage  safety,  preservation  of  the  beach  and  protection  of  wile  J). 

The  committee  continues  to  seek  ideas  to  better  serve  the  town  and 
comes  interested  citizens  to  attend  the  meetings. 


Plymouth  County 
Mosquito  Control  Project 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957,  (d 
is  now  composed  of  25  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton,  and  the  T,n 
of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  On  July  14,  The  Town  of  Whitman  rejoined  1 
Project.  The  Project  is  a  regional  response  to  a  regional  problem  and  provideS 
way  of  organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially  trained  employees,  and  rrjj 
quito  control  professionals  into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad  geographical  are  ]i 
responsibility. 

Again  in  1 994,  the  season  began  with  an  above  normal  water  table  wfl 
produced  large  numbers  of  spring  brood  mosquitoes  throughout  the  County.  " 
forts  were  directed  at  larval  mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood.  Ground  J 
aerial  larviciding  was  accomplished  using  B.t.i.,  an  environmentally  selective  t  - 
terial  agent.  Upon  emergence  of  the  spring  brood  of  adult  mosquitoes,  ultra-l  • 
volume  adulticiding  began.  The  Project  responded  to  increased  numbers  of  sen) 
requests  until  a  drying  trend  occurred  during  mid-summer.  All  sprayers  and  tru  5 
performed  well  with  little  time  lost  to  breakdowns. 

The  threat  of  mosquito-transmitted  disease  Easter  Equine  Encephalitis  (Ell 
was  low  in  1994.  This  season  marked  the  first  time  since  1981  that  EEE  virus  vfl 
not  isolated  during  the  mosquito  surveillance  period.  The  recurring  problem  of  El 


i  southeastern  Massachusetts  continues  to  ensure  cooperation  between  this  Project 
n<the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health. 
j 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  are  given  below.  While  mosqui- 
)d  do  not  respect  town  lines  the  information  given  below  does  provide  a  tally  of 
inactivities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health  and  comfort  of 
1>jnouth  residents. 

i  Insecticide  Application.  8,852  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted  spray- 
nfor  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made  to  the 
aie  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were  made  in  May 
mthe  last  in  September. 

|  The  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage,  which 
a  be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing  water  ar- 
•jat  Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with  highly  specific 
atfcides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present.  Last  year  a  total  of  155  inspec- 
03  were  made  to  181  catalogued  breeding  sites. 

!  Finally,  the  project  has  been  tracking  response  time,  that  is  the  time  between 
dee  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  the  inspectors.  The  complaint 
e.|)onse  time  in  the  town  of  Plymouth  was  less  than  two  days  with  more  than  610 
:oiplaints  answered. 

Water  Management.  During  1 994  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and  other 
)t|tructions  form  3,100  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent  overflows  or 
tijnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work,  together  with  machine 
eamation,  is  most  often  carried  out  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systematic  sampling  of  for  the  mosquitoes  in  Plymouth 
n<cates  that  Culiseta  melanura  was  the  most  abundant  species.  Other  important 
dcies  collected  included  Uranotaenia  sapphirina  and  Aedes  excrucians.

1£)4{  In  March,  the  architectural  firm  of  Donham  and  Sweeney,  Inc.  from  Boston 
as  awarded  the  contract  for  design  services  for  the  new  police  facility.  They  im- 
Tjdiately  completed  the  final  reduced  plan  and  received  the  necessary  approvals 
5  frpi  various  Town  boards.  The  bid  process  for  construction  was  successfully  corn- 
ed, which  was  approximately  $4.5  million  dollars.  The  bid  was  awarded  to  J.K. 
^ijanlon  of  West  Bridgewater  on  September  9,  1994.  They  too,  immediately  pro- 
ded  forward  by  clearing  the  site,  completing  preliminary  grading  and  digging 
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the  foundation.  When  the  ground  breaking  ceremony  was  held  in  September, 
the  grounds  were  ready  for  beginning  construction  of  the  new  building. 


Footings,  the  foundation  and  the  first  floor  pouring  followed  in  rapid  su 
sion  as  the  building  and  cell  block  area  became  distinguishable.  Presently,  th 
floor  studding  and  wallboards  are  installed,  and,  the  second  floor  and  roof  tru 
will  quickly  follow.  The  building  will  be  secured  as  to  allow  inside  work  to  be 
pleted  during  the  winter  months. 


Meeting  schedules  have  been  established.  There  is  a  weekly  meeting  aj 
site  with  the  general  contractor,  the  architect,  the  clerk  of  the  works  and  the  bui  d 
committee  to  monitor  weekly  progress.  There  is  also  a  monthly  building  comrr  »e 
meeting  to  approve  vouchers  and  work  schedules  and  to  discuss  other  rel'jd 
business.  This  meeting  is  held  the  first  Wednesday  of  every  month.  These  rr(t- 
ings  help  to  keep  everyone  involved  and  well  informed.  The  committee  is  pleal 
with  the  progress  and  proud  of  the  product. 


Public  Works  Facility  Study  Committee 

On  or  about  March  2, 1 994,  the  Maintenance  Division  moved  to  the  new \\ 
lie  Works  Facility  in  Camelot  Park.  The  Highway  Division  moved  in  approxirm 
April  15, 1994,  and  members  of  the  Water  Division  moved  from  the  Howland  St 
shop  approximately  May  1,  1994.  After  alternatives  were  evaluated  about  thei 
of  the  Long  Pond  Road  property,  it  was  determined  to  move  the  Water  Divb 
personnel  to  this  facility. 

The  Howland  Street  property  is  scheduled  to  be  disposed  of  since  the  B< 
of  Selectmen  have  determined  it  to  be  surplus  property. 

The  Town  of  Plymouth  has  been  notified  that  it  has  been  granted  two 
$100,000  grants  to  build  salt  sheds.  One  facility  is  to  be  built  at  the  Cedanj 
Transfer  site  with  capital  funds  being  requested  to  provide  an  addition  to  the  facij 
for  the  district  crews.  The  second  salt  shed  would  be  built,  if  approved,  on 
adjacent  to  the  new  Public  Works  facility  in  Camelot  Park. 


The  Committee  continues  to  look  forward  to  working  with  the  different  Boa 
and  interested  parties  to  provide  safe  and  efficient  work  space  for  the  Public  Wcj  ^ 
employees.

The  Committee  meets  monthly  working 
iri  the  DPW  and  Board  of  Selectmen  to  address  issues  concerning  all  facets  of 
e/cling  in  Plymouth. 

The  Town's  recycling  efforts  have  brought  about  a  marked  increase  in  the 
ir  )unt  of  material  going  to  market.  The  cumulative  totals  are  1 30.49  tons  of  com- 
njgled  materials  and  413.50  tons  of  paper,  for  a  total  of  543.99  tons. 

Over  the  course  of  the  year,  the  committee  was  involved  in  a  number  of  activi- 
One  of  the  most  satisfying  of  these  was  working  with  the  Town  to  be  awarded 
ant  from  the  State  which  provided  us  with  several  things.  The  Town  received 
containers  (one  large  and  one  small)  for  commingled  recycled  items  as  well  as 
cational  brochures  which  were  mailed  to  all  households  in  Plymouth.  The  grant 
ill)  allowed  the  Town  to  distribute  a  total  of  575  compost  bins,  300  of  them  coming 
o  s  free  of  charge  so  as  to  generate  revenue  to  purchase  and  resell  the  remain- 
ki  Joseph  Lambert,  a  regional  municipal  planner  from  The  D.E.P.  attended  one 
rfihe  committee's  meetings  to  encourage  the  group  to  apply  for  a  similar  grant 
>rgram  this  year.  That  grant  application  has  been  submitted  and,  if  awarded, 
rid  possibly  result  in  more  brochures,  containers,  compost  bins  and  the  materi- 
lllfor  a  paint  recycling  program.

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Plymouth  Contributory  Retirement  System

h  a  view  of  early  colonial  life  in  Plymouth.  One  of  the  exhibits,  a  children's  wooden 
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farm  play  set  has  been  unusually  popular  with  visitors  this  season.  It  has  a  iri 
been  especially  appealing  to  toddlers,  and  they  invariably  kneel  down  in  front  m 
showcase,  pointing  at  and  trying  to  touch  the  figures.  This  delightful  playset  <  m 
tained  seven  generations  of  children  in  one  Plymouth  family.  Families,  too,  m 
tinue  to  play  our  WHAT  IS  IT?  game  together.  There  are  seven  unusual  uniderS 
objects  on  display.  This  engages  parents  and  children  in  a  fun  (and  learning)  J 
petition.  The  rarest,  and  most  difficult  to  guess,  is  the  1890's  pencil  sharpen**  I 

There  have  been  many  favorable  comments  on  the  appearance  of  the  x> 
ond  floor  courtroom,  now  that  a  prisoner's  dock  has  been  added.  There  are  so 
now  on  display  two  sets  of  copies  of  actual  court  records.  One  is  a  somet  es 
amusing  collection  of  late  1600's  and  early  1700's  court  cases.  The  seconc  r,a( 
collection  of  actual  cases  heard  in  our  building  from  1749  to  1820.  Large  f;filj 
groups  frequently  linger  in  the  courtroom  holding  mock  trials,  accompanied  by  r  \± 
giggling  and  laughter.

CiOBJECTIVES 


1.  To  preserve  unique  natural  topography  and  provide 
meaningful  open  space. 

2.  To  ensure  appropriate  high  quality  design  and  site 
planning  and  a  high  level  of  environmental  amenity. 

3.  To  minimize  Town  service  responsibilities  for  streets, 
utilities,  fire  protection  and  police. 

4.  To  allow  flexibility  and  creativity  in  the  design  of 
development  through  a  carefully  controlled  special  permit 
process  of  negotiation  of  particular  plans. 

5.  To  establish  significant  buffers  between  the  higher 
intensity  commercial/  industrial  and  retail  uses  and 
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abutting  residential  areas  by  the  planning  of  Reserved 
Land  and  Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities. 

6.  To  reduce  the  number  of  single  family  residential  units 
which  would  otherwise  be  allowed  in  the  RR  District. 

D)  USES.  LOCATION.  AND  DENSITY  WITHIN  THE  CAMPUS  DEVELOPN 
AREA 

Under  the  special  permit  described  in  this  Section,  the  following  uses 
combination  thereof,  meeting  the  Dimensional  and  Intensity  Regulations 
Campus  Development  Area,  may  be  allowed: 

1.  All  allowed  uses,  special  permit  uses,  and  special 
permit  uses  subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions 
permitted  in  the  RR  District  (Section  401.03)  except  for 
single  family  dwelling  units  and  Recreational 
Developments  as  defined  in  Section  401.19. 

2.  High  Technology  Planned  Unit  Development  as 
permitted  in  the  RR  District  (Section  401.03.D). 

3.  Non-residential  uses  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "NR 
Uses"),  in  keeping  with  the  nature  and  intent  of  this  Section 
and  the  character  of  the  Campus  Development  Area,  such 
as:  agricultural  uses;  open  space;  Recreational  Uses, 
including  passive  recreation  such  as  nature  trails  and 
active  recreation  facilities  such  as  golf  courses,  tennis 
clubs,  and  sports  fields;  planned  shopping  centers;  a 
Central  Transportation  Coordination  Center;  water  supply 
and  wastewater  treatment  facilities;  and  all  allowed  uses, 
special  permit  uses,  and  special  permit  uses  subject  to 
Environmental  Design  Conditions  under  the  General 
Commercial  (GC)  District  (Section  401.12),  but  without 
limit  as  to  ground  floor  area  coverage  or  total  floor  area 
except  as  provided  in  this  Section  (401.25)  of  the  Zoning 
Bylaw. 

4.  Planned  retirement  communities,  for  the  elderly 
households  as  defined  by  the  Zoning  Bylaw,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  congregate  care  facilities,  rest  homes, 
convalescent  homes,  homes  for  the  elderly,  nursing 
homes,  elderly  housing,  and  independent  living  units, 
provided  that  they  are  planned  as  a  community  and 
contain  no  single  family  detached  dwellings.    A  social 
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recreation  center  is  required  to  serve  as  a  focal  point  for 
the  community.  Appropriate  medical  and  transportation 
facilities  are  also  required. 

A  of  the  above  uses  are  subject  to  the  general  requirements  of  the  intent  of  this 
Cimpus  Development  Area  Section  D  to  have  the  project  proponent  be  obligated 
^<fc  the  development,  operation,  and  maintenance  of  water  supply,  wastewater 
dposal,  and  internal  vehicular  and  pedestrian  circulation  systems.  Should  the 
p>ject  proponent  fail  in  the  maintenance  of  the  common  facilities,  then  the 
wants  and  property  owners  must,  through  a  viable  association,  operate  and

lie  minimum  area  of  a  tract  eligible  for  a  Campus  Development  Area  is  one 
tllusand  (1 ,000)  acres  in  single  or  consolidated  ownership  or  control  at  the  time 
cjthe  application,  and  the  tract  must  have  two  thousand  (2,000)  feet  of  direct 
fjntage  on  a  Major  Street,  as  designated  by  the  Zoning  Bylaw.  Tables  11,  12, 
sjd  13  prescribe  the  type  of  development,  minimum  size,  maximum  overall 
cjnsity,  minimum  lot  size  allowed,  intensity  of  use,  and  dimensional 
quirements.

F)  PLANNING  PRINCIPLES  AND  REQUIREMENTS 

1.  Land  Uses  and  Open  Space.  The  Common  Open 
Space  or  Facilities  system  shall  serve  to  unify  the  entire 
development  visually  and  functionally,  to  buffer  different 
types  of  uses  within  the  development,  to  appropriately 
buffer  the  development  from  surrounding  land  uses,  and  to 
visually  separate  buildings  or  groups  of  buildings,  whether 
on  or  off-site.  It  is  intended  that  the  different  types  of  uses 
within  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  shall  be 
related  to  each  other  in  a  logical  manner  such  that  all  uses 
function  compatibly. 

2.  Relationship  to  Land  Use.  Uses  shall  be  located  and 
designed  to  serve  the  intended  population  efficiently. 

3.  Vehicular  Circulation.  Streets  within  the  Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Development  shall  be  designed  to  the  then 
current  standards  of  the  Planning  Board  Rules  and 
Regulations.  To  reflect  the  rural  character  of  the  existing 
Scenic  Street  and  overall  area,  the  Planning  Board  shall 
allow  Collector  Streets  within  a  residential  portion  of  the 
OSMUD  to  have  a  paved  surface  width  of  24  feet  with 
Cape  Cod  berms  and  Minor  Streets  within  a  residential 
portion  of  the  OSMUD  to  have  a  paved  surface  width  of  18 
feet  with  Cape  Cod  berms.  Required  granite  shall  be 
installed  in  residential  Collector  and  Minor  Streets  at  all 
intersection  radii.  Meandering  pedestrian  paths,  rather 
than  paved  sidewalks,  are  encouraged  within  the  OSMUD 
where  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Planning  Board.  The 
Planning  Board  shall  encourage  flexibility  in  roadway 
design  and  construction  standards  based  upon  the 
topography  of  the  land  and  this  bylaw's  intent  to  minimize 
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the  disturbance  of  the  natural  site  by  any  proposed 
development. 

All  lots  developed  within  the  OSMUD  shall  contain  a 
reference  in  the  title  to  the  fact  that  the  road  systems  and 
drainage  areas  shall  remain  in  private  ownership  in 
perpetuity.  Furthermore,  any  proposal  for  or  petition  for 
repairs,  improvements,  or  modifications  to  the  road  and/or 
drainage  systems  by  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  or  any  other 
public  entity,  after  the  initial  construction  of  the  road  and 
drainage  systems  shall  be  considered  by  the  Town  of 
Plymouth,  or  any  other  public  entity,  if  and  only  if  the 
repairs,  improvements,  or  modifications  are  financed 
through  a  municipal  betterment  to  the  private  residential 
landowners. 

The  Major  Streets,  Scenic  Streets,  Limited  Access 
Highways,  and  intersections  serving  the  Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Development  shall  be  identified  in  the  site's 
master  plan.  Prior  to  the  approval  of  each  phase  of  the 
master  plan  it  shall  be  demonstrated  that  the  major 
intersections  and  roads  serving  the  development  are 
operating  and  will  continue  to  operate  at  an  acceptable 
Level  of  Service  (LOS). 

4.  Pedestrian  Circulation.  The  presence  of  a  Common 
Open  Space  or  Facilities  system  throughout  the 
development  creates  the  opportunity  for  a  pedestrian  and 
bicycle  circulation  system  separate  from  the  street  system. 
Pedestrian  and  bicycle  paths  through  open  space  can  be 
safer,  more  pleasant,  and  often  more  direct  than 
conventional  sidewalks  which  must  follow  vehicular  rights- 
of-way.  Wherever  possible  and  appropriate,  pedestrian 
and  bicycle  circulation  shall  be  provided  within  the 
Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities  system,  minimizing 
street  crossings  and  reducing  the  need  for  streetside 
walkways.  Where  paths  in  the  open  space  can 
appropriately  take  the  place  of  sidewalks,  the  Planning 
Board  may  waive  the  conventional  sidewalk  requirement 
specified  in  the  subdivision  regulations. 

5.  Protection  of  Public  Safety.  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  proposals  shall  be  designed  and  located  so 
as  not  to  endanger  its  occupants  or  the  public.  The  design 
shall  include  adequate  water  supply  distribution  and 
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storage  for  fire  protection.  Vehicular  circulation  shall 
consider  the  access  needs  of  emergency  and  public  safety 
vehicles.  In  the  case  of  uses  adjacent  to  large  amounts  of 
forested  areas,  the  design  shall  also  consider  fire  breaks 
and  trail  access.  The  adequacy  of  the  foregoing  public 
safety  measures  shall  be  to  the  reasonable  satisfaction  of 
the  Plymouth  Chief  of  Police  and  Fire  Chief,  in  their 
respective  fields. 

6.  Surface  Water  Drainage  and  Wastewater  Disposal.  It 
is  intended  that  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Developments 
permitted  under  this  Bylaw  shall  not  pollute  the 
groundwater.  All  systems  which  deliver  or  may  discharge 
water  into  the  ground  shall  be  sufficient  to  treat  said  water 
and  to  monitor  said  treatment  so  as  to  achieve  any  and  all 
applicable  effluent  standards  of  the  Board  of  Health  or  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection, 
as  applicable,  in  light  of  the  particular  structure,  its 
proposed  use  and  the  soil  and  groundwater  conditions  of 
the  proposed  site.  Surface  water  drainage  and 
wastewater  disposal  areas  shall  not  be  placed  upon 
Reserved  Lands. 

7.  Protection  of  the  Environment.  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  proposals  shall  include  a  complete  inventory 
and  analysis  of  any  features  of  the  environment  which  are 
unique  or  peculiar  to  the  area.  Open  space  requirements 
shall  be  satisfied  first  by  protecting  such  features.  These 
features  include  species  or  complexes  of  flora  or  fauna  or 
their  habitats,  areas  of  high  visual  quality,  soils,  geology 
and  topography.  Where  large  acreage  is  involved,  this 
Section  is  intended  to  be  satisfied  through  study  only  of 
those  areas  to  be  actually  developed.  Interruption  of 
systems  of  environmental  importance  such  as  trails  to 
food,  water  or  habitats  are  of  particular  concern,  however. 
Maintenance  of  Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities  and 
Reserved  Land  shall  include  specific  provisions  to  protect 
the  natural  environment  as  it  exists. 

8.  Water  Resources  Protection.  It  is  intended  that  Open 
Space  Mixed  Use  Developments  permitted  under  this 
Bylaw  shall  not  adversely  affect  the  common  aquifer  or 
other  users  of  that  resource.  Proposals  for  a  special 
permit  shall  include  a  satisfactory  water  resource  study 
performed  by  a  qualified  engineering  consultant  which 
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assesses  the  effects  of  proposed  water  usage  upon 
ponds,  bogs,  wetlands,  public  and  private  wells,  and  the 
other  natural  resources  dependent  upon  the  common 
aquifer.  Such  water  withdrawals  and  usage  shall  meet  all 
the  applicable  regulations  and  standards  of  the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection. 

9.  Signage.  Signs  shall  be  provided  for  in  Section  302  of 
this  Bylaw.  For  non-residential  uses  in  non-residential 
zones,  however,  the  Planning  Board  may  allow  for  signs  of 
such  size  and  height  as  appropriate  for  identification  and 
safety  in  relation  to  the  proposed  use  and  in  relation  to  the 
intensity,  buffers,  and  setbacks  of  such  use.  Internally  lit 
signs  are  prohibited. 

)  NATURAL  FEATURES  PROTECTION 

3cause  open  space  is  a  critical  feature  of  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
evelopment,  all  developments  shall  have  primary  importance  attached  to  the 
atural  features  conservation  requirements  prescribed  in  Section  301 .  Additional 
andards  concerning  the  character  and  quality  of  the  recreational  areas  are 
escribed  herein.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  intent  of  these  standards  and 
jidelines  shall  constitute  grounds  for  disapproval. 

)  OPEN  SPACE  AND  COMMON  FACILITIES 

1.  Design  and  Location.  The  Common  Open  Space  and  Facilities 
system  shall  be  designed  to  accomplish  the  following  objectives: 

a.  To  maintain  as  much  land  as  possible  in  its 
natural  state,  or  for  specific  active  or  passive 
recreational  purposes,  and  in  large  parcels  that 
would  not  be  possible  in  lot  by  lot  ownership,  with 
access  guaranteed  to  all  users  of  the  development. 
The  objectives  of  this  subparagraph  'a'  shall  be 
presumed  to  be  met  if  not  less  than  200  acres  of 
the  proposed  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  is  dedicated  to  Reserved  Land. 

b.  Upon  consideration  of  such  characteristics  of 
the  Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities  system 
such  as  area,  topography,  breadth  and  nature  of 
foliage,  the  Planning  Board  may  approve  a 
reduction  in  the  width  of  buffers  for  non-retail  uses 
to  allow  no  less  than  a  200  foot  buffer  from  existing 
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Major  Streets,  Limited  Access  Highways,  and 
existing  Scenic  Streets.  Notwithstanding  the 
definitions  of  buffers  elsewhere  in  the  Zoning 
Bylaw,  in  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development,  buffers  along  Scenic  Streets  may  be 
penetrated  for  utility  easements,  agricultural 
purposes,  cartpaths,  emergency  access  or 
property  maintenance,  or  for  vehicular  access,  the 
primary  purpose  of  which  is  to  serve  non-retail 
uses.  All  of  the  above  are  subject  to  limitation  by 
the  Planning  Board.  The  front  yard  buffer  from 
Major  Streets  may  be  penetrated  for  the  creation  of 
new  ways  to  connect  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  to  the  existing  public  roadway 
system. 

c.  To  distribute  the  open  space,  common  facilities, 
recreational  and  agricultural  areas  such  that  the 
entire  development  is  unified  functionally  and 
visually  by  such  space. 

d.  To  provide  open  space,  common  facilities, 
recreational  and  agricultural  areas  within  easy 
access  of  all  users.  All  parts  of  the  Common  Open 
Space  or  Facilities  system  shall  be  appropriate  to 
their  functions  as  buffers,  large  natural  areas,  open 
fields,  developed  recreational  areas  or  yards  for 
buildings.  Such  characteristics  as  area, 
topography,  breadth  and  nature  of  foliage  shall  be 
considered  by  the  Planning  Board  in  determining 
whether  the  Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities 
system  satisfies  the  standards  and  intent  of  the 
Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development. 

2.    Ownership  and  Maintenance.    The  plans  and  documentaUn 
submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  shall  include  a  description  of 
Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities  as  follows: 

a.  Plans.  The  plans  and/or  any  supporting 
documents  shall  show  the  exact  location,  size, 
specific  character  and  general  use  of  all  and 
common  facilities. 

b.  Dedication  to  Town.  The  Town  may  at  any  time 
accept  the  dedication  of  any  said  land,  facilities  or

any  interest  therein  for  public  use,  benefit  or 
maintenance,  but  the  acceptance  for  public  use 
shall  not  be  required  as  a  condition  for  approval  of 
the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development. 

If  the  Town  Meeting  fails  to  accept  the  offered  land 
within  two  (2)  years  of  the  receipt  of  the  offer  or 
such  other  time  as  the  parties  may  agree,  then  the 
offeror  shall  offer  the  Reserved  Land  to  the  state  or 
federal  government  or  a  nonprofit  organization  as 
specified  in  the  definition  of  Reserved  Land, 
herein,  or  shall  use  another  method  identified 
herein  for  guaranteeing  the  Reserved  Land  and 
the  Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities  system  as 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

c.  Covenant.  Any  land  or  facilities  designed  as 
part  of  the  Reserved  Land  or  Common  Open 
Space  or  Facilities  system  which  are  not  dedicated 
to  the  Town  or  governmental  or  nonprofit  agency 
as  provided  herein  shall  be  made  subject  to  a 
covenant  acceptable  to  the  Planning  Board,  which 
covenant  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Plymouth  County 
Registry  of  Deeds,  or  the  Plymouth  County 
Registry  District  of  the  Land  Court,  whichever  is 
applicable,  and  shall  run  with  said  land  in 
perpetuity.  Said  instrument  shall  prohibit  further 
subdivision  of  such  space  or  change  of  its  use  to 
any  use  not  in  keeping  with  the  Open  Space  Mixed 
Use  Development  as  approved  without  the 
approval  of  the  Planning  Board. 

l),slON-RESIDENTIAL  USES 

t  1 .    General  Conditions.   Non-residential  uses  may  be  specifically 

authorized  under  the  Special  Permit  in  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development.  Inadequate  relation  of  such  uses  to  the  overall  plan  of 
the  development,  incompatibility  among  adjacent  uses,  or  insufficient 
buffer  areas  shall  be  sufficient  ground  to  deny  any  such  use.  Plans 
and  other  documents  for  non-residential  uses  should  be  submitted  as 
an  integral  part  of  those  submitted  for  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development. 

2.  Public  and  Quasi-Public.  Day  care  centers,  public  parks  and 
community  recreation  centers,   buildings  and  uses  and  utilities  as 
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• 

allowed  by  special  permit  under  Part  IV  or  Section  309  may 
permitted  uses  in  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Developments,  subject! 
the  prescribed  standards  and  reasonable  conditions  required  byt« 
Planning  Board  under  the  procedures  for  the  Open  Space  Mixed  U 
Development. 

3.   Agricultural  Uses.   Agricultural  uses  such  as  the  creation  a; 
maintenance  of  cranberry  bogs,  ponds,  ditches,  and  irrigation  systei , 
for  cranberry  culture  which  require  the  removal  of  sands  and  grav 
within  the  Aquifer  Protection  Overlay  District  (Section  401 .17)  shall 
allowed  within  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  District  oi 
by  Special  Permit  issued  by  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authot 
subject  to  Environmental  Design  review  (Section  205.03).  In  an  Op

J)  ADMINISTRATION  ; 

In  reviewing  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development,  the  Planning  Board  sr1 
be  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  and  shall  be  governed  by  the  Spec 
Permit  and  Environmental  Design  Conditions  and  procedures  as  specified 
Section  205. 

1.  Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Developm* 
Required.  All  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Developments  may  j 
designed  and  must  be  built  in  phases.  No  phase  may  be  grantee 
special  permit  subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions  until 
Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  Mas 
Plan  has  been  granted.  No  Special  Permit  subject  to  Environmer 
Design  Conditions  shall  be  issued  for  a  phase  which  does  i 
generally  conform  to  the  original  Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Spa 
Mixed  Use  Development  Master  Plan  unless  said  original  permit.' 
appropriately  modified  and  reissued  by  the  Planning  Board. 

A  Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  Master  Plan  shall  not  entitle  the 
applicant  to  any  building  permits  but  is  a 
necessary  prerequisite  to  any  special  permit  for 
any  phase  of  construction. 

Following  the  approval  of  a  Master  Plan  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed  L 
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Development,  no  special  permit  for  the  first  phase  of  an  Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Development  pursuant  to  Section  J. 5  of  this  Section 
401.25  shall  be  approved  until  adequate  legal  documentation  has 
been  approved  and  executed  to  guarantee  that  not  less  than  200 
acres  of  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  is  dedicated  to 
Reserved  Land  as  defined  herein.  Provided  however,  that  such 
documentation  shall  not  be  recorded  until  all  governmental  permits 
and  licenses  necessary  to  construct  such  phase  have  been  issued 
without  appeal,  and  recorded,  where  required,  with  the  Plymouth 
County  Registry  of  Deeds.  No  building  permits  shall  be  issued  for  an 
Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  until  the  required 
documentation  is  delivered  to  the  Town. 

Retail  development  shall  be  phased.  Not  more  than  400,000  square 
feet  shall  be  constructed  in  the  first  phase.  The  sum  of  the  first  and 
second  phases  shall  not  exceed  700,000  square  feet.  The  sum  of  all 
phases  shall  not  exceed  900,000  square  feet.  Each  phase  shall  be 
issued  an  occupancy  permit  and  shall  be  substantially  completed,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Plymouth  Building  Commissioner  and  the 
Planning  Board,  prior  to  the  construction  of  the  next  phase.  No  single 
retailer  shall  exceed  70,000  square  feet.  Within  the  Campus 
Development  Area  single  buildings  in  excess  of  10,000  square  feet 
are  subject  to  determination  by  the  Planning  Board  that  such  buildings 
are  in  compliance  with  the  design  and  appearance  criteria  in  Section 
208.04.  The  design,  scale,  density,  and  character  of  all  buildings 
within  the  Campus  Development  Area  shall  strictly  incorporate  the 
intent  of  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  Bylaw.  Approval 
shall  not  be  given  to  the  construction  of  any  phase  of  retail 
development  unless  the  Planning  Board  has  determined  that  (1)  the 
major  intersections  and  roads  in  the  vicinity  of  such  development  are 
operating  and  will  continue  to  operate  at  an  acceptable  Level  of 
Service  (LOS)  based  on  the  impact  of  vehicular  traffic  from  all 
previously  constructed  phases  of  the  Campus  Development  Area 
together  with  the  impact  of  the  traffic  from  each  phase  of  retail  to  be 
constructed,  in  making  such  determination  the  Planning  Board  shall 
be  provided  with  a  traffic  study  prepared  at  the  landowner's  expense 
by  a  qualified  independent  traffic  engineer  which  examines  such 
matter;  and  (2)  the  projected  economic  impact  of  each  phase  of  retail 
to  be  constructed  will  be  of  economic  benefit  to  the  Town  and  in 
making  such  determination  the  Planning  Board  shall  be  provided  with 
an  economic  impact  report  based  on  quantitative  economic  criteria 
defined  by  the  Planning  Board  and  prepared  at  the  landowner's 
expense  by  a  qualified  independent  economic  research  firm  which 
examines  said  impact. 
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2.   Application  for  Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed 
Development  Master  Plan  Following  initial  submission  to  the  Buii 
Commissioner  as  specified  in  Section  201 ,  a  plan  shall  be  filed 
the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Planning  Board  with  all  information  require 
follows: 

a.  The  entire  area  of  land  to  be  developed 
including  all  adjacent  land  owned  by  the  applicant, 
and  all  land  under  option  to  purchase  agreement 
by  the  applicant,  and  all  land  owned  by  the 
applicant  within  1 ,000  feet  of  the  proposed  Open 
Space  Mixed  Use  Development. 

b.  The  topography  of  the  land  to  be  developed  at 
5'  -  0"  contours,  vegetative  cover,  soil  types, 
wetlands  and  water  bodies,  roads  and  ways,  the 
general  location,  size  and  shape  of  structures  to  be 
removed  and  the  exact  location,  size  and  shape  of 
structures  to  remain,  and  generalized  planting 
plans. 

c.  The  land  area,  number  of  buildings  or  units 
within  buildings  and  approximate  floor  area  ratio 
shall  be  specified  for  the  total  site,  for  all  common 
land,  and  for  each  area  devoted  to  a  different  type 
of  building  or  use,  as  delineated  on  the  plan. 

d.  The  location,  size,  and  intended  use  of  all 
Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities  and  the  firm  or 
organization  intended  to  own  and  maintain  same. 

e.  The  general  location  and  size  of  all  proposed 
structures  including  a  schedule  of  various  land  use 
types;  the  general  location  of  all  roads,  pedestrian 
circulation  systems,  method  of  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal,  public  utilities,  method  of  surface 
water  drainage  disposal. 

f.  A  schedule  showing  the  proposed  times  within 
which  applications  for  special  permits  subject  to 
Environmental  Design  Conditions  for  various 
phases  to  be  applied  for. 

g.  A  written  statement  by  the  land  owner  setting 
forth  the  reasons  why  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
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Development  would  be  in  the  public  interest  and 
consistent  with  the  objectives  of  this  Section. 

h.  Draft  legal  documents,  as  required,  to  provide 
for  Reserved  Land  and  Common  Open  Space  or 
Facilities. 

i.  An  economic  impact  report  shall  be  submitted  at 
the  beginning  of  each  phase  of  development  within 
the  Campus  Development  Area.  Such  a  study  shall 
be  used  by  the  Planning  Board  to  create  a  list  of 
suggested  uses. 

3.  Processing  of  Application  for  Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Development  Master  Plan.  Application  shall  be  processed, 
heard  and  acted  upon  as  with  any  other  application  for  a  special 
permit,  subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions.  When  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Planning  Board,  an  independent  consultant  may  be 
retained  by  the  Town  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant  to  review  the 
findings  of  any  report  or  submissions  made  hereunder. 

4.  Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  Master 
Plan.  The  Board  shall  include,  as  a  condition  of  the  permit,  the 
schedule  of  applications  for  special  permit  subject  to  Environmental 
Design  Conditions  for  phases  and  any  additional  drawings, 
specifications  and  form  of  performance  bond  that  shall  accompany 
such  applications.  The  applicant  shall,  within  twenty  (20)  days  after 
receiving  a  copy  of  the  written  permit  of  the  Planning  Board,  notify  the 
Planning  Board  of  his  acceptance  of  or  his  refusal  to  accept  all  said 
conditions.  In  the  event  the  landowner  refuses  to  accept  any  or  all 
said  conditions,  the  Planning  Board  shall  be  deemed  to  have  denied 
approval  of  the  application.  In  the  event  the  landowner  does  not, 
within  said  period,  notify  the  Planning  Board  of  his  acceptance  of  or 
his  refusal  to  accept  all  said  conditions,  approval  of  the  plan  with  all 
said  conditions,  shall  stand  as  granted.  Nothing  contained  herein 
shall  prevent  the  Planning  Board  and  the  landowner  from  mutually 
agreeing  to  a  change  in  such  conditions,  and  the  Planning  Board  may, 
at  the  request  of  the  landowner,  extend  the  time  during  which  the 
landowner  shall  notify  the  Planning  Board  of  his  acceptance  or  refusal 
to  accept  the  conditions. 

5.  Application  for  Approval  of  Special  Permit  subject  to  Environmental 
Design  Conditions  for  each  Phase  of  an  approved  Open  Space  Mixed 
Use  Development  Master  Plan. 
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a.  A  fully  detailed  plan  and  an  application  for 
approval  of  a  Special  Permit  shall  be  filed  in 
accordance  with  General  Laws,  Chapter  40A. 
Such  plan  may  be  for  all  the  land  or,  in  the  case  of 
a  plan  which  is  being  phased,  for  any  part  of  the 
land  in  the  proposed  development.  The  plan  and 
application  shall  include  all  drawings, 
specifications,  covenants,  conditions,  and  form  of 
performance  bonds  as  are  prescribed  in  Section 
205.03  Environmental  Design  Conditions  by  the 
Planning  Board  in  decisions  concerning  the  Open 
Space  Mixed  Use  Development.  All  such  plans 
shall  be  to  the  level  of  detail  specified  for  the 
definitive  plan  in  Section  205.03. 

b.  In  the  case  of  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  which  is  being  phased  over  a  period 
of  time,  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development 
Master  Plan  of  the  entire  development  which  was 
given  approval  shall  be  submitted  each  time  a  plan 
is  submitted  for  approval  for  any  phase.  All 
changes  or  refinements  shall  be  shown  and 
documented  as  described  hereinafter.

During  the  past  year,  the  composition  of  the  Board  changed.  Roger  /a 
was  elected  to  the  Board  to  fill  the  position  vacated  when  Peter  Paulding  c  ;$e 
not  to  run  for  reelection.  At  the  Board's  annual  reorganization,  Eugene  T.  he 
was  elected  Chairman  and  Joseph  F.  Anusewicz  was  elected  Vice  Chairman 

Stabilization  of  Plymouth's  tax  burden  continued  as  the  Board's  highest  :al 
for  1995.  For  the  past  two  fiscal  years,  the  Board,  with  cooperation  of  Ito 
Meeting,  has  not  utilized  the  Proposition  21/2  allowance  as  allowed  by  law.  *e 
town  added  $5  million  to  the  Stabilization  Fund  and  the  voters  passed  a  $2  mi  to 
underride.  The  town's  long  term  fiscal  plan  has  been  greatly  strengthened 
these  measures.  The  Board  anticipates  no  use  of  the  tax  levy  allowance  for*e 
coming  fiscal  year.

In  1995  the  town  dedicated  a  new  police  station  and  hired  four  additi<j|i; 
police  officers.  Town  meeting  also  approved  the  hiring  of  four  additional 
fighters.  Construction  began  on  a  new  animal  shelter  and  major  renovation; f) 
Town  Hall  began.  Economic  development  remains  a  very  high  priority  for  fe 
Board.  New  commercial  construction  included  a  Shaws  Supermarket  and  \) 
start  of  construction  of  Wal*Mart  and  KMart.  The  Board  continues  to  wk 
successfully  with  the  county  and  state  towards  constructing  the  new  district  c(k 
house  on  Long  Pond  Road  next  to  the  new  police  station. 

During  1995,  the  Selectmen  worked  with  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protect* 
Agency  and  the  state  on  an  agreement  to  allow  the  town  to  continue  utilization 
the  1 .75  million  gallon  per  day  outfall  at  the  current  wastewater  treatment  pl£| 
Additional  upgrade  of  the  plant  will  be  necessary  and  the  Selectmen  contirf 
negotiations  to  address  future  wastewater  needs.  The  town  has  reached  \  ■ 
agreement  with  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  and  the  Corps 
Engineers  to  upgrade  the  revetment  on  Long  Beach  pending  funding  from  t 

Corps  of  Engineers.  Hopefully,  this  much  needed  repair  will  commence  in  199  •

Some  construction  began  on  the  upgrade  of  Pilgrim  Memorial  Park.  Wh[  - 
planning  on  the  project  continues,  additional  construction  awaits  a  natiorf  b-; . 
funding  campaign  for  this  ambitious  project.

'  1995  was  a  year  of  considerable  change  to  the  Town  Manager's  Office. 
\Mam  R.  Griffin,  Executive  Secretary  from  1978-1992  and  Town  Manager  since 
192,  left  the  town  in  October  to  accept  a  town  manager's  position  in  the  Town  of 
Dfliham.  He  is  and  will  be  sorely  missed.  Assistant  Town  Manager  Eleanor  Beth 
w<  appointed  Acting  Town  Manager  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  while  they  seek 
a  w  permanent  manager. 


During  1995,  the  Town  Manager  and  his  staff  continued  to  devote 
ccsiderable  time  to  issues  relating  to  town  finances,  wastewater  planning  and 
pillic  facilities. 


In  the  area  of  town  finances,  several  key  events  took  place.  Pursuant  to  the 
p<jcy  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Fiscal  Year  1996  budget  was  adopted 
wpout  the  utilization  of  any  of  the  Proposition  21/2  levy  allowance.  This  policy 
a'lwed  for  the  stabilization  of  the  tax  burden,  a  major  goal  of  the  Board  of 
Sjectmen. 


A  level  service  budget  was  adopted  by  town  meeting  and,  in  addition,  $5 
rrilion  was  placed  in  the  Stabilization  Fund  to  aid  in  the  financing  of  major  capital 
ej)enditures  for  school  space,  wastewater  treatment,  beach  repair  and  landfill 
coping,  to  name  some  of  the  large  projects  facing  the  town  in  the  next  few  years. 

The  issue  of  wastewater  treatment  and  disposal  continued  in  1995  to  be  of 
plme  concern  to  the  Town  Manager  and  his  staff.  This  year  the  town  entered  into 
Fjase  1 1  IB  of  the  wastewater  planning  process.  Based  upon  the  work  of  the 
tjvn's  consultant,  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee,  and  the  efforts  of  the  Citizens 
>lvisory  Committee  and  other  town  officials,  boards  and  committees,  the  town 
vll  now  review  the  planning  done  to  date  and  formulate  a  final  and 
( mprehensive  solution  for  the  future  treatment  and  disposal  of  wastewater  that 
economically  feasible,  environmentally  sound,  politically  viable  and  acceptable 
the  community. 
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During  1995,  work  was  begun  on  Town  Hall  renovations  that  will  ip  [C 
make  it  fully  handicapped  accessible  as  well  as  allow  the  town  to  bring  mo:  fov  - 
departments  together  in  one  building  and  improve  the  work  space  fo 
employees.  The  new  Police  Station  was  completed  and  is  a  state-of-the-; 
spartanly  functional,  town  facility.  Design  of  a  new  fire  station  in  Cedarville  >als: 
underway.  The  town  continues  to  struggle  with  the  ways  to  address  school 
needs  as  well.

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TOWN  CLERK 

The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Town  Clerk's  Department  is  to  maintain 
ill  produce  the  records  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  to  provide  copies  of 
t'm  for  internal  and  external  use.  Also,  it  serves  the  public  by  directing 
t'm  to  appropriate  offices  within  town  government  through  the. 
vtchboard  and  mail  services.  It  works  closely  with  the  Board  of  Voting 
3 jistrars  to  maintain  lists  of  town  residents  and  to  conduct  elections. 

The  Clerk's  office  seeks  to  combine  honesty,  efficiency,  and  a  pleasant 
neanor  in  conducting  its  work  to  serve  constituencies  in  the  present  and 
fcmer  citizens  of  Plymouth,  the  other  offices  of  town  government,  offices 
ir  county,  state  and  national  government,  and  researchers  around  the 
^  rid. 

The  most  dominating  activity  by  far  for  1995  was  the  implementation  of  the 
ste's  new  central  voter  registry.  The  state  provided  the  town  with  a  dedicated 
lit  to  the  central  registration  computer  in  Boston,  three  computers  and  a  laser 
piter.  The  clerk's  office  prepared  the  computerized  data  on  the  town's 
minframe  for  transmission  to  the  state's  system.  After  learning  the  new  system, 
II  office  perfected  the  street  index  to  reflect  each  address  in  the  town.  As  part  of 
th  process,  the  staff  notified  residents  of  address  corrections  to  reflect  street 
rmbers  rather  than  lot  numbers. 

With  the  new  computer  system,  the  office  can  screen  petitions  for  multiple 
s jnatures.  The  system  makes  deletion  of  individuals  who  move  to  other  towns  in 
hssachusetts  much  more  efficient.  It  permits  access  to  voting  and  residence 
ta  in  other  municipalities  in  the  state. 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  Town  Meeting  in  the  capital  outlay  process,  the 
<erk's  Office  purchased  13  electronic  voting  machines  for  use  in  all  upcoming 
•actions.  The  machines  employ  paper  ballots  read  automatically.  With  modems 
liilt  into  each  machine,  results  will  reach  the  Clerk's  Office  much  more  quickly 
(id  with  a  much  higher  guarantee  of  accuracy. 

On  April  5,  the  Town  Clerk  named  Marlene  Pedro  Assistant  Town  Clerk.  Ms. 
3dro  has  served  as  Administrative  Secretary  and  later  Administrative  Assistant 
the  Clerk's  office  since  1992. 

The  Town  Clerk's  office  agreed  to  take  responsibility  for  underground 
orage  permits.  Working  with  the  Selectman's  Office,  which  issues  the  original 
3rmits  and  the  Fire  Department,  which  concerns  itself  with  safety  issues,  the 
lerk's  Office  gathered  the  files  and  straightened  out  questions  of  location  and 
jnewals. 
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Working  with  local  veterinarians  the  Clerk's  office  increased  the  numt  of 
dogs  licensed  in  the  town  dramatically.  At  Town  Meeting,  it  oversaw  accep'ice 
of  a  new  bylaw  providing  a  fine  for  owning  an  unlicensed  dog,  providing  th  tog 
officers  with  one  more  tool  to  assist  in  dog  control. 


The  Clerk's  Office  purchased  additional  shelving  to  allow  nece 
improvements  to  record  storage  in  the  town's  archives. 


Staff  initiated  programs  to  improve  access  to  information  in  such  di 
areas  as  recent  births  and  homestead  declarations  for  mobile  homes 
years  a  dramatic  number  of  activities  have  moved  to  computers  providing  r'ch 
better  service  to  the  public.

The  1994  April  Annual '  »p 
meeting  approved  the  addition  of  several  revolving  funds  and  the  establish!  nt 
of  the  sewer  utility  services  as  an  enterprise  fund.  Also  during  the  year,  mom  -y 
gifts  were  accepted  from  various  outside  sources.  The  intent  of  this  new  Wc  a 
thinking  was  to  provide  the  public  with  services  not  available  within  the  traditi'al 
budget  system.

94.  During  the  year  various  expenses  such  as  uniform  allowance  were  conve'j 
to  payroll  expenditures.  This  reduced  the  amount  of  paperwork  in  the  form  o1:x 
forms  as  well  as  the  level  of  effort  required  to  create  the  additional  forms.

Commencing  in  FY  95  the  Accounting  Division  began  to  develop  ar|l 
inclusive  "How-To"  payroll  manual.

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Treasury  Division 


The  Treasury  Division  of  the  Department  of  Finance  receives  and 
•ro^les  for  the  custody  of  the  Town's  cash  with  strict  consideration  to 
afcjf,  liquidity  and  earnings.  The  Treasury  banks  and  reports  cash  receipts 
ndieleases  properly  authorized  funds  in  a  timely  manner.  The  Treasury 
n  ws  funds  for  authorized  projects  only  as  needed  and  at  the  least 
ios|ble  cost  to  the  Town.  The  Treasury  maintains  and  pursues  the 
olhtion  of  delinquent  taxes  in  a  manner  that  is  sensitive  to  the  needs  of 
he  (dividual  and  the  community  as  a  whole.  The  mission  of  the  Treasury 
tal  is  to  seek  the  public's  respect  through  its  actions  and  deeds. 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

Treasury  recorded  a  total  of  $115,596,327.29  of  receipts  and 
111^467,024.06  of  disbursements  during  fiscal  year  1995.  The  cash  needs  of  the 
"owjwere  maintained  without  the  use  of  any  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  revenue. 
\ll  (  the  Town's  cash  was  continually  invested  in  various  short  term  instruments, 
yithhe  exception  of  the  Town's  Trust  funds  which  by  law  are  allowed  to  be 
w€|ted  on  a  long  term  basis.  The  stability  of  the  banking  industry  allowed  the 
ow  to  eliminate  collateralized  accounts  and  realize  a  greater  average  return  on 
-ivcjtment  without  risk  to  the  safety  and  liquidity  of  the  town's  cash. 

During  fiscal  year  1994,  we  reported  the  collection  of  $2,054,668.11  of 
ieliquent  taxes.  For  fiscal  1995,  Treasury  was  able  to  collect  $2,761,051.56. 
"he|e  amounts,  in  addition  to  the  delinquent  collections  of  the  Town  Collector,  are 
he  lajor  contributor  to  the  fiscal  1995  free  cash  of  $6,657,859.00. 


Collection  Division 

The  Collection  Division  is  responsible  for  collecting  real  estate, 
>eional  property  and  excise  taxes,  as  well  as,  fees  for  water  and  sewer 
>(  trailer  park  usage,  municipal  lien  certificates  and  in  lieu  of  tax 
>aynents  due  the  Town.  The  office  is  also  responsible  for  the  sale  of  all 
nujicipal  stickers.  It  is  the  mission  of  this  office  to  serve  the  public  in  a 
irossional  manner,  while  maintaining  the  important  cash  flow  to  the  town. 
Thi  office  tries  to  understand  the  problems  that  confront  the  taxpayer  and 
>ffj  s  solutions  to  help  them  cope  with  these  problems.  Through  the  use  of 
ot  quality  management  tools,  the  division  tries  to  minimize  stress  in  the 
iff  e  and  provide  a  friendly  atmosphere  to  the  Plymouth  taxpayer.

The  Collection  Division's  performance  for  fiscal  year  1995  has  exceeds  e 
goals  set  to  measure  the  level  of  revenue  needed  to  fund  the  various  "  n 
operations.  Goals  are  set  by  the  Director  of  Finance  and  reflect  the  lev  • 
revenue  to  meet  the  fiscal  1995  revenue  requirements.  Included  in  the  revei  $ 
controlled  by  the  collection  division  are  current  year  real  estate  and  pers,ii 
property,  prior  year  (delinquent)  real  estate  and  personal  property,  motor  ve  le 
excise,  sewer  and  water  revenue.

There  continues  to  be  a  certain  amount  of  unpaid  taxes  which  musi 
liened  and  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  collection  or  foreclosure.  \ 
Collection  Division  moves  these  accounts  through  all  legal  processes  as  qui 
as  allowed  by  current  laws.  All  of  the  efforts  of  the  collection  division  create'i 
environment  of  "priority  one"  for  money  that  is  due  to  the  Town.

-:.    In  the  area  of  employee  relations,  the  Personnel  Department  has 
:  opined  an  emphasis  on  an  open  door  policy  in  order  to  provide  advocacy  and 
.  •  .;ouseling  on  work  related  issues.  In  addition,  inter-office  communication  has 
err  ined  a  priority  through  the  use  of  the  monthly  employee  newsletter.  An 
jrrvoyee  assistance  program  (EAP)  was  added  to  our  benefit  program  and  ' 
traced  to  all  employees  in  late  July  through  the  newsletter  and  ten  orientation 
.esions  held  throughout  the  various  work  sites.  EAP  staff  have  consulted  with 
ovv  management  on  several  topics  and  provided  training  on  effective  referrals. 

XlPENSATION  and  CLASSIFICATION 

In  1995,  the  Personnel  Department  initiated  a  classification  study  for  the  50 
otdescriptions  in  the  DPW.  This  is  ongoing  and  is  being  conducted  by  an 
>u|de  consultant  working  closely  with  both  management  and  the  employees. 
RejDmmendations  are  expected  in  the  spring  of  1996.  A  second  classification 
>tijy  for  Library  positions  is  being  conducted  internally  by  a  labor-management 
....  x)jmittee.  Four  titles  covering  thirty  positions  are  being  examined.  The 
3ejsonnel  Department  has  conducted  five  reclassification  hearings  for 
srriloyees  in  union  positions  who  requested  a  review  of  their  classification. 

EPLOYMENT 

I  During  1995,  26  permanent  new  employees  were  hired  to  replace 
employees  who  either  terminated  or  retired  from  their  employment  with  the  Town. 
Aclitionally,  17  employees  were  either  promoted  or  transferred  within  the 
conization.  The  Personnel  Department  also  processes  the  hiring  for  over  100 
sejsonal  employees  in  the  recreation,  police,  airport  and  DPW.

The  Town  currently  offers  Blue  Cross  Blue  Shield  Master  Medical  Health 
::irurance  on  a  self-insured  basis  to  employees  who  work  20  hr/week  in 
: ;  afcordance  with  M.G.L.  Ch.  32B.  Plymouth  went  out  to  bid  for  health  insurance 
:  a/isory  services  this  year  and  hired  EBS  Foran.  Despite  generally  escalating 
:  halth  care  costs,  Plymouth  has  been  able  to  maintain  costs  through  increased 
cmpetition  of  our  large  claims.  This  cost  savings  was  initiated  by  EBS  Foran  and 
ajtounted  to  over  $300,000.

Pers<;l 
safety  seminars  were  also  conducted  by  Town's  Safety  Officer  for  oveM 
employees. 

Injured-on-Duty  (111 F)  Claims  &  Disabled  Retiree  (100B)  Claims 

Massachusetts  General  Laws  require  the  Town  to  pay  directly  for  all  1 1 
(police  and  fire  injured-on-duty)  and  100B  (police  and  fire  injured-on-duty  retii 
claims.  The  Personnel  Department  continues  to  monitor  the  injured-on-c 
claims  closely  with  the  Police  Chief  and  Fire  Chief.  Partnerships  with  mr 
medical  providers  are  on-going.  All  medical  claims  for  injured  on  duty  and  reti 
disabled  police  and  firefighters  are  reviewed  for  conformance  to  workr 
compensation  rates.  In  1995,  the  cost  savings  to  the  Town  was  $13,305  for  1 
claims,  and  $26,681  for  110  B  claims,  an  average  of  50%  reduction  for  allowa 
services. 

WORKERS'  COMPENSATION 

The  town  works  with  the  Massachusetts  Interlocal  Insurance  Agency  (MI'f  k-. 
to  provide  a  comprehensive  program  to  reduce  on  the  job  injury  and  to  increa 
employee  safety  awareness.  In  1995,  the  Town  of  Plymouth  received  im. 
Worker's  Compensation  Loss  Control  award  from  MIIA. 

Activities  included  regular  executive  safety  sessions,  safety  reviews  of  to' 
facilities,  safety  training  for  all  DPW  employees  in  back  injury  prevention.  Saf< 
reviews  have  been  conducted  at  the  Highway  Barn  offices  and  at  the  Library.  T 
town  continues  to  provide  modified  work  programs  to  employees  injured  on  t 
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b.  f/orking  with  the  occupational  health  nurse  at  MIIA,  four  DPW  workers  were 
ssuiied  modified  work  programs  commensurate  with  the  restrictions  set  forth  by 
leirfhysician  until  they  were  physically  fit  to  perform  the  full  scope  of  their  job 
»spnsibilities.  The  Executive  Safety  Committee  reviews  the  lost  time  claims 
idjccident  reports  on  a  quarterly  basis  to  determine  strategies  to  prevent 
miljr  accidents.  They  are  finalizing  a  safety  handbook  for  all  employees  which 
evected  to  be  ready  in  the  Spring. 

AE)R  RELATIONS 

n  1995,  agreements  were  reached  with  six  of  the  eight  unions.  Settlements 
icked  the  Superior  Officers,  Police,  Clerical,  Dispatchers,  DPW  and  Library 
niqs.  Crossing  Guards  and  Fire  negotiations  are  currently  in  the  mediation 
rocss. 

The  Personnel  Department  assists  through  advising  and  research  and  is  an 
np4ant  part  of  the  bargaining  team.  In  addition,  the  Personnel  Department  has 
oo ('mated  the  impact  bargaining  for  the  new  federal  regulations  on  drug  and 
Icqol  testing  mandated  for  all  employees  in  safety  sensitive  positions  holding 
omercial  driver  licenses.  The  drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  has  been 
np  mented  in  a  timely  fashion  and  50%  of  those  employees  covered  have 
ubiitted  to  drug  testing  and  25%  for  alcohol  testing  in  accordance  with  the  law. 

The  Personnel  Department  has  been  involved  in  the  coordination  and 
asipnse  to  47  grievances  and/or  unfair  labor  practices  against  the  Town  of 
}lyijouth.  This  is  a  300%  increase  in  grievances  filed  in  1 994.  Every  attempt  has 
»ee!  made  through  the  Personnel  Department  to  mediate  and  research 
iiffiences  including  conflict  mediation  and  the  use  of  a  team  facilitator  whose 
erces  were  jointly  paid  for  by  DPW  and  the  Education  Committee.

The  Conservation  Commission  consists  of  seven  volunteer  memb] 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  assisted  by  paid  conservation  st 
The  Commission  is  charged  with  several  duties  including  the  acquisition  of  la 
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purpose  of  management  and  promotion  of  unspoiled  natural  resource 
reaand  the  protection  of  inland  and  coastal  natural  resources.  The  protection 
f  th  >e  natural  resources  benefits  the  Town  by  providing  flood  control,  protection 
om  torm  damage,  protection  of  clean  water  supplies,  and  promotion  of  wildlife 
iveiity  and  recreation.  In  an  effort  to  increase  knowledge  about  environmental 
iwspollution,  and  resource/wetlands  protection,  the  Commission  members  are 
\/ai  ble  for  presentations  to  schools,  boards,  clubs  or  groups. 


Pursuant  to  its  mandate  under  the  Town  of  Plymouth  Wetlands  By-law, 
rticji  27  and  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  131,  S40,  et  seq.,  the 
enervation  Commission  acted  on  62  Notices  of  Intent  (permit  requests)  for 
ctiyy  taking  place  within  areas  subject  to  their  jurisdiction.  Additionally,  18 
ieqfests  for  Determination  (to  determine  whether  a  proposed  activity  was  going 
)  intact  a  resource  area)  and  56  Jurisdictional  Opinions  were  filed  (to  determine 
a  | oject  was  within  a  conservation  area  and  whether  or  not  a  formal  filing  was 
?qied).  In  1994,  the  number  of  permits  processed  was  65  Notices  of  Intent,  29 
ieqssts  for  Determination  and  36  Jurisdictional  Opinions. 

The  Board  responded  to  numerous  inquiries  and  complaints  this  past  year, 
lar  of  which  resulted  in  the  issuance  of  Enforcement  Orders.  One  of  the 
lonhission's  more  challenging  complaints  was  the  identification  of  a  "mystery 
om  constructed  on  the  Eel  River,  without  permits,  and  the  associated 
esijction  and  removal  of  vegetation.  The  Commission  levied  fines  for  these 
cts 


Several  changes  occurred  in  the  Conservation  Commission  membership 
nd  taff  this  year.  One  new. Commissioner,  Karen  Richcreek  of  Winthrop  Road, 
ncier  change  was  the  addition  of  the  new  part-time,  Conservation  Staff  Aide, 
\Wf  Kuhn.  The  Commission  convinced  Town  Meeting  to  eliminate  the 
torervation  Administrator  position  and  create  the  Staff  Aide's  position.  The 
/Omission  felt  strongly  that  the  part-time  position  could  fulfill  the  demands  of 
le  own  and  save  considerable  wages.  The  Commission  is  pleased  to  report 
"lalan  equivalent  number  of  permits  were  processed  with  the  changes.  The 
orJnission  welcomes  assistance  from  anyone  with  the  enthusiasm  and  desire 
)tect  our  resources. 


Design  Review  Board 


The  Design  Review  Board  had  an  active  schedule  again  this  year,  meeting 
it  ast  every  month  on  Wednesday  evenings.  The  Board  looked  at  over  50 
wets,  several  of  them  more  than  once.  More  projects  are  being  seen  as  the 
ice  omy  has  improved 
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Volunteer  professionals,  including  architects,  a  landscape  architect, 
historians,  make  up  the  Board.  The  newest  member,  Lawrence  Geller,  broi  c 
his  considerable  knowledge  and  experience  to  the  Board  this  year. 

The  Design  Review  Board  advises  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Boar  . 
Appeals  on  Special  Permit  applications  using  the  Appearance  Code.  Jf$- 
Appearance  Code  focuses  on  design  principles  that  encourage  harmony  iir 
compatibility  with  surroundings.  The  review  considers  exterior  issues  like  col 
materials,  landscaping,  lighting,  signs,  location,  and  overall  appearar 
Generally,  property  owners  are  assigned  with  the  fit  of  their  buildings  to  wh; 
around  them,  and  appropriate  landscape  treatment  is  encouraged. 

The  Board  also  reviews  the  construction  or  enlargement  of  commeh 
buildings  and  multi-unit  residential  buildings  as  requested  by  the  Builcjr 
Inspector,  again  based  on  the  Appearance  Code.  Last,  the  Board  reviews  lai 
projects  subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions  in  accordance  with  th 
criteria.  itf-

This  year's  project  list  included  a  number  of  sizable  commercial  builc]  ': 
proposals,  like  KMart,  Wal*Mart,  and  the  Indian  River  Inn,  and  the  commends 
facade  improvements  in  North  Plymouth.  Several  communications  tower  proje 
were  reviewed  and  combining  towers  was  encouraged.    The  larger  proje1 
usually  consisted  of  more  than  one  review  as  they  became  more  fully  develop' 
The  Board  additionally  looked  at  a  number  of  other  commercial  and  resider 
designs  of  a  more  limited  scope. 

Most  commercial  construction  reviewed  this  year  required  a  special  pen  £ 
Single  family  residential  projects  that  require  a  special  permit  come  for  review 
the  Board,  such  as  for  construction  closer  to  the  lot  lines  than  the  Zoning  By 
allows.  The  Board  also  saw  a  number  of  these  projects. 

As  the  economy  continues  to  grow  in  Massachusetts,  The  Design  Revi 
Board  looks  forward  to  another  busy  year. 


Office  of  Economic  Development 

Plymouth  Office  of  Economic  Development  works  with  local,  state,  a 
national  government  officials  and  agencies,  organizations  (both  public  a 
private),  private  businesses,  developers,  community  groups,  a 
professionals  in  order  to  retain,  expand,  and  attract  opportunities  1 
Plymouth  residents  and  businesses  through  a  proactive  approach  and  te« 
effort.

Working 
igeJer  and  with  outside  organizations  such  as  the  Plymouth  Area  Chamber  of 
erce,  Destination  Plymouth,  Plymouth  Industrial  Development  Corporation

usi  jss  Association,  this  office  has  continued  to  develop  quality  programs  that 
re  tie  to  it  mission. 

)uring  1995,  the  Office  of  Economic  Development  was  involved  in  a  variety 
pt  ects  and  events  that  are  truly  reflective  of  the  local  economic  diversity.  A 
WE)  (Public  Works  for  Economic  Development)  grant  was  awarded  to  the  Town 
th  amount  of  $1 .52  million.  The  OED  wrote  the  successful  grant  application, 
/hilian  and  Howard,  the  Town's  consulting  engineers,  wrote  the  technical 
orth  of  the  grant  application.  The  grant  will  provide  funding  for  the  construction 
f  th  connector  road  that  will  link  the  Plymouth  Industrial  Park  to  Rte.  80  &  44, 
le  3w  Rte.  44,  and  ultimately,  Enterprise  Drive.  Additional  roadway  and 
detalk  improvements  will  also  be  realized  through  the  grant  funding. 

(The  OED  worked  with  the  Planning  Board  and  Town  Meeting  to  rezone  two 
iaj(!  parcels  of  land  in  order  to  provide  for  additional  commercial  development.

ipThe  OED  worked  with  developers  and  site  planners  to  bring  new 
omfiercial  development  to  Plymouth.  Companies  such  as  CDF  Corporation, 
'aril  Lite  Gifts  (expansion  of  existing  facility),  WarMart,  and  KMart,  are  a  few  of 
"losjwho  began  projects  in  1995. 

OED  staff  worked  with  the  Visitor  Services  Board  to  develop  an  improved 
udjet  that  addressed  non-advertising  tourism  promotion  matters  such  as 

bu|sm  Public  Safety  and  Special  Events.

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  OED  worked  cooperatively  to  develop  a 
:un!»er  of  special  events  including  the  Annual  Waterfront  Festival  and  the 
unner  Main  Street  Festival. 

'As  part  of  a  team,  the  OED  worked  with  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Citizens 
Ndviory  Committee  to  find  a  solution  to  the  Town's  facility  siting  question. 

In  1995,  the  OED  established  the  Historic  Plymouth  Development  Program 
i  will  serve  the  community  through  a  proactive,  multi-organization  approach 
e  development  of  the  downtown  and  waterfront  area. 

A  small  business  loan  program,  the  Plymouth  Business  Investment  Fund, 
vai  developed  cooperatively  with  Rockland  Trust  Company.  The  program  will  be 
unsd,  in  part,  by  funds  received  through  a  Ready  Resource  Grant  approved  by 
he  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development  (EOCD). 
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The  OED  played  an  instrumental  role  in  the  375th  Anniversary  Celebra  i 
organization  by  coordinating  the  strategic  planning  and  Town  services  foi* 
events  including:  work  with  the  U.S.  Marshall's  Office  and  the  State  Police  fori 
public  safety  component  of  the  Naturalization  Ceremony.  OED  developed 
produced  an  Operations  Manual  for  the  year  long  celebration. 

The  OED  continued  to  work  with  the  business  community  on  issues  rela 
to  infrastructure  improvements  and  overall  total  development  of  key  commet 1 
areas. 

The  OED  worked  with  the  Plymouth  School  System  and  Quincy  Collet 
Plymouth,  in  order  to  develop  programs  that  will  benefit  the  communi: 
economic  development  program. 


The  Historic  District  Commission  heard  71  cases  in  1995  for  improveme! 
within  the  Plymouth  Center/Waterfront  Area.  Commissioner  Richard  Lowj 
resigned  after  serving  for  1 6  years.  His  background  as  an  architect  and  his  stn* 
commitment  to  the  preservation  of  historical  properties  made  him  a  value! 
member  of  the  Commission.  William  Fornaciari,  a  nominee  of  the  Boston  Soc  | 
of  Architects,  was  appointed  to  the  Commission,  and  Clifford  E.  Sampson,  Sr.  v  j 
reappointed. 


As  part  of  the  ongoing  historical  survey  project  the  Chiltonville  u 
Wellingsley  areas  were  completed.  Copies  of  these  forms  have  been  given  to  | 
Plymouth  Public  Library  and  are  available  to  the  public.  The  state  supported  j 
quality  of  this  work  by  awarding  a  survey  grant  for  the  fourth  consecutive  y*: 
and  this  grant  was  matched  by  a  Town  Meeting  appropriation.

Established  in  1991  by  Town  Meeting,  the  Manomet  Village  Steering 
rnittee  continues  to  implement  the  goals  and  objectives  of  its  master 
>lai  Contemporary  issues  important  to  the  village  and  Town  were  also 
n  idered.  Meetings  are  held  monthly  at  783  State  Road  in  Manomet. 

Virginia  Johnson  was  elected  secretary  this  year  .  The  committee  thanks 
yiarj  Jane  Calhoun  for  her  years  of  service  at  this  demanding  position.  Other 
)fficrs  remain  as  prior,  with  Mildred  Silva  serving  as  Vice-chair  and  Randy 
>anr,  Chair.  Committee  members  are  Lee  Anderson,  Christopher  Bean,  Eileen 
yOlds,  and  Virginia  Johnson.  Jay  Beauregard,  elected  this  year  to  Town 
yieiiing,  has  attended  meetings  regularly,  as  has  Charles  Kipp  of  the  Manomet 
3oiij  Association. 

Like  many  Town  boards  and  staff,  the  committee  spent  time  at  monthly 
neijngs  considering  proposals  affecting  the  3,000  acre  "Digital"  parcel.  A 
vatjshop  was  sponsored  by  the  committee  at  Indian  Brook  Elementary  School  to 
jab  information  and  opinions  regarding  amended  overlay  zoning  for  mixed  use 
)f  U  land.  For  the  record,  the  committee  soundly  supported  the  original  zoning 
)roDsal.  By  the  time  the  third  proposal  was  considered  by  Town  Meeting, 
uport  eroded  to  an  even  polarization.  The  fate  of  the  "Digital"  parcel  remains 
jrrtown,  with  the  position  of  the  committee  just  as  certain. 


The  steering  committee  finally  realized  progress  on  a  master  plan  priority, 
construction  of  a  sidewalk  from  Manomet  Elementary  School  to  Taylor 
lue.  After  numerous  conferences,  correspondences  and  hearings,  Town 
ing  voted  funding  to  acquire  needed  easements  for  sidewalk  construction. 
Jtopher  Bean  and  Charles  Kipp  were  especially  instrumental  in  dealing  with 
ssue  and  coordinating  understanding  between  abutters  and  the  Town.  Our 
haks  is  also  extended  to  the  Town  Engineers,  planning  staff,  Capital  Outlay 
Expenditure  Committee,  Finance  Committee  and  the  Selectmen  for  their  efforts 
arvjsupport.  Most  of  all  we  are  grateful  to  the  land  owners  along  Manomet  Point 
i  for  their  tolerance  and  understanding  and  to  Town  Meeting  members  for 
ing  easement  acquisition.  To  be  accomplished  yet  is  funding  for  sidewalk 
truction,  and  its  actual  installation.  The  steering  committee  hopes  to  see 
e  tasks  done  by  the  summer. 

Plans  for  improvements  to  Fresh  Pond  Park  were  completed  and  contractor 
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selected.  Funded  in  part  by  grant  and  local  donations  or  efforts,  this  pn  j 
includes  handicapped  parking  and  ramp,  new  fencing,  landscaping,  parkin 
grading  and  resurfacing,  building  cosmetics,  and  a  general  sprucing  up  of  i 
popular  village  park.  The  committee  expects  to  see  construction  during  the  sf  j 
with  completion  of  contract  items  for  summer  use.  This  progress  repress 
phase  one  of  the  two  with  which  the  committee  has  been  involved,  the  sec  j 
phase  to  address  paving  primary  and  handicapped  parking  or  access  j 
upgrading  the  parking  building,  including  septic,  handicap  facilities,  wiring  jj 
plumbing.  We  are  optimistic  that  grant  funding  and  citizen  efforts  will  again  |i 
to  forward  recreational  interests  at  Fresh  Pond  Park. 

Committee  members  also  worked  with  the  Plymouth  375th  Anniver  7 
Committee,  helping  with  the  Plymouth  Road  Race  and  participating  in  cl\ 
events.  We  are  available  to  any  organization  or  the  public  at  our  rec'r 
meetings,  and  will  continue  to  hear  opinions  or  concerns  on  any  issue.

An  article  for  the  Town  Warrant  was  prepared  (and  subsequently  appro  ;l 
by  Town  Meeting)  to  permit  the  purchase  of  land  for  the  off-street  parking  lot  m 
for  its  development.  Meetings  have  been  several  and  on-going  with  the  own 
and  tenant  of  the  property  leading  to  its  acquisition  by  the  Town,  utilizing  fu  •> 
now  available  in  the  North  Plymouth  Parking  Fund.

A 
Dal  was  constructed  and  entered  in  the  July  Fourth  parade,  and  assistance 
rovled  for  the  Road  Race,  the  Santa  Claus  parade  and  activities,  and  the  Grand 
ineji  Ball  held  at  Cordage  Park.

mijrange  vision  of  the  Town. 

The  Office  of  Community  Planning  is  a  community  resource  for 
ifcjmation  on  many  issues.  The  office  through  the  master  plan  process  is 
»s  onsible  for  creating  a  coordinated  long  range  vision  of  the  community 
ic  unctions  as  liaison  between  various  public  and  private  entities  and  to 
litjiate  conflicts. 

Customers  include  the  Planning  Board,  various  other  local,  state, 
g»nal,  and  federal,  boards,  departments,  and  agencies,  neighborhood 
irolps,  developers,  and  ordinary  citizens. 

:  A  primary  obligation  is  to  advocate  for  needs  of  the  residents  of 
Myjiouth.  The  office  also  promotes  innovative  measures  to  manage 
ircjrth  and  protect  the  environment.  In  addition,  we  are  obligated  to  remind 
hejiommunity  of  the  long  range  consequences  of  decisions  made  today. 

The  year  1995  was  highlighted  by  the  consideration  of  significant 
mmdments  to  the  Zoning  Bylaw,  and  review  of  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
iukiivision  and  zoning  filings. 

The  Planning  Board  held  32  regularly  scheduled  meetings  in  1995,  and  met

Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority 

Since  its  establishment  in  1959,  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment 
ulority  has  worked  continuously  with  the  citizens  and  governing  body  of 
e  "own  for  the  betterment  of  home  and  community.  In  retrospect,  the 
jiority  feels  that  it  has  and  continues  to  succeed  in  this  task.   It  is 
nerfore  the  intent  of  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  to  continue 
o  fe  a  people-oriented  agency,  to  continue  to  seek  out  the  best  possible 
programs  that  will  enable  families  and  individuals  in  the  Town  of 
Myiouth  to  acquire  and/or  through  housing  rehabilitation  programs,  live  in 
lec  nt,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing. 

1  During  1995,  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  continued  to  follow  its 
Vision  Statement  in  helping  to  provide  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing  for  the 
;iti;-)ns  of  Plymouth  through  housing  programs  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts 
Hosing  Finance  Agency.  The  total  dollar  amount  of  loans  processed  during  the 
>ai  year  is  $898,300.  The  Home  Improvement  Loan  Program  (HILP)  and  the

It  he  Spring  Hill  apartment  complex.  Repeated  attempts  by  the  Authority  to 
oeiuade  the  owners  to  make  necessary  repairs  have  failed,  therefore,  the  only 
"h  ce  is  to  seek  compliance  through  the  courts. 
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In  November,  the  Authority  sought  and  received  funds  through  the  :wn 
meeting  to  hire  an  architectural  firm  to  inspect  the  Spring  Hill  buildings,  I  *the 
violations,  and  seek  compliance  thought  the  courts.  The  Authority  is  canv;  ing 
RFPs  from  architectural  firms  for  this  work.

In  July,  Congress  Realty  (principal  owners  of  the  Spring  Hill  complex  old 
the  maintenance  contract  for  the  complex  to  the  National  Housing  Partrv»hip 
(NHP)  in  Washington,  DC.  NHP  is  reputed  to  be  one  of  the  largest  managi  [an 
firms  in  the  country.  Meetings  with  NHP  personnel  concerning  this  matter  ii  "illy 
caused  the  Authority  to  become  optimistic  over  future  maintenance  c  he 
complex;  however,  after  reviewing  NHP  maintenance  budgets,  it  was  clear  he 
PRA  that  it  should  proceed  with  seeking  compliance  through  the  courts,  rch 
should  occur  sometime  in  the  spring  of  1996. 

Memorial  Hall  Rehab  Project:  In  October,  the  PRA  approaches 
Selectmen  for  permission  to  explore  funding  sources  to  rehabilitate  Memoriciall 
and  to  create  additional  parking  at  the  rear  of  Memorial  Hall.  At  the  SelectrlYs 
meeting  held  on  October  10,  1995,  the  Selectmen  granted  approval  to  the 
to  proceed  with  the  project  in  tandem  with  the  Office  of  Economic  Developifit. 
At  this  time,  the  Authority  is  exploring  the  possibility  of  having  Memorial  #ll 
placed  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  This  designation  would  ,ilp 
in  the  search  to  secure  funding  for  the  project. 

1996  Lake  and  Pond  Grant  Program:  The  Lake  and  Pond  Grant  Proiim 
sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Management 
program  designed  to  promote  a  holistic  approach  to  lake  and  pond  manager  :! 
A  matching  grant  of  up  to  $10,000  is  available  to  successful  applicants  ,ln 
December,  the  Authority  filed  a  grant  application  for  funding  to  prepare  a  broclre 
intended  to  be  used  to  educate  the  general  public  on  the  history  and  import.  ;e 
of  the  Town  Brook/Jenney  Pond  area.  This  area,  recently  listed  on  the  Nat  lal 
Register  of  Historic  Places,  is  where  our  founding  fathers  first  settled  to  $ 
advantage  of  water  power  that  could  be  derived  from  the  brook.  Som;of 
America's  first  industries  were  started  by  our  ancestors  on  Town  Brook. 

MHFA  Homebuyer  Counseling  Program:  Since  its  introduction  in  1991  rie 
Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  has  been  responsible  for  counseling  225  t- 
time  homebuyers.  Families  and  individuals  completing  the  course  bec^e 
eligible  for  low-interest  mortgages  through  MHFA.  In  addition,  and  jus  is 
important,  the  course  makes  first-time  homebuyers  aware  of  the  pitfalls  they  o,d 
encounter  in  buying  their  first  home,  an  extremely  important  service  providei  y 
the  PRA.

Fire  Department 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Fire  Department  is  to  protect  the  ge  ra! 
public's  life  and  property  in  the  safest  and  most  efficient  manner;  to  ed  ,ate 
the  public  and  earn  respect  through  our  professional  actions  and  dee*  to 
foster  an  open,  honest  and  willing  line  of  communication  with  and  thi  gh 
management  to  help  solve  and/or  eliminate  problems  making  for  a  >re 
harmonious  and  efficient  work  place,  thus  benefitting  not  onl\  he 
employees,  but  also  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  Fire  Department  again  this  year  had  increases  in  request  ifor 
emergency  assistance  which  undoubtedly  will  persist  as  the  town  contini  I  to 
grow.  I 

The  providing  of  emergency  services  certainly  has  changed  over  the  v  frs. 
What  once  was  considered  essentially  fire  extinguishment  has  expand". to 
Medical;  Hazardous-Material;  Confined  Space  Rescue;  and  Extrication  Se';e: 
and,  as  well,  expansion  of  public  fire  safety  education.  The  department  cont  es 
to  keep  abreast  of  changes  in  technology,  methods  of  providing  quality  se* 
and  preparing  to  anticipate  the  needs  of  our  community. 


Growth  in  the  entire  Town  continues  to  be  a  concern:  while  the  depart  tot 
anticipates  changes  in  North  and  West  Plymouth  as  a  result  of  Rout '44 
reconstruction  and  commuter  rail,  it  also  closely  watches  the  southern  secti  of! 
Town  with  the  ever  expanding  residential  population. 

The  department  anticipates  completion  of  the  design  of  a  new  Ceda  -He 
Fire  Station.  This  project  was  approved  at  last  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  w  oe 
before  Town  meeting  again  this  year  for  funding  for  construction.  The  prop  3d 
new  station  will  solve  both  the  Department's  space  needs  and  also  provide 
Cedarville  community  with  a  meeting  area. 

Forest  Fires  continue  to  be  a  major  threat  to  our  rural  areas.  This  *st 
spring  Plymouth  was  faced  with  severe  fire  weather  conditions  followed  ?a 
severe  drought  during  the  summer  months.  On  May  7,  1995,  a  fire  on  Bo'ie 
Road  threatened  many  homes  and  consumed  95  acres  before  it  was  bro  ht 
under  control.  It  was  the  truly  appreciated  efforts  of  our  fire  fighters  and  mi  a! 
aid  fire  fighters  from  most  of  Plymouth  and  Barnstable  County,  along  * 
assistance  from  many  other  agencies  which  saved  all  the  homes  that  \W 
threatened  and  prevented  this  fire  from  burning  into  the  Bay. 
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The  Department  has  received  special  support  from  the  community: 

-  Factory  Mutual  Engineering  made  a  donation  of  $1,510.00  for 

providing  further  training  and  equipment  for  fire  course  investigation. 

*  J»  Larry  Zimble,  owner  of  Plymtron  Industries  and  Cape  Cod  Classics, 
i      donated  to  the  department  a  Scat  Hovercraft  which  will  enhance  our 
i    water  rescue  abilities. 

i  •  And,  in  memory  of  his  father,  Charles  Caranci,  Sr.,  who  was  a  member  of 
the  Fire  Department  for  23  years;  A.  Charles  Caranci  purchased  a  trailer 
to  transport  the  hovercraft. 

The  enhanced  911  emergency  telephone  system  continues  to  be  a  major 
nc,ing  project  with  staff,  especially  Lucille  King,  working  diligently,  with 
sstance  from  the  engineering  division,  to  verify  and  update  addresses  needed 
Drie  database.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  911  system  will  be  put  into  service  in 
9S .

:;  i  Members  also  participated  in  College,  State  and  National  Fire  Academy 
;  orgrams  which  benefit  both  the  individual  and  the  community.  Plymouth  fire 
:  letters  have  attended  programs  this  past  year  including  Arson  Detection  and 

-  mitigation ,  Brush  Fire  Fighting,  Burning  Process,  Critical  Incident  Counselling, 
R'scue  Diving,  Hazardous  Materials  First  Responder  and  Technician  Levels. 
H<;e  and  Hydraulics,  Incident  Analysis,  Incident  Command,  Law  and  Code 
Ri/iews,  Safety  and  others.  Attendance  in  these  programs  is  voluntary,  off-duty.

In  addition  to  new  construction,  it  is  also  their  responsibility  to  conct 
periodic  inspections,  as  required  by  law,  of  the  hospital,  schools,  nursing  ho  is, 
garages,  etc.  They  also  provide  the  certification  of  compliance  for  srflj 
detectors  for  the  sale  of  any  residential  units  and  conduct  inspections  of  oil  B 
burners,  all  tank  installations  and  removals,  self  service  gas  stations,  and  foi.iy 
Fire  Code  violations.  s 

During  the  year  each  Fire  Prevention  Officer  completes  many  houoi 
training  at  meetings  and  seminars  to  achieve  and  maintain  certification  as  m 
inspector  keeping  current  with  changes  in  state  fire  prevention  regulations,  f  ; 

This  office  is  responsible  for  Fire  Safety  Education,  and  this  yeare 
program  started  in  the  schools  in  1993  was  expanded.  In  1995,  all  student 
kindergarten  and  grade  1  received  a  Fire  Safety  presentation  building  up( 'a, 
program  that  was  designed  to  keep  our  children  practicing  fire  safety  at  all  gfl 
levels  on  a  year  round  basis. 


An  "open  house"  was  held  at  headquarters  station  sponsored  by  Ffe 
Gino's  and  the  State  Fire  Marshals'  Office  as  community  partners  for  fire  s£  if 
education.  Fire  Fighters  were  on  hand  to  demonstrate  equipment  and  super  3

IR  ALARM  DIVISION 

The  growth  in  use  of  the  municipal  fire  alarm  system  for  automatic 
lOtipation  to  the  fire  department  of  alarm  conditions  in  industrial  and  commercial 
•ro^rties  continues.  These  systems  are  installed  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayer  and 
itilif  existing  fire  alarm  circuits  throughout  the  Town.  Many  alarms  are  received 
iy  e  automatic  activation  of  detection  devices  that  are  connected  to  the 
nuibipal  fire  alarm  system.  Most  of  the  alarms  are  trivial  in  nature  because  of 
nisjearly  detection  and  reporting.  However,  the  potential  for  considerable 
edption  in  fire  loss  is  great,  and  this  system  reduces  the  operating  expense  for 
neiepartment.  The  chance  of  loss  of  tax  base  and  employment  within  the 
:orjnunity  is  also  reduced.

The  mission  of  the  Engineering  Division  is  to  provide  qua 
engineering  services  and  technical  support  for  the  Town  of  Plymouth, 
residents,  agents  and  providers;  to  establish  an  atmosphere  of  court*  - 
efficiency  and  dedication,  while  maintaining  a  professional  w 
environment  which  will  foster,  encourage  and  nurture  personal  excellen 
leadership  and  growth. 

1995  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Engineering  Division.  Our  staffing  k 
remained  at  six,  and  even  with  a  mid-year  move  to  new  quarters  as  necessita 
by  the  on-going  Town  Hall  renovations,  we  were  able  to  maintain  or  exceed  , 
previous  level  of  service. 

The  bulk  of  our  work  was  dedicated  to  expediting  the  various  roadv: 
projects  going  on  all  around  town.  Those  included  the  reconstruction  of  Route  1 
Court  Street  (Wal*Mart)  Project,  South  Street  Reconstruction,  Barbieri  Pc: 
Restoration  and  the  Private  Ways  Improvement  Program.  We  are  maintaining 
open  line  of  communications  with  our  consultants  and  the  Massachusej 
Highway  Department  (MHD)  in  an  effort  to  bring  the  Route  44  Relocate

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ivispn  is  an  important  segment  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  that 
msf  The  Town-owned  vehicles  and  buildings  which  are  the  Maintenance 
ivispn's  responsibility,  are  the  vehicles  and  buildings  in  which  and  by 
hie  all  other  divisions/departments  of  the  Town  accomplish  their  work. 

The  responsibilities  of  the  Maintenance  Division  fall  into  two  main 
iteories:

[he  fleet  of  vehicles  maintained  by  the  Division  consists  of  approximately 
ne  undred  and  fifty  units,  namely  sedans,  trucks,  trailers,  and  an  assortment  of 
thejequipment  such  as  pumps,  sanders,  compactors,  etc.  Police  Department 
3hNss  are  also  maintained  by  this  Division.  Four  mechanics  and  a  maintenance 
lamre  employed  to  perform  the  task  of  repairs  and  maintenance  of  vehicles. 
he1! split  their  time  between  performing  routine  maintenance  and  providing 
mepency  support  to  all  town  vehicles.  This  segment  of  the  Division  is  kept 
xtrcpely  busy.  In  addition,  due  to  the  current  economic  climate,  the  Town  has 
eemnable  to  provide  vehicle  replacement  in  the  annual  Capital  Outlay  Program, 
hejsnd  result  of  maintaining  older  vehicles,  rather  than  purchasing  new 
jplpement  vehicles,  has  proven  to  be  both  costly  and  time  consuming 
spDially  in  the  area  of  labor  and  materials  for  chronic  repairs.

The  Maintenance  Division  is  responsible  for  providing  primary  repair  and 
laitenance  services  for  the  approximately  twenty-five  buildings  belonging  to  the 
owj.  These  buildings  range  in  size  from  the  largest,  the  Town  Office  Building,  to 
leWiall  pumping  stations.  Three  Building  Craftsmen  are  responsible  for 
er  rming  all  types  of  repairs  on  and  within  these  buildings,  making  adjustments 
ncmprovements  as  necessary.  The  Division  prides  itself  on  performing  most  of 
lejeeded  repairs  and  maintenance  by  its  trained  in-house  staff,  which  helps  to 
nirhize  the  cost  of  these  services  to  the  Town.  The  Division  recognizes  the  level 
-Reality  of  the  work  performed  by  these  individuals,  and  considers  them  an  asset 
3  tbir  Division  and  the  Town.

Once  this  process  is  in  place,  the  expertise  and  knowledge  01  je 
Park  and  Forestry  Divisions  can  be  used  to  serve  other  munic'i 
departments  as  well  as  providing  for  our  citizens'  needs  in  these  two  ai  is 
of  responsibility.

New  chain  link  fencing  was  installed  as  m 
An  old  tennis  court  was  converted  into  a  street  hockey  court  complete  1 
resurfacing,  color  coating  and  lining,  chain  link  fencing  and  dasher  boards.  1 
court  is  the  first  of  its  kind  in  Plymouth  and  has  already  proven  to  be  very  popu 
These  improvements  were  the  result  of  a  coordinated  effort  of  the  North  Plymcji 
Steering  Committee,  the  Office  of  Community  Development  and  the  Park  Divkti 
in  addressing  the  recreational  needs  of  the  North  Plymouth  community,  'j* 
purchase  of  new  playground  equipment  is  also  planned  there  if  grant  funding  |r 
successful. 


After  having  been  unsuccessful  for  three  years,  funding  for  the  purchase 
new  playground  equipment  at  the  Nelson  Street  Memorial  Playground  was  fin 
achieved.  Monies  for  this  project  were  gained  through  three  sources:  the  anrj 
Town  Meeting,  the  Visitor's  Service  Board  (Office  of  Economic  Development)  i\ 
the  Nelson  Memorial  Playground  Association.  The  association  worked  for  sevci 
years  raising  funds  for  this  very  worthwhile  project.  The  new  equipment  will 
installed  by  the  Park  Division  in  the  spring  of  1996.

plymouth  Beach  makes  the  news  again  this  year,  but  it  is  good  news  for  a 
haifte.  First,  the  respite  from  severe  coastal  storms  over  the  past  year  or  more 
awallowed  the  previously  battered  beach  to  begin  to  heal  and  regain  strength 
irobh  accretion,  or  the  buildup  of  sand  along  the  berm  and  dune  system.  Park 
ndforestry  personnel  replaced  damaged  sand  fencing  through  the  winter  at 
otrPlymouth  Beach  and  White  Horse  Beach.  During  the  spring  a  large  amount 
f  bach  grass  was  planted  on  Plymouth  Beach  to  help  trap  blowing  sand  and 
ize  the  dune  system.

Also,  the  town  has  been  meeting  with  all  appropriate  state  agencies,  the 
\m\  Corps  of  Engineers  and  a  coastal  geology  consulting  firm  in  order  to 
fobed  with  the  planning  of  a  stone  dike  rehabilitation  and  sand  nourishment 
rolct  at  Plymouth  Beach.  The  future  health  of  this  vital  barrier  beach  is 
ietfndent  on  these  projects.  During  this  past  year,  a  revolving  fund  for  Plymouth 
te{|:h  was  approved  by  Town  Meeting  for  maintenance  projects  that  would  offer 
epjir  and  protection  from  the  effects  of  coastal  storms. 

The  Park  Division  has  been  striving  for  several  years  in  the  development  and 
mfsmentation  of  a  management  program  for  the  beach.  As  part  of  the 
naagement  program,  an  educational  video  on  Plymouth  Beach  was  produced 
hii /ear  through  the  Park  Division  and  Adelphia  Cable  Television.  The  video  will 
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be  shown  in  the  schools  as  well  as  on  the  local  community  service  channe  fa 
purpose  of  this  video  is  to  increase  awareness  and  knowledge  of  the  i'ie 
resource  area  of  Plymouth  Beach. 


The  Park  Division  has  the  responsibility  of  maintaining  approximate!  fye 
hundred  acres  ranging  from  ballfields,  playgrounds,  large  and  small  park;  t 
beaches  to  several  buildings  squares  and  parking  lots.  The  work  scheduli  'id 
areas  maintained  have  been  increasing  each  year  and  1995  saw  that  /id 
continue.  Also,  numerous  events  that  celebrated  Plymouth's  375th  Annive  *-ry 
relied  in  part  on  Park  personnel  as  well  as  other  DPW  divisions.  Events  su  as 
these  certainly  promote  Plymouth  as  well  as  providing  entertain  *nt 
opportunities  for  residents. 

The  Forestry  Division  continued  its  program  of  public  shade  N 
management  which  includes  the  maintenance  of  the  shade  trees  that  lim-ie 
town's  streets  as  well  as  the  planting  of  young  trees  that  will  evenriy 
aesthetically  enhance  the  community  and  benefit  our  environment.  Tree  plan  lis 
were  done  on  several  streets  in  the  spring.  Brewster  Street,  Cherry  Street,  fi:h 
Street,  and  South  Street  had  several  plantings  installed  as  part  of  a  kpr 
beautification  project. 


Division  personnel  were  also  called  on  to  advise  and  assist  pr4e 
contractors  when  working  on  projects  that  involved  any  public  shade  trees.  !S 
cooperative  policy  helps  to  insure  the  health  of  a  valuable  asset. 

A  tree  nursery  was  initiated  this  past  year  with  the  clearing  and  leveling  a 
small  area  at  Stephen's  Field.  This  nursery  will  provide  for  future  plantings  a  ,g 
the  town's  many  streets  and  public  land.  The  nursery  will  replace  an  area  a  Is 
county  farm  property  that  had  been  in  use  by  the  Forestry  Division  for  se\i 
years.

The  Forestry  Division  also  sponsored  several  Arbor  Tree  observances  an 
local  schools  with  tree  plantings  and  information  for  the  children.  Becaus  I 
these  various  programs  and  an  obvious  commitment  to  improve  the  commi ./ 
through  quality  tree  care,  Plymouth  was  again  nominated  a  "Tree  City  USA"  by  $  t\ 
Arbor  Day  Foundation.  This  award  has  been  earned  each  year  since  1989.

Collection  Systems,  and  Lab  staff,  strive  to  protect  the  environment 
minimizing  health/pollution  risks  while  effectively  meeting  the  critt 
imposed  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  and  the  Department 
Environmental  Protection  in  a  professional,  cost  effective  manner  to  serv

uring  the  calendar  year  1995,  Sewer  Division  personnel  endeavored  to 
jetne  compliance  requirements  mandated  by  both  the  Federal  and  State 
iveiments. 

jhrough  contract,  the  Town  videotaped  and  inspected  approximately  1700 
c  sewer  pipe  and  insituformed  (a  patented  process  of  relining  as  opposed  to 
olang  the  existing  sewer  pipe)  approximately  800  feet  of  sewer  pipe  to 
imiijite  inflow  and  infiltration.    Additionally,  Collection  Systems  personnel 
ola  3d  300  feet  of  8"  sewer  pipe  on  North  Park  Ave. 

jiewer  personnel  maintained,  repaired,  rebuilt  and  painted  all  pumps  and 
otcs  within  the  wastewater  system  through  the  year. 

annual  sampling  and  inspections  of  those  industries  permitted  under  the 
)wr  of  Plymouth's  Industrial  Pretreatment  Program  were  completed  in 
)m||ance  with  the  Attorney  General's  mandated  Pretreatment  Program  in 
xcjiance  with  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency's  rules  and  regulations  40 
FR|03. 

ks  required  by  the  Attorney  General's  Interim  Order,  the  Town  and  its 
ontlctor,  Camp  Dresser  and  McKee,  have  been  addressing  the  issue  of  a  new 
ealhent  plant  facility.  Phases  1,11  and  MIA  of  the  Facilities  Plan/Environmental 
npat  Report  have  been  completed  and  Phase  1MB  is  underway.  Meetings  with 
=ie  jtizens  Advisory  Committee  have  been  held  periodically 

The  Sewer  Division  is  continuing  to  work  closely  with  the  Health  Department 
)  entity  failed  septic  systems  within  the  Town  by  monitoring  the 
iscarge/dumping  by  pumpers  at  the  Night  Soil  Facility. 

The  Sewer  Division  has  been  implementing  the  Sewer  Bank  Policy  as 
stclished  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  through  the  Massachusetts  DEP  with  the 
Hotjition  of  a  50,000  gallon  bank.  Through  December  there  were  forty  permits 
isud  for  a  usage  of  18,404  gallons. 

During  the  months  between  January  and  December  1995,  the  Wastewater 
re,lment  Plant  on  Water  Street  treated  615,695,000  gallons  of  wastewater  well 
t'm  parameters  set  forth  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental 
ro  ction  and  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  through  its  NPDES  Permit 
MeDnal  Pollutant  Discharge  Elimination  System).  This  represents  a  decrease  of 
,8/7,000  gallons  over  1994,  or  a  5.8%  decrease  in  flow.  Included  in  this  total 
re  4,461,1 18  gallons  of  septic  waste  from  Plymouth  residents  not  on  the 
.olbtion  system  and  received  at  the  plant  in  1995,  a  5.12%  increase  from  1994. 
he  septic  flow  was  0,72%  of  the  total  sewer  flow. 
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The  combined  domestic,  commercial/industrial  and  septic  wastes 
received,  treated  and  discharged  to  the  ocean  with  a  reduction  of  solids  piijnt 
in  the  wastestream  of  95.6%.  BOD  (biochemical  oxygen  demand),  a  meas<  of 
the  strength  of  the  wastewater,  was  reduced  by  93.6  %.  It  should  be  note  Mat 
the  percent  removal  allowed  by  our  NPDES  Discharge  Permit  is  85%.  »he 
elimination  of  a  higher  percentage  (8.6%)  above  the  permitted  allovce 
indicates  the  excellent  work  of  the  staff  at  the  plant  despite  the  fact  thuhe 
existing  treatment  facility  is  25  years  old  and  still  using  the  original  pump  *nd 
motors  (maintained  and  rebuilt  yearly  by  in-house  personnel). 

Through  the  aggressive  relining  of  the  sewer  mains  to  remove  inflov.id 
infiltration  (groundwater  and  ocean  water),  the  wastewater  we  receive  at  the  >nt 
is  of  a  much  more  concentrated  flow,  considerably  less  diluted  than  pre  jits 
years  and  more  heavily  laden  with  solids.  This  is  noted  in  the  increase  in  beher 
press  biosolids  from  4975  yards  in  1994  to  5778  cubic  yards  in  1995,  howe:  it 
also  reflects  a  drop  in  belt  filter  press  cake  percent  solids  as  the  «re 
concentrated  product  takes  additional  labor  and  chemical  costs  to  produce  a  |er 
biosolid  for  landfill  disposal.

The  belt  filter  press  processed  9,494,056  gallons  of  waste  sludge,  a  27  % 
increase  over  1994.  The  belt  press  processed  5778  cubic  yards  of  sludge  k 
with  an  average  of  15.6%  solids  which  works  out  to  638.72  total  dry  tons  of  sfer  - 
that  were  taken  to  the  Manomet  Landfill  for  disposal. 
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In  February,  Richard  Wood,  Assistant  Plant  Operator,  was  appo'idj 
Foreman  of  the  Collections  System.  In  December,  Paul  Ernst,  Labor. *ry | 
Technician  and  Pretreatment  Monitor,  obtained  his  Grade  6  Wastev^j 
Operator's  License  issued  by  the  Board  of  Certification,  Commonwealth 
Massachusetts/DEP. 

As  required  by  the  Massachusetts  DEP/Office  of  Certification,  Gary  Fr\M 
Dale  Webber,  Paul  Ernst,  Richard  Wood,  Ripley  Crowell  and  Richard  Co  nil 
exceeded  the  required  30  technical  contact  hours  for  recertification  of  I 
Wastewater  Operator's  Licenses.

We  underst  d 
that  this  can  be  achieved  only  if  we  operate  on  the  principle  that  doing  g  H 
work  is  its  own  reward.  We  must  always  be  looking  for  ways  to  improve  ■ 
quality  of  the  water  and  the  efficiency  of  the  operation.  We  must  always  If 
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»  rrjke  the  customer  feel  important  and  try  to  respond  to  all  customer 
quies  and  problems  in  a  quick,  efficient  and  courteous  manner. 

he  new  tank  in  Cedarville  was  completed  and  put  on  line  in  June.  The 
His\le/Cedarville  Pressure  Zone  now  has  fire  flow  protection  and  we  were  able 
i  fkh  this  zone  for  the  first  time  in  the  fall.  The  new  tank  allowed  us  to  modify 
ie  edarville  Booster  Pumping  Station  to  direct  pumping  with  the  hydro- 
nenatic  system  being  mothballed. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  33.07  inches  as  compared  to  50.07  inches 
>r  cendar  year  1994.  The  total  pumpage  from  all  sources  was  1,912,144,560 
allcjs  or  5,238,752  gallons  per  day.  This  represents  an  increase  of  47,892,760 
allcjs  from  last  calendar  year  or  an  increase  of  1 1 1 ,155  gallons  per  day. 

For  Fiscal  Year  1 995,  $2,51 0,832.99  was  committed  to  charges  (water  bills) 
>r  tp  sale  of  water,  service  connections,  various  services  rendered,  etc. 

there  was  one  major  water  main  replacement  project,  and  the  water  mains 
n  hwes  Lane  and  Howland  Street  were  replaced  by  DPW  personnel.  The  water 
laii  on  Samoset  Street  from  Royal  Street  to  Court  Street  as  well  as  the  mains 
n  hrth  and  South  Park  Streets  were  replaced  by  Celco  Construction.  A  private 
evbper  extended  water  service  off  Nicks  Rock  Road  into  Northwoods  Trail  a 
ist  ice  of  500  feet. 

A  pump  was  replaced  at  the  Pine  Hills  Booster  Station  on  Rocky  Hill  Road 
mdihe  pump  at  the  Federal  Furnace  Well  was  removed  for  repairs  and  put  back 
i  sfvice.  The  pump  at  the  Ship  Pond  Well  is  out  for  repairs  and  is  expected  back 
i  srvice  before  spring  1996.  The  Indian  Hill  and  Chiltonville  Tanks  were  cleaned 
incinspected  by  divers  while  the  tanks  were  still  on  line.  This  method  saved 
!,00,000  gallons  of  water  and  allowed  the  town  to  keep  the  tanks  in  service 
vithut  interruption.  Since  1993  the  Lout  Pond,  South  Pine  Hills,  North  Plymouth, 
ndn  Hill  and  Chiltonville  tanks  have  been  clean  and  inspected.  The  division  is 
>n  five  year  rotation  for  tank  inspections.

Treatment:  One  source  receives  treatment  beyond  the  above  mended 
corrosion  control  -  the  Bradford  Well  receives  green  ;nd 
iron/manganese  removal  treatment  and  in  the  event  of  an  emenhcy 
can  be  served  with  the  trailer  mounted  pump  with  water  froi  he 
Plymouth  Center  Zone. 

Storage:  The  system  has  ten  standpipes  and  all  but  two  are  telemetered  to  »gh| 
and  low  level  conditions.  The  loss  of  any  one  standpipe  would  not  [se 
any  particular  problem  with  the  exception  of  the  Cedarville  Stanch  -

oil i  declares  the  following  statement  of  purpose  for  the  senior  center's 
xisince:  to  provide  mobility  to  elders;  to  provide  nutrition;  to  provide 
reyntive  health  programs;  to  provide  social  and  economic  assistance;  to 
reside  educational  programs;  to  provide  socialization  and  recreation;  to 
rope  support  for  the  homebound  and  to  keep  them  out  of  institutions;  to 
roide  jobs  and  volunteer  opportunities;  to  assist  all  who  come  with 
ifcnation  and  referral. 


1995  was  the  year  during  which  the  elders  of  our  state  survived  two  major 
ireis  to  their  services.  The  first  threat  was  the  possible  loss  of  our  federal 
utr  on  program  by  an  act  of  Congress  called  the  Personal  Responsibility  Act. 
)n  anuary  25,  Congressional  Hearings  began  for  taking  Nutrition  funds  out  of 
le  flder  American  Act  and  putting  them  into  national  block  grants  for  the  states 
)  cftribute  under  welfare  programs.  The  following  day,  elders  across  the  nation 
:iedn  a  telephone  campaign  to  the  Capitol  switchboard  informing  their 
torjressional  delegates  that  putting  Older  American  Act  Nutrition  under  the 
'erpnal  Responsibility  Act  was  a  bad  idea.  On  February  6,  we  were  informed 
pine  House  leadership  decided  to  remove  elderly  nutrition  from  the  proposed 
oojassistance  block  grant. 

;*  A  second  threat  to  the  elders  of  our  state  came  months  later  when  Governor 
Viljam  Weld  decided  to  eliminate  several  of  his  cabinet  level  secretaries.  The 
ixifcutive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  was  to  be  consolidated  into  Human  Services, 
h  State  Association  of  Council  on  Aging  Directors  (MCOA)  urged  elders  to  write 
I  telephone  the  Governor's  Office  that  this  was  a  bad  idea.  Before  the  end  of 
ne/ear,  we  received  news  that  the  Secretariat  of  Elder  Affairs  would  remain  a 
iisnct  entity  and  the  State  Secretary  would  remain  a  member  of  the  Governor's 
3c!inet. 

On  the  positive  side,  the  1995  White  House  Conference  on  Aging  was  held 
tof  2-5.

Rabies  has  been  rare  in  Massachusetts  for  decades.  However,  a  ra  *s 
alert  was  in  effect  for  the  New  England  area  for  1995  which  prompted  rr  ny 
people  to  call  for  assistance.  Dogs  and  cats,  six  months  or  older,  were  vaccim  d 
at  three  clinics  sponsored  by  the  Health  Department  with  the  cooperation  ch 
Richard  Newman,  VMD,  of  the  Manomet  Animal  Hospital. 

Approximately  400  cats  and  dogs  were  vaccinated. 
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"lie  new  Title  V,  which  went  into  effect  March  31,  1995,  has  brought  with  it 
incfcase  in  paperwork  and  responsibilities  for  the  Health  Department.  For  the 
st  <|ven  months  we  have  received  over  six  hundred  septic  inspections  which 
»  quired  for  the  sale  of  all  homes.  Out  of  these  six  hundred  inspections, 
rrJith's  failure  rate  is  only  5.4%.  This,  in  part,  accounts  for  the  increase  in 
>aino  systems  over  last  year.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  DEP  in  Lakeville  for 
th  r  support  and  assistance  during  this  transitional  period.  The  DEP  has 
owed  many  seminars  on  the  new  Title  V  in  order  to  have  a  uniform 
erptation  throughout  the  state.  The  Director  and  his  staff  have  attended 
veil  sessions  in  order  to  best  serve  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.

!  Library  staff  activity  centered  around  improved  patron  service.  Two  training 
esions  were  held,  one  dedicated  to  services  provided  to  the  Young  Adults  in  our 
ornunity.

Tc| 
promote  aviation  as  part  of  a  national  transportation  system  and  provide] 
this  system  throughout  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  To  provide  aj 
location  for  flight  schools,  avionics  shops,  maintenance  facilities  and  tc] 
enhance  the  safety  of  flight  as  directed  by  the  Federal  Aviation)^ 
Administration  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  along  with  loca; 
rules  and  regulations  governing  flying  operations. 

The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  is  happy  to  report  that  the  airport  is  stiljpi 
one  of  the  best  facilities  of  its  class  in  the  State.  Much  of  this  year's  project  funds 
has  been  spent  on  an  Environmental  Assessment  (EA)  to  extend  runways.  The 
Commission  has  been  working  to  upgrade  the  aviation  Fuel  Farm.  Part  of  this 
upgrade  is  to  put  an  above  ground  fuel  tank  for  the  storage  of  Jet  A  fuel.  Also,  the 
Commission  seeks  to  purchase  a  5.5  acre  parcel  of  land  along  with  a 
maintenance  building.  The  Commission  has  been  working  with  Title  Vl 
Septic/Sewer  to  determine  how  the  airport  will  deal  with  those  systems  in  the 
future. 


The  Plymouth  Airport  is  the  home  of  160  aircraft,  used  for  recreation 
business  and  public  safety.  The  Med-Flight  helicopter  continues  to  be  an  active 
tenant  at  the  airport,  providing  emergency  helicopter  service  to  area  residents  ir 
medical  emergencies.  The  airport  contains  15  private  businesses  that  teach 
flight,  maintain  aircraft,  and  sell  aircraft.  Through  the  South  Shore  Computei 
testing  located  at  the  airport,  candidates  can  take  a  computerized  exam  for  s 
pilots  license.  The  airport  staff  is  very  active  in  providing  tours  for  school  groups 
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i  d  many  other  civic  groups.  Additionally,  the  staff  is  involved  with  support  for  its 
/-port  Funday,  July  4th  Parades  and  a  local  Wheelchair  Picnic.  The  airport  is 
vry  popular  for  sightseeing  flights  by  helicopter  and  aircraft,  and  the  aerobatics

c  rporate  operations  that  are  conducted  at  the  airport  many  persons  from  all  over

Town  to  provide  excellence  of  educational  opportunities  for  all  students. 
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Student  Testing 


1.1  Plymouth  students  have  once  again  scored  well  above  average  in  all 
academic  areas  (Reading,  Language,  Mathematics,  Science,  Social 
Studies,  Study  Skills)  on  Nationally  normed  achievement  tests  (CTBS- 
4  and  CAT-5  at  grades  1 ,  3,  5,  7  and  9). 

1.2  For  the  third  year  in  a  row,  all  eligible  Seniors  passed  Basic  Skills 
Testing  in  Reading,  Writing  and  Mathematics  which  is  a  Plymouth 
Public  Schools  graduation  requirement. 

1 .3  An  additional  5  percent  of  the  Class  of  1 995  took  the  SAT  as  compared 
to  the  Class  of  1994  (67%  vs  62%).  Yet  they  scored  19  points  higher 
in  the  Verbal  section  and  1 1  points  higher  in  Math. 

1 .3.1  The  SAT  Mathematics  average  of  485  is  the  highest  average  in 
Plymouth  since  we  began  tracking  SAT  scores  in  1980,  fifteen 
years  ago. 

1.3.2  The  SAT  Verbal  score  of  441  is  likewise  the  highest  in  that 
category  since  1980  and  is  also  13  points  above  the  national 
average. 

1 .3.3  A  Seventh  grade  student  at  PCIS  was  recognized  as  one  of  the 
top  15  female  seventh  graders  in  the  country  in  the  math  section 
of  the  SAT'S  in  the  Talent  Search  of  John  Hopkins  University 
Center  for  Talented  Youth.

Advisory  and  Finance  Committee 

The  town  of  Plymouth's  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  is  responsible 
reviewing  and  making  recommendations  on  the  budget  and  articles  to  to* ! 
meeting.  Our  review  is  always  completed  in  a  impartial  fashion.  All  items  aj 
reviewed  for  their  merit  and  effect  on  the  town.  The  Finance  Committee  is  furtr 
entrusted  with  a  reserve  fund  account.  This  money  is  appropriated  to  us  by  to* . 
meeting  to  be  spent  for  unforeseen  or  emergency  expenditures  in  departmen 
budgets.  We  often  seek  to  meet  with  other  committees  to  discuss  town  policy  i 
plan  for  future  needs.  Even  with  these  meetings,  this  committee  has  and  alwa( 
will  remain  independent  of  the  other  elected  boards  and  committees. 

The  budget  policy  agreed  to  by  the  Selectmen,  School  Committee  and  \\\ 
body  for  the  FY96  budget  cycle  was  followed  to  the  letter,  again,  using  0%  of  tlj 
allowable  2.5%  increase.  Department  heads  submitted  level  service  budgets,  (j 
January  18,  1995  the  Finance  committee  heard  the  budget  message  and  til 
review  of  the  FY95  Annual  Warrant  had  begun.  Over  the  next  three  months  til 
committee  reviewed  the  budget  and  remaining  44  articles.  \ 

| 

The  review  of  the  budget  by  the  Finance  Committee  took  eight  evenings  j 
complete,  the  final  evening  being  a  review  of  expansion  requests.  Nine  divisioij 
made  requests  for  increases  to  their  budgets  above  the  level  servicejhresholj 
The  Finance  committee  elected  to  review  and  fund  several  of  these  requesj 
since  the  total  budget  was  below  the  amount  allocated.  The  name  "expansionj 
is  a  misnomer  as  often  the  items  on  this  list  are  needed  to  provided  the  same  lev* 
of  service,  not  expanded  service.  The  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  felt  th 
every  item  was  needed  to  provided  a  quality  level  of  service  that  the  citizens  ■ 
Plymouth  currently  enjoy,  however  funding  was  not  available. 

The  articles  on  the  warrant  were  no  different  than  in  previous  years  with  tr 
exception  of  a  few.  The  traditional  ones  were  present;  accepting  town  report 
funding  capital  projects  and  paying  the  selectmen.  These  articles  were  viewed  4 
housekeeping.  However,  several  articles  were  viewed  as  having  a  substanti .^ 
impact  on  the  town  at  present  and  in  the  future.  Digital  Corporation  reached  m | 
agreement  with  a  local  group  to  sell  its  land  holding  in  town.   The  parcy 
approximately  3,500  acres  in  size  had  the  potential  of  being  a  large  office  site  (i 
1 ,600  homes.  The  potential  owner  requested  a  change  in  the  zoning  allowing  f(.. 
an  increase  in  uses  included  some  form  of  commercial  use.   The  Financ 
Committee  bucked  the  selectmen  and  planning  board,  by  not  supporting  the  Ope 
Space  Mixed  Use  Development  (OSMUD).  The  Finance  Committee  saw  the  me^ 
in  this  proposal,  but  felt  that  the  town  may  be  rushing  into  a  decision.  A  secon 
article  that  saw  a  great  deal  of  debate  was  a  change  in  the  town  by-laws  allowin; 
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pri  ate  contractors  the  option  of  using  flag-person's  rather  than  police  details. 
Th  was  the  third  time  the  Finance  Committee  heard  this  item  and  for  a  third  time 
it  as  rejected.  This  Committee  felt  state  legislation  is  needed  first  to  provide 
pr  ection  to  communities  from  law  suits,  the  concern  for  public  safety  was  also 
arssue. 

On  April  1  st  1 995  Town  Meeting  opened  and  continued  for  eight  debate  filled 
scjsions.  Town  Meeting  modified  the  Finance  Committee's  budget 
reommendation  slightly  and  did  not  approve  the  OSMUD  zoning  request  or  flag- 
pebon  by-law  change.  In  June  Town  Meeting  re-convened  with  the  need  to 
af»rove  the  design  phase  for  a  wastewater  treatment  facility.  The  Selectmen, 
ccicerned  over  a  negative  outcome,  modified  this  proposal.  The  modification  was 
wfiin  the  court  order  and  allowed  for  a  third  party  review  of  work  previously 
cchpleted.  The  OSMUD  was  also  on  the  warrant  and  once  again  the  Finance 
Cmmittee  and  Town  Meeting  did  not  support  this  article.  At  the  November 
Sacial  the  budget  was  finalized  and  OSMUD  failed  for  the  third  time,  even  with 
siDport  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

Over  the  past  year  our  membership  changed.  Several  new  members  were 
anointed.  Vice  Chairman  Richard  Mulcahy  resigned  after  giving  several  years  of 
d Seated  service  to  the  Committee  and  Town,  his  presence  will  be  sorely  missed. 
T,b  change  in  membership  has  not  effected  this  Committee's  stability,  or  the  level 
o^espect  we  perceive  exists  within  the  community..  With  FY95  behind  us 
ajj  FY96  well  established,  the  time  has  come  to  look  at  FY97  and  beyond.  Many 
pj>jects  are  still  looming  over  our  heads  with  price  tags  that  will  only  get  larger.  In 
nHewing  the  FY97  Annual  warrant  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  will 
abin  be  looking  to  insure  that  quality  service  is  being  provided  to  the  citizens  of 
Fmnouth. 


Animal  Shelter  Building  Committee 

The  Animal  Shelter  Building  Committee  has  been  successful  in  acquiring 
3  help  of  two  local  vocational  schools  in  the  construction  of  a  new  animal 
elter.  Upper  Cape  Regional  Vocational  School  was  scheduled  to  arrive  on  site 
early  January  to  begin  the  framing  of  the  main  building,  but  due  to  inclement 
ather,  that  date  has  been  pushed  back.  The  school  has  agreed  to  frame  and 
vide  the  finish  work  in  the  shelter.  Plymouth  South  High  School  has  agreed  to 
vide  the  plumbing  and  electrical  work  through  their  student  program. 

The  land  has  been  cleared  and  graded,  and  masonry  work  for  the  dog 
nnels  is  complete.  The  main  water  line  has  been  installed. 
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Recent  meetings  have  approved  requests  for  payments  by  the  constructs  [  ■ 
company  that  was  awarded  the  phase  one  bid— Kirker— Perry  Constructs 
Company,  Inc. 


Harbor  Committee 

The  Harbor  Committee  was  established  in  1962  to  study  all  issue 
relating  to  the  shore  frontage  of  Plymouth,  including  the  harbor,  as  well  c 
use  and  operation  of  all  waterfront  facilities,  shore  protection,  landings  an 
beaches,  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  i 
connection  with  the  entire  waterfront. 

1 .  The  committee  recommended  that  more  booths  be  allowed  on  the  Tow 
Wharf,  resulting  in  three  new  businesses  receiving  permits  to  open  booths. 

2.  The  committee  has  kept  an  eye  on  the  Plymouth  Rock  project  of  the  stall 
Department  of  Environmental  Management  (DEM). 

3.  The  committee  has  promoted  a  southeast  breakwater  to  protect  Tow* 
Brook,  the  DEM  project,  and  the  entire  shoreline  at  Water  Street  and  hat 
contacted  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers. 

4.  The  committee  made  several  recommendations  to  improve  th» 
appearance  of  the  harbor  area  in  conjunction  with  the  375th  celebration,  such  a 
repainting  the  traffic  lines,  replacing  the  trash  containers,  providing  more  benche 
for  tourists  to  rest,  and  cleaning  up  the  shoreline  near  Mayflower  Seafoods.  Thes 
improvements  enhanced  the  area,  not  only  for  tourists,  but  for  residents  as  well. 

The  goals  of  this  committee  for  the  coming  year  are  to  complete  plans  fc 
the  southeast  breakwater,  see  about  a  float  for  the  boat  ramp,  and  look  int< 
replacing  the  T-wharf,  which  was  redecked  in  1987  with  used  planks  purchase* 
from  Duxbury.  j 


Old  School  House  Committee 

The  Old  School  House  Committee  meets  the  second  Tuesday  of  eac 
month  at  6:30  p.m.  at  the  Old  School  House  on  Long  Pond  Road  in  Cedarville. 

The  facility  is  used  by  various  community  and  civic  organizations  includinv 
the  following:  Cedarville  Arts  &  Crafts  Guild,  Alcoholics  Anonymous,  The  Nation 
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Ants  Guild,  Boy  Scouts  of  America,  Kingsbridge  Shores  Civic  Association, 
Cearville  Landing  Associates,  and  the  American  Association  of  Retired  Persons 
(A3P).  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  are  held  monthly,  Income  Tax  Information 
Sesions  are  also  held  in  February  and  March.  The  School  House  also  serves  as 
trupolling  place  for  Precinct  8. 

As  usual,  the  activity  at  the  School  House  continues  to  increase.  It  is  a" 
pliisure  to  see  so  many  citizens  from  the  community  involved. 

The  Committee  would  also  like  to  extend  particular  thanks  to  member, 
Bjpara  Dodge,  who  oversees  the  day  to  day  activities  at  the  School  House. 


130  Court  Street  Committee 


The  130  Court  Street  Committee,  which  consists  of  five  members, 
rets  annually  and  on  an  as  needed  basis.  The  purpose  of  this  Committee 
so  approve  uses  of  the  130  Court  Street  property. 

Since  130  Court  Street  front  continues  to  be  occupied  fully  and  apparently 
ir^ood  repair,  there  are  no  challenges  being  offered  at  this  time.  The  130  Court 
Seet  Committee  feels  that  it  should  continue  to  exist  should  there  be  any 
cljinges  in  the  occupancy  of  the  building  during  the  next  few  years. 


Parking  Advisory  Committee 

The  Parking  Advisory  Committee  was  charged  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
review  all  matters  relating  to  parking  availability,  long-term  needs, 
inagement,  enforcement,  fees,  etc.,  in  all  areas  of  the  Town.    In    1 995  the 
•ard  requested  that  the  Committee  forward  recommendations  on  several 
f  .rking  issues  that  had  been  raised.  The  most  difficult  problem  for  the  Committee 
i finding  a  solution  to  the  on-going  parking  problems  in  the  downtown  area. 

j  Two  members,  Bruce  Arons  and  Joan  Bartlett,  did  not  seek  re-appointment 
ij  the  Committee.  Virginia  Treworgy  was  appointed  as  a  citizen  at  large  and 
Mcancies  still  exist. 

The  Town  Manager  formed  a  continuous  quality  improvement  team  to 
'Icplore  methods  of  streamlining  the  parking  ticket  adjudication  process.  This 
am  consisted  of  Pamela  Hagler,  Michelle  Kaiser,  William  O'Meara,  Laurence 
zer,  and  Dale  Webber.  The  team  proposed  development  of  a  database  detailing 
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street  signage  concerning  parking  and  a  network  to  connect  several  department  • 
online  access  to  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicle  parking  violation  database;  ar 
transfer  of  collection  of  parking  ticket  revenue  to  the  Tax  Collector's  offic 
Additional  issues  raised  during  the  study  were  forwarded  to  the  committee  fi 
review. 

The  Parking  Advisory  Committee  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  ttiC 
Board  of  Selectmen.  Meetings  are  held  the  first  Monday  of  the  month  or  on  an  c  i. 
needed  basis.  The  Committee  welcomes  input  and  involvement  by  interested 
citizens  as  the  Town  faces  the  challenge  of  providing  parking  for  a  growing  sociel 
in  a  limited  space. 


Plymouth  Beach  Advisory  Committee 


This  Committee  is  comprised  of  eight  members  appointed  for  two-yeer 

terms  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  one  member  designated  by  and  t! 

represent  the  Plymouth  Conservation  Commission.  The  names  of  the  currer^ 

members  can  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  Annual  Town  Report.

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Plymouth  Contributory  Retirement  System 


|  The  Town  of  Plymouth  Contributory  Retirement  Fund  became  fully 
di\irsified  with  the  allocation  of  its  funds  being  divided  between  five  fund 
mriagers.  Each  manager  provided  a  distinct  opportunity  by  way  of  style  and 
pfpsophy  to  afford  the  best  return  for  the  system's  assets.  The  Board  also 
subessfully  negotiated  a  very  beneficial  contract  with  their  custody  bank  which  is 
fijtp  until  the  year  2000. 


I  After  careful  research  and  review,  the  following  managers  were  employed  by 
th  Board  after  approval  by  the  Public  Employee  Retirement  Administration 
F  RA).  The  managers  are:  Templeton  Investment  Council,  Inc.  as  International 
Euities  Manager;  Morgan  Grenfell  Investment  Services,  Ltd.,  as  Global  Fixed 
mDme  Manager;  Bankers  Trust  Company,  as  Tactical  Asset  Allocation  Manager; 
Lomis,  Sayles  &  Company,  as  Domestic  Equities  Manager;  and  Eaton  Vance,  as 
DCnestic  Fixed  Income  Manager. 

A  revised  Investment  Policy  was  enacted  by  the  Board  to  include  all  the 
shtegies  which  would  be  implemented  by  the  new  investment  managers.  The 
:-•  ctibling  of  the  system's  assets  over  the  past  five  years  is  evidence  of  the  Board's 
coscientious  and  diligent  efforts  to  uphold  and  exceed  its  fiduciary  responsibility. 

The  system  was  subjected  to  its  tri-annual  audit  by  the  Division  of  Public 
Employee  Retirement  Administration.  The  Agency  reviewed  system  records  from 
~v  1  91-1993.  The  Board  received  a  report  which  contained  no  findings  of  non- 
-•r  ( hnpliance  with  state  laws  and  regulations. 

The  Board  held  an  election  in  June,  1995.  Two  members  submitted  their 
<  pdidacy  for  the  elected  member  position  on  the  Board.  Mr.  Richard  Manfredi, 
ilding  Commissioner  and  Mr.  Jeffrey  Carter,  a  firefighter  were  placed  on  the 
bllot.  The  polls  opened  at  7:00  a.m.  and  remained  open  until  5:00  p.m.  Mr. 
chael  Daley  was  appointed  the  Election  Officer  by  the  Board.  At  the  close  of 
p  polls  on  June  22,  1995,  the  Board  had  received  193  absentee  ballots  and  had 
walk-in  votes.  Mr.  Manfredi  won  the  seat  by  a  215  to  64  vote.  Mr.  Manfredi  will 
ntinue  to  hold  the  elected  seat  he  originally  won  in  1981  until  June  1998. 

On  March  1,  1995,  the  Board  received  state  approval  of  a  new 
pplementary  rule  relative  to  how  it  determines  creditable  service  for  those 
Jividuals  active  in  membership  or  in  the  calculation  of  creditable  service  buy 
cks.

The  Board  received  from  the  Division  of  Public  Employee  Retirement 
^ministration  its  Actuarial  Report  of  the  Plymouth  Retirement  System  as  of 
inuary  1,  1995.    Based  upon  PERA's  Summary  of  Valuation  Results,  the 
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Plymouth  Retirement  System  is  now  57%  funded.

The  committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  transition  to  the  new  facility  ar 
the  ability  to  maintain  efficient  operations  occurred  successfully  with  only  min 
problems.  The  new  facility  reflects  a  highly  efficient  and  functional  polic 
department  that  is  enhanced  with  a  high  tech  communications  system  and  oth 
technology  that  results  in  better  service  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  We  si 
anticipate  the  inclusion  of  the  911  emergency  program  sometime  in  1996.

!  The  Recycling  Advisory  Committee  met  monthly  throughout  the  year  to 
reearch  recycling  issues,  interview  representatives  from  recycling  companies 
ail  groups,  make  recommendations  to  further  recycling  efforts,  and  sustain  the 
biad  volunteer  recycling  effort  at  Town  of  Plymouth  sites.  The  committee,  with 
ft!  members,  works  cooperatively  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to 
fa  litate  recycling  efforts  by  both  citizens  and  town  DPW  workers.  The  casual 
oherver  probably  does  not  see  the  hard  work  behind  the  scenes  by  the 
crnmittee  to  coordinate  and  encourage  almost  200  volunteers.  It  is  estimated 
tht  over  4,000  hours  of  volunteer  service  have  been  given  to  the  Town  Recycling 
P>gram.  Volunteers  check  the  items  to  be  recycled  for  cleanliness  and  sort  items 
in  the  proper  container.  Volunteers  provide  information,  coordinate  schedules, 
a  i  work  on  educational  and  awareness  projects. 

i  In  the  spring  of  1995,  the  second  School  Recycling  Poster  Contest  was  held 
fc  grades  K-6.  Posters  were  displayed  in  three  locations  in  town.  With  donations 
tr  committee  sponsored  two  High  School  scholarships  for  graduating  seniors 
v\o  had  either  been  active  in  recycling  and/or  planned  to  enter  an  environmental 
s  dies  field.  Three  signs  were  designed  by  high  school  students,  converted  into 
rr  tal  signs,  and  posted  at  the  exits  of  the  three  Recycling  &  Household  trash 
s>s  to  encourage  better  participation  in  recycling.  Additional  signs  were 
ptduced  to  encourage  and  alert  recyclers  to  the  correct  recycling  containers. 

Newsletters  to  keep  volunteers  informed  and  to  encourage  new  recyclers 
vfre  produced  throughout  the  year  and  made  available  through  the  transfer 
sitions.  The  second  Annual  Recycling  Volunteer  Recognition  and  Awards 
Cremony  was  held  on  December  17,  1995.  A  video  tape  was  made  of  the  event 
tj  recycling  volunteers  in  cooperation  with  Adelphia  Cable  TV.  Last  year's  video 
Mis  aired  in  January  of  1995.  A  survey  of  recycling  programs  in  other 
^assachusetts  municipalities  was  developed,  sent,  and  the  results  have  begun  to 
k  compiled. 

i  In  cooperation  with  DPW,  the  new  Paint  Recycling  Shed  was  opened  at  the 
fanomet  landfill  in  November,  1995,  for  three  days  before  cold  weather  closed 
te  shed  until  April,  1996.  The  Paint  shed  received  compliments  from  the  State 
Apartment  of  Environmental  Protection  for  the  quality  of  identifying  and 
separating  paint  types.  Free  paint  is  available  through  this  effort.  An  additional 
liiler  for  clothing  and  household  items  was  put  at  the  Long  Pond  Road  Recycling 
re.  The  Photovoltaic  light,  purchased  in  1994,  was  installed  in  the  fall  of  1995  to 
♦fisure  the  safety  of  volunteers,  citizens,  and  staff  at  the  South  Street  Recycling 
ita.The  Committee  recommended  that  a  $2  Recycling  sticker  be  made  available 
i  Plymouth  residents  who  have  private  trash  carriers  to  enable  those  households 
•;  participate  in  recycling.  Over  half  of  the  Town  residents  use  private  carriers  and 
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do  not  have  access  to  recycling  options.  The  Committee  worked  with  DPWt 
reapply  for  another  state  grant  for  additional  recycling  containers  and  to  se* 
revised  informational  materials  to  citizens.  The  grant  submitted  last  year  v 
received  and  implemented,  including  the  continued  disbursement  of  ho 
compost  bins. 

In  Fiscal  Year  1995,  247.45  tons  of  co-mingled  glass,  cans,  and  #1  & 
plastics  were  recycled.  775.49  tons  of  paper  and  .59  ton  of  corrugated  cardboj 
were  recycled.  The  elimination  of  tipping  fees  for  recycling  materials  has  resull 
in  considerable  cost  savings  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  This  effort  will 
increasingly  more  important  as  the  date  for  the  closing  of  the  landfill  nears 
1997. 

The  Recycling  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Volunteer  Coordinators  gn 
voted  to  combine  meetings  in  1996  to  allow  for  more  efficient  use  of  volunfe 
time.  Plans  to  recruit  additional  volunteers  have  been  made.  The  committee  a  \ 
the  volunteers  attending  the  Award  Ceremony  have  come  up  with  a  list  of  need! 
actions  for  the  expansion  and  enhancement  of  recycling  in  Plymouth.  T; 
committee  and  volunteers  plan  to  continue  their  work  to  maximize  the  benefits; 
recycling  to  the  Town  both  economically  and  environmentally.  The  Advise: 
Committee  has  recommended  that  a  part-time  position  be  funded  in  1996  j 
insure  the  expansion  of  cost  saving  recycling  measures  and  to  serve  to  follow-; 
during  business  hours  those  tasks  that  volunteers  are  unable  to  manage  due  ■ 
personal  employment.

Puerto  Rico,  Saudi  Arabia,  Russia,  South  Africa,  Estonia,  the  Czech  Republm 
and  Korea.  Germans  began  arriving  in  large  numbers  in  mid-August.  The  Engli  f 
continue  to  come  all  season  long.  The  Canadians  and  Australians  are  a\it- 
returning.  Several  senior  citizen  bus  tours  from  the  Midwest  visited  the  Museulf  :

375th  Anniversary  Committee 

1995  year  marked  the  375th  Anniversary  of  the  Mayflower's  voyage  and  the 
lading  of  the  Pilgrims  in  Plymouth.  A  large  group  of  volunteers  pulled  together 
torganize  the  birthday  party  celebration.  The  group  decided  that  the  celebration 
sould  be  a  series  of  events  to  last  the  whole  year,  as  opposed  to  one  single 
e^nt.  The  events  that  followed  were  like  no  other  that  the  town  has  seen  in  other 
cebrations. 

In  April,  a  kick-off  reception  was  held  to  honor  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Plymouth, 
Bgland,  Walter  Ainsworth  attended  by  421  Plymouth  residents  at  the  Mayflower 
6|ciety  House. 

Three  weekends  in  July  proved  to  be  the  biggest  tourist  attractions  of  the 
ciebration,  a  visit  from  our  sister  town  of  Shichigahama,  Japan,  arrived  prior  to

Town  Forest  Committee 

The  Town  Forest  Committee  is  proud  to  state  that  the  Plymouth  Town  Forest 
in  the  process  of  completing  its  first  harvest  in  many  years.  This  cutting,  termed 
"shelterwood  cut"  is  a  light  to  moderate  thinning  to  provide  the  choice  timber 
ses  more  room  for  development  and  to  allow  more  sun  to  filter  through  the 
mopy  to  reach  the  forest  floor  for  seedling  development.  The  cutting  is  taking 
ace  on  two  sections  of  the  Town  Forest  off  Drew  Road  and  involves  25  acres 
ith  the  harvested  timber  being  estimated  at  50,470  board  feet  of  pine  and  27 
Drds  of  hardwood. 

Special  attention  was  taken  in  the  selection  of  a  wood  harvesting  company 
ince  both  the  committee  and  the  consulting  Forester  wanted  emphasis  placed  on 
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quality  and  the  establishment  of  a  working  relationship  with  a  dependa 
company.

Town  Hall  Building  Committee 

After  employing  a  committee  for  eight  years  studying  the  town's  need 
either  a  new  or  expanded  municipal  office  building,  the  town  forged  ahead  in  19 
by  funding  a  $2.2  million  plan  to  renovate  1 1  Lincoln  Street.  Over  a  century  o 
11  Lincoln  Street  was  originally  constructed  in  1892  as  a  High  School.  It  w 
renovated  in  1914,  and  again  in  1936,  before  being  converted  to  the  town  off i  * 
building  in  1954.  Forty  years  later,  the  people  of  Plymouth  committed  themselv; 
to  its  renewal  once  again. 

The  year-long  renovation  project,  which  began  in  June  1995,  is  designed 
produce  a  fully  utilized  and  modernized  building  that  meets  all  requirements  oft 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  and  complies  with  all  health,  fire  and  safety  code 
The  renovated  facility  is  intended  to  meet  the  administrative  needs  of  the  town  1

flooring  and  finishes  to  improve  the  interior  aesthetics  of  town  hall.
